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A MESSAGE NOT PROBABLE 


Nothing from the President on the 
Currency Is Expected. 


“HIS VIEWS ALREADY WELL KNOWN 


Growth of the Sentiment in Favor 
of Retiring the Greenbacks— 
No Call for a Caucus 
Issued Yet. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—A great deal of 
talk that has appeared to be entirely gra- 
tuitous has been indulged in here during the 
week about a message that the President 
has been supposed to be preparing to send 
to the Congress on the currency question. 
What sounds like an official denial, which 
hardly was needed, comes from the White 
House, with the explanation, by a visitor 
who talked with Mr. Cleveland about the 
report, that the President could have noth- 
ing to add to what he said in his annual 
message about the importance of legisla- 
tion to relieve the Trewsury and the coun- 
try from the imperfections of the existing 
financial system. 

In Washington inere is a dispostion to 
attribute the reports about what the Presi- 
dent does and does not intend to qd, and 
what Congress ought to do, to one man, a 
man who sometimes is indiscreetly talka- 
tive and ineffectively anxious and active. 
It is perfectly evident now that no mere 
personal anxiety will pass the currency bill 
said to be the production of Mr. Carlisle. 
(he first bill was just beginning to be 
generally understood when the Secretary 
surprised. members of both houses,  be- 
ginners, some of them, in the study of 
financial legislation, by indicating that he 
had not matured fully his own plans. If 
the Secretary of the Treasury was thus 
uncertain about the details of a scheme 
that was to change greatly the banking 
laws,’ men of less experience and knowledge 
were encouraged to doubt and to question. 
“Dull as the speechmaking has been in 
gome respects, the debate in the House un- 
questionably has had a good effect. While 
it still is doubted whether a third of the 
members are prepared to accept everything 
offered in what was described as the Secre- 
tary’s plan, there is just a chance that it 
may pass the House when it comes to be 
woted upon. More important than that, how- 
ever, is the palpable growth of the opin- 
fon that the greenbacks should be retired, 
and that a funding plan, even with an 
issue of bonds in place of the retired green- 
backs, should be provided to enable the 
Government to go out of the banking busi- 
nmess.once and for all. With that opinion 
has come a more conservative feeling about 
the national banks, indicating a relaxation 
of the hostility to them; a feeling that may 
be attributed, in a measure, to the hope in 
gome sections that the State banks yet 
may be allowed to issue circulation under 
safe provisions of law. 

While there are..stggestions about’ ar 
@arly~ caucus- of the -House Democrats, a 
eall has not been circulated, and some of 
the older heads in the House, aware of the 
division of the Democrats on the currency 
question, are doubtful about the usefulness 
of a.caucus. Such a gathering might afford 
an opportunity behind. closed doors for free 
discussion of the party differences. That It 
would be productive of an agreement to 
support any bill that has yet appeared is 
doubted generally. 

The debate in the House to-day was car- 
ried on by’ Messrs. Black, (Dem., Ga.,) Mc- 
Creary, (Dem., Ky.,) and Beckner, (Dem., 
Ky.,) in advocacy of the bill, and Haugen, 
(Rep., “Wis.,) and Adams, (Rep., Penn.,) in 
opposition. 


COMMENT IN WALL STREET. 


& Table That Shows that Greenbacks 
Are an Expensive Luxury. 


‘ Washington advices that Treasury offi- 
other issue of Government bonds excited 
*cials are concerned over the prospect of an- 
comment in the financial district yesterday, 
but no surprise. What the Treasury De- 
partment fears was foreseen by bankers 
when the syndicate bought the last issue. 
They then assumed that another issue 
would be necessary by February, and it is 
assumed now that, unless Congress shall 
reform the currency in a way to rid the 
Treasury of laws that menace Government 
gold, still another bond issue will be neces- 
sary, and others, until the only effective 
remedy shall be applied, taking the Gov- 
ernment out of the banking business. 

Bankers do not express apprehension 
-that a new issue would fail. They 
the Treasury opinion that difficulty would 
be found in placing new bonds on an in- 
terest basis as advantageous to the Gov- 
ernment as that on which the last sale was 
made. While it would be agreeable to keep 
the Government credit at its height, mak- 
ing its issues sought at a low rate of interest, 
bankers think that the fluctuation be- 
tween 2.87 and 3 per cent. in itself un- 
important. It might be serious, in their 
view, if large issues were contemplated, and 
the rate for Government issues were es- 
tablished by investment custom at 3 per 
cent. 

They think that Congress ought to pro- 
tect the Government from such a rating 
while there is yet time. Difficulty might be 
met even in a refunding scheme, if 3 per 
cent. were recognized by investors as a 
gauge of Government credit, although such 
a scheme, carrying with it the obliteration 
of the greenback, naturally would produce 
new and buoyant conditions. 

Suggestions from Wall Street are re- 
ceived with such poor grace by Congress 
just now that the disposition down town 
is to let the bankers work out the problem 
unaided. The subject is regarded as too 
important, however, to be left to itself, and 
on! very little encouragement expert opinion 
will be at the service of the lawmakers. 

One banker thinks of preparing a table 
showing the cost of maintaining the so- 
called free currency circulation. He thinks he 
ean present on a single sheet of print a few 
figures worth a volume of argument. The 
$100,000,000 borrowed in 1894 must pay §$3,- 
000,000 per year for ten years, or $30,000,000. 
Interest averaging 3% per cent. has been 
running since 1878 on. nearly $100,000,000 
bonds, issued to protect the gold reserve, 
This issue was in 4 and 4% per cent. bonds, 
mainly fours. Allowing for the conversion 
of some of the four and a halfs into twos 
three years ago, and for the redemption of 
others, he estimates that the. interest 
charges will average 3% per cent. for thirty 
years, or, until the maturity of the fours in 
1907. This charge in interest will: amount, 
on. his calculations, to .$105,000,000..

not less than one-half of 1 per cent. per 
year. 

The banker who has the table in prepara- 
tion is confident that it will easily demon- 
strate that the Government has circulated 
the greenbacks at a cost of one-half their 
face in actual money, without carrying 
his computations further than is above in- 
dicated. If they should be carried as far as 
possihle, he says that it as easily might be 
proved that the greenback has cost much 
more than the face of aggregate issue, and 
that it has been the most expensive luxury 
in which the Government has ever in- 
dulged. 

Bankers had no occasion to withdraw 
gold from the Sub-Treasury yesterday for 
shipment to Burope,. but demands were 
made for Canada. Withdrawals on that 
account reached $300,000, reducing the gold 
reserve to $83,494,032. 


To Coin $22,000,000 Gold Bullion. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Jan. 3.—Director 
of Mints Preston to-day instructed Super- 
intendent Townsend of the Philadelphia 
Mint to begin the coinage of $22,000,000 of 
gold bullion now stored in the mint which 
is a part of the gold reserve. The gold will 
be coined into eagles and half eagles, and 
the work will consume a month. 

The Director says there is enough silver 
bullion in the mint to keep the forces busy 
for five years if it should be coined. The 
disposition of the metal, however, is subject 
to the order of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and no statement has been issued re- 
garding it. 


Decrease in Circulation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The Treasury 
statement of circulation issued to-day shows 
a decrease during the month of December 
of $10,657,829, making the amount of money 
in circulation $1,626,568,622, or $23.52 per 
capita, based on 69,134,000 of population. ~~ 


SHOT BY HIS INTENDED VICTIM 


A Bold Highwayman Killed in the Adiron- 
dacks by One of the Two Men He 
Was Trying to Rob. 


PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Jan. 3.—Abraham 
Petell, a young man who bore a bad reputa- 
tion, and who had made Malone his home 
for the last two years, was shot and killed 
near Pierce Field Falls, in the Adirondacks, 
on Monday. 

Two men were returning from a lumber 
camp, and stopped for the night at the 
house where Petell was staying. The men 
showed considerable money, and Petell be- 
came quite friendly with them and pro- 
posed that they go with him to a dance at 
a house some distance away. The invita- 
tion was accepted, and the three started 
off. While passing through a piece of 
woods, Petrel drew a knife and demanded 
that his companions hand him over their 
money. One of the men gave him all he 
had, but the other quickly drew a revolver 
and shot Petell before he could use his 
knife. Petell was badly wounded, and 
died ten hours after the shooting. No ar- 
rests have been made. 

Petell was arrested at Malone in June 
last on suspicion of having murdered James 
McGee, but no evidence could be procured 
against him, and he was discharged. 


WHEL FIGHT THE INCOME TAX 


QUAY LEADS OFF IN A REPUBLICAN 
SCHEME IN THE SENATE. 


Prospect of a Long Struggle over the 
Urgent Deficiency Bill — Many 
Speeches Already Threatened, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—An insight into 
the plan to be followed in the Senate by 
the opponents of the income tax was fur- 
nished to-day by Mr. Quay, who gave 
notice of a. proposed amendment to the 
Urgent Deficiency bill, which strikes from 
the bill all references to the income-tax 
provision and substitutes for it a new 
woolen schedule constructed along the lines 
of the woolen schedule in the McKinley 
law. This amendment is expected to be the 
text for many speeches directed against 
the clause in the Urgent Deficiency bill 
calling for sufficient funds to enforce the 
income tax provision. 

Mr. Quay has an understanding with Mr. 
Lodge and other Republicans, and it is said 
that as many as fifteen Republican speeches 
are already either prepared or in course of 
preparation to be delivered against the 
income tax. When the Tariff bill was be- 
fore the Senate the Republicans refrained 
from fully discussing the income tax, some 
of them taking the ground that they would 
best advance the interests of their party by 
permitting the Democrats to have their 
way with this plan of collecting revenue. 
Now that the responsibility for its enact- 
ment rests upon the Democrats, the Re- 
publicans feel that they are at liberty to 
take up the subject when it is brought be- 
fore the Senate in the Urgent Deficiency 
bill, and to debate it upon its merits. 

Mr. Hill is expected to aid them, and 
some other Democrats also may feel like 
trying to withhold the appropriation with- 
out which the provision necessarily would 
become a dead letter. 

The prospect is that the Urgent Deficiency 
bill will be held in the Senate longer this 
session than ever before, and Mr. Cockrell, 
the Chairman of the Senate Appropriation 
Committee, is somewhat uneasy over the 
outlook. It is believed that those Senators 
who hope to wipe out the sugar differentials 
will try to attach a rider to the bill re- 
pealing these differentials. Should this 
attempt be made, the country might be 
treated to another tariff fight in the Sen- 
ate, in which the lines would be differently 
drawn from those of the last contest. 

A number of the Democratic members of 
the Senate Appropriation and Finance Com- 
mittees at a conference this afternoon de- 
cided that they would endeavor to put upon 
the Urgent Deficiency bill a rider in the 
shape of a repeal of the free-alcohol clause 
of the new tariff act. It is understood that 
the committee has been urged to effect 
the repeal of this law if possible, and ener- 
getic efforts in that direction are being 
made. 


McBride Declares War.

The Dale Given to Maryland. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—By direction of 
Secretary Herbert, the authorities of the 
Washington Navy Yard to-day delivered 
the old receiving ship Dale to Commander 
Emerson of the Maryland Naval Militia, who 
Was delegated by Gov. Brown to accept the 
vessel. A‘tug proceeded to tow the vessel 
to her permanent quarters at Baltimore.

Pelitions for Office for Gev. Morton’s 


Consideration. 


SPEAKER FISH'S TRIALS JUST BEGUN 


The Democratic Minority of the As- 
sembly to Have Small Rep- 
resentation on the Com- 
mittees. 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—Several trunks in the 
Executive Mansion are filled with applica- 
tions and petitions from candidates for a 
number of offices, either now or hereafter 
at the disposal of the Governor. Some of 
the petitions and nearly all the applica- 
tions Gov. Morton has scanned at his lei- 
sure, and in addition thereto he has list- 


ened to the personal appeals of interested . 


friends of the candidates. 

At the present time the pressure upon the 
Governor for positions that are wt his 
immediate disposal is severe enough to 
drive to something desperate a man not 
inured to public office. These offices em- 
brace the Superintendency of Public Build- 


ings, three Civil Service Commissioners, 
and three State Assessors. 

The present Superintendent of Public 
Buildings is Michael Delehanty of Albany, 
the father-in-law of Senator Edward Mur- 
phy, Jr. Under the law, the appointment 
is made by the Governor, the Lieutenant 
Governor, and the Speaker of the House. 
But the unwritten law is. that the Gov- 
ernor’s choice shall be the choice of the 
board. He holds office for two years and 
has a salary of $3,500. He appoints all the 
orderlies, elevator men, and the help gen- 
erally in the public buildings belonging to 
the State in this city, and purchases all the 
supplies required. In the hands of a ju- 
dicious and thrifty person, the billet is 
worth $10,000 a year. 

Thus far, the candidates named are: Ex- 
Mayor Thomas Wheeler of Utica, who is 
supported by Charles W. Hackett, Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee; 
Barnet H. Davis of Palmyra, former mem- 
ber of Assembly from Wayne County, who 
is backed by Lieut. Gov. Saxton; Frederick 
Easton of Albany, the son of the late Gen. 
Charles P. Easton, a great Stalwart in his 
day, and the friend of Roscoe Conkling, 
Chester A. Arthur, and A. B. Cornell. Mr. 
Easton is groomed by State Committee- 
man William Barnes, Jr., of Albany. 

A new candidate appeared to-day in the 
person of John F. Parkhurst of Bath, a 
delegate to the late Constitutional Conven- 
tion, as leader of the Steuben County bar, 
and a member of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. His claims were presented by Sena- 
tor John Raines of Candaigua, Ontario 
County. 

A delegation, consisting of Speaker Ham- 
ilton Fish, Adjt. Gen. McAlpin, and James 
W. Husted of Peekskill, who captured the 
entire Assembly by declining the honor ten- 
dered him of choosing a seat before the 
drawing took place—an unprecedented com- 
pliment in the: Assembly to a new member— 
waited upon Gov.. Morton this morning .to 
present the claims of Stanley Southard of 
Hudson as Civil Service Commissioner. 
Southard is a nephew of the late Gen. Hus- 
ted, and a nephew by marriage of David 
H. Moffat, the railway magnate of Denver. 
Gov. Morton promised to give the applica- 
tion very careful diplomatic consideration. 
The Civil Service Commissioners hold their 
Places subject to the pleasure of the Gov- 
ernor. The salary is $2,000 a year, with 
necessary traveling expenses. 

As the distinguished party was leaving 
the Executive Chamber, Gov. Morton said: 
‘** Well, Mr. Speaker, your trials ‘and tribu- 
lations are just beginning.’’ 

“Oh, no, Governor,” said the Speaker. 
‘They ended when my canvass closed, the 
night of the caucus.”’ 

“But, then, you have your committees 
yet to frame,’’ observed the Governor, with 
a merry twinkle in his eye. ‘‘ You have 
thirty-six committee Chairmen to appoint 
and seventy-two Republican members, each 
one after a Chairmanship, to please. Per- 
haps.your trials have not begun!” he add- 
ed, quizzically. 

Speaker Fish had nothing to say about 
his committees. Before leaving for New- 
York this afternoon he informed the cor- 
respondent of The New-York Times that the 
Democratic members would be placed ac- 
cording to their numerical repregentation, 
and that he would rely to a great extent 
upon the judgment of the Democratic lead- 
er, Mr, Foley of New-York, upon the as- 
signment of Democrats to committee places. 

As the Republicans have in the house 
five members nearly to one Democrat, or 
105-Republicans to 28 Democrats, this plan 
would indicate that on all the big. com- 
mittees of eleven members, such as Ways 
and Means, Judiciary, Railroads, Cities, 
General Laws, Taxation, Electricity, Gas 
and Water Supply, Commerce, Navigation 
and Insurance, Excise, and Banks, the 
Democrats will not be represented by more 
than two members, leaving the others to 
the Republicans. 

There are three candidates for leader of 
the majority on the floor—Messrs. Malby of 
St. Lawrence, Ainsworth of Oswego, and 
Nixon of Chautauqua. The latter has 
always been a close political and personal 
friend of Mr. Fish. He was the first Re- 
publican candidate for Speaker who retired 
in favor of the Putnam County leader. He 
was treated badly, as was Mr. Fish, last 
vear in the make-up of the committees by 
Speaker Malby. But all indications point 
to the selection of Mr. Ainsworth, who is 
readily conceded to be the ablest man of the 
majority on the floor. It is safe to assume 
that Mr. Fish will not readily forget or 
forgive the slight of last year, when Mr. 
Malby passed over his years of experience 
and selected Mr. Ainsworth as the leader. 


Statutory Revision Report. 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—The report of the Com- 
missioners of Statutory Revision, whose 
resignations have been filed with Gov. Mor- 
ton, has been submitted to the Legislature. 
It presents a separate revision of the laws 
touching on religious corporations, mem- 
bership corporations, domestic commerce 
corporations, benevolent orders, and the 
State finance law. Included in the report 
is a table of statutes amended and re- 
pealed and of reverse tables of correspond- 
ing sections continued to the close of the 
session of 1894. 

The commission has also submitted a 
report of colonial laws, which are to be 
reprinted.

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TWO BISHOPS SNUB WGLYNN 


McQuaid of Rochester, and McDonnell of 
Brooklyn Hurriedly Left a Cere- 
moay He Attended. 


It has just come to public notice that the 
celebration of the consecration of St. Ste- 
phen’s Church last Sunday was not without 
a shadow of trouble. When it became known 
that Dr. McGlynn’ had signified his willing- 
ness to forget and forgive the past by ap- 
pearing at a public ceremony in the church 
from which he had been removed, it was 
thought that peace in the church in this 
diocese was at last secured. 

The fact that the former pastor of St. 
Stephen’s was to be present at the cere- 
mony was not known until he appeared in 
cassock and surplice among the other in- 
vited clerical guests. He was immediately 
surrounded by the priests, who congratu- 
lated him on his return to their ranks and 
wished him success in his new parish. His 
presence was noticed by the Bishops, but 
they did not add their congratulations to 
those of the priests. 

During the mass it was “noticed that 
Bishop McQuaid of Rochester was not in 
the sanctuary, although he had just finished 
consecrating one of the altars, and all the 
other Bishops who were with him attended 
the mass. He was not at the dinner, either. 
The celebrant of the high mass, Bishop Mc- 
Donnell of Brooklyn, left the rectory im- 
mediately after unvesting without waiting 
to eat, protesting fatigue, although he had 
only said the mass, while Archbishop Cor- 
rigan and three other Bishops who had 
taken part in the long and fatiguing cere- 
mony of the consecration and the mass re- 
mained. 

The absence of the two prelates was 
noted by the priests at the dinner table, 
and is said to have made that function more 
solemn than either of the preceding cere- 
monies. No speeches were made, as ex- 
pected, and conversation was carried on 
only in an undertone. The priests of the 
city are talking considerably about the ab- 
sence of the two prelates, and attribute it 
to pique at the presence of Dr. McGlynn, 
who is not a favorite with either of them. 

The former parishioners of Dr. McGlynn 
have abandoned the project of visiting New- 
burg in a body next Sunday. A number 
will be present at his mass, but at his re- 
quest there will be no demonstration. He 
will not be without friends, however, on 
the occasion of his installation. 

It has been arranged that on that day he 
will celebrate a solemn high mass at the 
usual hour of the parochial mass. The 
Deacon and Sub-Deacon will be from among 
the clergy who have sympathized with him 
in his trouble, and several others will be 
present in the sanctuary. Dr. McGlynn 
will preach the sermon of the day. 

As it will be his first Sunday in the 
parish, and practically the day on which he 
will assume charge of it, the occasion will 
be made a memorable one in Newburg. Dr. 
McGlynn will soon deliver a lecture in aid 
of St. Brigid’s parish, this city. 


TROLLEYS OVER BRIDGE CARS 


THAT’S THE SYSTEM TO BE USED 
FOR LIGHTING THEM. 


Each Car Will Have Sixteen Lamps 
‘About Feb.1—No Provision for 
Possible “Breaks” on the Line, 


The cars on the New-York and Brooklyn 
Bridge will be lighted with electricity with- 
in a short time, They have all been wired, 
and next week the incandescent lamps will 
be put in, 

The contract was awarded to a company 
of this city, and the lights will be fur- 
nished by the trolley or overhead system, 
involving a trolley arm on each car. 

The company having the contract has 
been hard at work for a month making the 
preliminary arrangements and perfecting 
the system. It was easy enough to string 
the wires on the framework formed by 
the promenade and over the tracks, but on 
that portion of the bridge between the stairs 
leading from the elevated promenade to the 
entrances poles have had to be erected. 
And, in order to make the lighting system 
perfect, the automatic signals have been 
taken down and smaller ones utilized. 

It will be an experiment, this Nghting of 
the bridge cars with electricity, but the 
Bridge Trustees are certain that it will 
prove satisfactory to every one. 

It was proposed at first to have a stor- 
age-battery system in connection with the 
trolley system, but Chief Engineer Martin 
decided, after the contract had been award- 
ed, that this was not necessary at present. 

The power will be generated by dynamos 
in the engine rooms of the bridge, and it 
will cost, for the first year, about $10,500 
to light the sixty cars. 

Each of the cars will have sixteen lamps 
of ten-candle power. The company having 
the contract claims that the cars will be 
brighter than they have been when lighted 
by the common oil, or by the Pintsch sys- 
tem. The latter light, it is said, was satis- 
factory, and Trustee Skinner was in favor 
of adopting that system, but was outvoted 
by his colleagues. 

The company has ninety days in which to 
finish its work, and Engineer Martin said 
yesterday he thought the cars would be 
lighted by Feb. 1. 

It appears that no provision has been 
made for the lighting of the cars if the 
wires are interfered with. It was for an 
emergency of this kind that the storage 
battery system was considered. 

It has also been suggested that, in case 
the trolley system of lighting proves a suc- 
cess, the cars may be operated by the 
same power. The Trustees, however, claim 
that at present they have no idea of util- 
izing electricity to propel the cars. 

Mayor Schieren was in favor of elec- 
tricity for lighting purposes from the very 
first, and at the meeting of the Trustees 
at which the contract was awarded he 
said it was high time that the people had 
better lighted cars.

On their arrival in 
this city Mrs. Oelrichs and Miss Fair were 
driven directly to the Fair residence, while 
Mr. Oelrichs and young Fair proceeded to 
the Lick House. The funeral of the late ex- 
Senator Fair will take place, as originally 
announced, at noon to-morrow.

SHALL WILLIAMS ESCAPE | 


Capt, Schmittberger Convicted, the In- 
spector Would Be Safe. 


TO BE CALLED FOR TRIAL MONDAY 


The Captain's Lawyers Will Ask His 
Discharge on the Ground of His 
Before 


Lexow Committee. 


Testimony the 


“Will Capt. Schmittberger be protected 
by the Senate of the State of New-York?” 

“ Have the persons implicated in his cons 
fession before. the Lexow committee influ- 
ence enough to secure his conviction for 
felony in the face of the promise of im- 
munity made to him before he was John 
W. Goff’s sworn witness?” 

These questions were asked yesterday. 

They were prompted by the bombshell 
which fell into the office of Howe & Hum- 


mel, Schmittberger’s lawyers, Wednesday 
evening. 

The lawyers had been assured by. District 
Attorney Fellows that Schmittberger’s case 
would not be called Jan. 7, and that his 
trial on the indictment found for receiving 
$500 from Agent Fonget of the Compagnie 
Générale Transatlantique would be super- 
seded by the retrial of Jeremiah J. Levy, 
the suspended ward man, who is accused of 
receiving bribe money from Karl Krumm. 

In spite of these assurances, and in the 
face of the pledge of immunity given to 
Schmittberger by the Senate committee, his 
lawyers were notified that his case would 
be called up for trial before Judge Ingra- 
ham next Monday, 

Discussing this change of base by Col. 
Fellows, a man who is as noted for terse- 
ness as for close study of passing events 
said: 

“H’m! Schmittberger a convicted felon, 
Williams and the rest of them won’t worry 
about striped suits.’ 

Lawyer Howe has to be careful of his 
health, and does not leave his home on the 
Boston Road on days as forbidding as was 
yesterday, so A. H. Hummel, who received 
a continuation of his denunciation of the 
action of the District Attorney’s office over 
the telephone, spoke for him and prepared 
to meet the issue. 

Under Mr. Hummel’s direction, a special 
plea, to be presented to Judge Ingraham on 
Monday, was prepared, 

The plea recites the Senate resolutions 
creating the investigating committee, in- 
cluding the one for the protection of wit- 
nesses, which reads: 

“‘ Resolved; That it is the sense of the 
Senate that it is contrary to public policy 
and to the interests of good order that any 
person giving evidence before said commit- 
tee tending to show that he has been a 
party to the practices above mentioned 
should be indicted or prosecuted upon evi- 
dence so given or admissions so made by 
him,”’ 

The plea concludes: 

“That among the other matters and 
things set forth in the said resolution, and 
which matters and things were then and 
there being investigated by the said special 
committee, ‘the matters ‘and things alleged 
in. the indictment herein against this de- 
fendant were then and there and théreafter 
being considered and investigated, and that 
such proceedings were thereupon had by the 
said-special committee aforesaid; that this 
defendant, in obedience to the subpoena 
duly issued by the said special committee, 
duly appeared before said special commit- 
tee, and was then and there duly sworn as 
a witness to testify to the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, concern- 
ing all of the said matters and things then 
under consideration and investigation, pur- 
suant to the said resolution. 

“That thereafter, being so duly sworn as 
aforesaid, the said matters and things so 
charged against this defendant in and by 
the said indictment aforesaid were duly 
examined into, and this defendant attended 
and testified on said proceedings and in- 
vestigation of and concering all of said 
matters and things, including the said mat- 
ters and things charged against him in and 
by the said indictment, and testified to the 
truth of the said matters and things so 
alleged against him by the said indictment, 
and that by reason of the giving of such 
testimony this defendant became absolved 
and not liable to this indictment, or any 
prosecution or punishment whatover for the 
said offense. 

“And the said defendant further says 
that as to each and every matter hereinbe- 
fore in this plea alleged and set forth he 
is ready and wilNng to offer proof. 

“Wherefore, this defendant demands 
that, pursuant to law, the said indictment 
may be dismissed against him and that he 
may be forthwith discharged therefrom.” 

Mr. Hummel, speaking for Mr. Howe, who 
will defend Capt. Schmittberger, said that 
on the arraignment of the defendant Mon- 
day the special plea would be presented to 
Justice Ingraham, who will have absolute 
power to direct what course shall be taken. 

In all probability a trial to test the facts 
presented in the plea will be ordered, and 
in that case Capt. Schmittberger may be 
notified that his trial on the indictment 
has been put off from a month to four 
months. 

“*T have,’”’ continued Mr. Hummel, “ every 
faithin Judge Ingraham. I am also convinced 
that the Lexow committee must, and will 
stand by Capt. Schmittberger. A doubt on 
this point suggests that the enemies of Capt. 
Schmittberger, the men implicated in his 
confession, are stronger than Mr. Goff, Mr. 
Lexow, and the whole Senate. 

“You can’t get away from the fact that 
the Senate committee made a promise to 
Schmittberger before he testified, and that 
Col. Fellows and Assistant District Attor- 
ney Davis were a party to the promise. 
And unless I am entirely in error, the State 
of New-York will see to it that the stipu- 
lation is carried out. A failure to respect 
it would be, according to my light, contempt 
of court by the District Attorney. 

“Tt is possible that in testifying Schmitt- 
berger did not only come up to the mark, 
but came up too many marks, See the 
point? This may suggest that ‘there are 
potential reasons for putting him on trial 
and convicting him because he, went beyond 
the mark in betraying police rascality. 

“In- my judgment he is amply protected 
by the law. Section 79 of the Penal Code 
reads: 

*** Offender a Competent Witness, &c.—A 
person offending against any provision of any 
foregoing sections of this code relating to 
bribery- is a competent witness against 
another person so offending, and may be 

mpelled to attend and testify upon any 

1, hearing, proceeding, or investigation, 
in the same manner as any other person. 
But the testimony so given shall not, be 
used in any prosecution or proceeding, civil 
or criminal, against the person so testify-

ing. A person so testifying to the giving of 


a bribe which has been accepted shall not 


thereafter be liable to indictment, .prosecu- | 


tion, or. punishment for that bribery, and 
SF tans or Weve the atrinG, ot raenere 


accordingly, in bar of such an indictment or 
prosecution.’ 

“TI have heard all sorts of suggestions and 
rumors about Schmittberger having com- 
mitted perjury in his confession, and that 
he is amenable to the following section of 
the Penal Code: 

“* Section 712—Witness’ Testimony.—The 
sections of this code which declare that evi- 
dence obtained upon the examination of a 
person as a witness shall not be received 
against him in a criminal proceeding, do not 
forbid such evidence being proved against 
such person upon any charge of perjury 
committed in such examination.’ 

“Now, Schmittberger’s confession was but 
a repetition of statements made to John W. 
Goff and members of the Senate committee, 
of which the District Attorney was cogni- 
zant. Such testimony was on the very sub- 
ject matter on which the indictment was 
presented against him. 

“He can’t be tried for what he confessed 
to, but if it can be proved that he lied in 
his confession the immunity promised would 
be nullified. But they would have first to 
convict him of perjury, and the evidence on 
this point would have to be absolutely con- 
clusive. Then they could try him on the 
indictment for bribery.” 

At the District Attorney’s office the offi- 
cials were very reluctant to talk of the 
case of Capt. Schmittberger. Vernon M. 
Davis, who was Acting District Attorney, 
owing to Col. Fellows’s absence in Washing- 
ton, was very firm in declaring: 

“I have special reasons for being silent 
about this prosecution, and must be ex- 
cused from talking. It will be in vain for 
any one to ask me what my special reasons 
are.’’ 

Those who are willing to talk anonymous- 
ly had divers views of the situation., One 
said: ° 

“T fancy that there is no foundation for 
agitation on this subject. In my opinion, 
the putting on trial of the Captain is the 
result of a determination to uphold the 
dignity of the Grand Jury and to avoid an 
imputation that its proceedings are farcical. 

‘‘ Here is a man presented, arrested, and 
released on heavy bail. A bondsman -sur- 
renders him and another is found. Then, 
on a rumor that the defendant contemplates 
flight, he is rearrested, and more bail is re- 
quired. 


“In the circumstances, is not something 
more than a story that the defendant is 
under the protection of the Senate neces- 
sary? Will it not be more decorous to ar- 
raign the defendant and let the question 
of immunity be settled before Judge Ingra- 
ham? My judgment will be at fault if on 
Monday the case assumes any other aspect 
than that which I have sketched.” 

There were rumors that Capt. Schmitt- 
berger had deprived himself of immunity 
by perjury in his sworn testimony before 
the Lexow committee, and that the in- 
stances were'‘his explanation that Agent 
Forget gave him $500 as a New Year's gift 
and out of good-heartedness, and his state- 
ment that his promotion to a Captaincy 
was had without the payment of money, 
when it could be proved that, while neither 
Commissioner Voorhis nor, of course, Her- 
mann Oelrichs or Oswald. Ottendorfer, re- 
ceived a penny, a clique of politicians and 
others who helped matters along divided 


, $15,000. 


While Assistant District Attorney Unger 
refused to admit or deny that Col. Fellows 
will move for the trial of Schmittberger 
under Section 712 of the Penal Code, or to 
say if, as Mr. Davis asserted, there are 
special reasons for silence in regard to the 
@ase, he made this statement: 

“The law which was on the Lexow sub- 
poenas, and which said that immunity would 
be granted to witnesses, will not hold good in 
a court of law. In fact, it was no law at 
all, but only a resolution of the State Sen- 
ate, which was not passed by the Assembly. 
It was only put there as an inducement to 
uneducated persons to come forward and 
tell all they knew. Its effect was certainly 
good, for without it I do not think the com- 
mittee would have gotten much informa- 
tion. It is absolutely worthless from a legal 
standpoint, however.” 

William F. Howe on Wednesday asked 
Senator Lexow to come to New-York be- 
cause of the action of the District Attorney 
in regard to Schmittberger. When the Sen- 
ator entered Recorder Goff’s office yester- 
day, Capt. Schmittberger was there, with 
Lawyer J. F. Moss of Howe & Hummel. 
The Captain, who had been very nervous, 
rose and said: * i 

“You know, Senator, that I told my 
whole story to the committee, and was 
promised protection, and now I am ordered 
to appear for trial.’ 

Senator Lexow, who knew that Mr. Goff 
had not come.down towp, committed him- 
self to the following guarded answer: 

“Well, I will see Mr. Goff, but until I 
have talked with him I can do nothing.” 

The Senator waited an hour in the Re- 
corder’s office and went away, saying he 
would see Mr. Goff to-day if he did not 
meet him before. All that Mr. Lexow would 
say to reporters was: 

‘“‘I am not prepared to talk. I have noth- 
ing to say. In a case like this an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.” 

It had been arranged that Capt. Sscmitt- 
berger should remain in Mr. Goff’s office 
until it closed and then seek him up town, 
but at 5 o’clock, on the advice of Mr. ine, 
he went away. 

William Travers Jerome and Frank Moss, 
John W. Goff’s assistant counsel before the 
Senate committee, said they did not know 
of any compact between the Senators and 
Schmittberger which secured him immu- 
nity. Mr. Jerome’s opinion was: 

“I do not think his case comes within the 
statute granting him immunity from prose. 
cution. But in the resolutions appointing 
the Lexow committee, provision was made 
for just such cases. I think that if Capt. 
Schmittberger is tried and convicted the 
State is bound to protect him.” 

Mr. Moss said that when Schmittberger 
was on the stand he swore he had made 
no ezrangement in regard to protection; but 
Chairman Lexow made the statement that 
the law gave immunity to those who con- 
fessed. Mr. Moss added that he had noth- 
ing to do with arrangements which preced- 
ed the taking of the witness stand by Capt. 
Schmitttberger. 

Mr. Moss of Howe & Hummel, who went 
with Gapt. Schmittberger to Recorder 
Goft's office, admitted last night that the 
Captain and Senator Lexow had a long 
talk about Col. Fellows’s. action, and that 
the Senator assured the Captain that he 
and the other members of the investigating 
committee would carry out their pledge 
to protect him for his services in unveiling 
official corruption.

EXPENDITURES POINT TO CORRUPTION 


Over $50,000 for Cleaning Buildings in 
City. Hall Park—Drastic Measures 
to Bring About Reform.

Louis Windmiiller, Chairman of the Come 
mittee on Internal Trade and Improves 
ments, submitted the following preamble 
and resolutions:

Resolved, That this Chamber recommend 
to ‘the United States Senate and House 
of Representatives in Congress assentbled 
to pass a bill which authorizes the Presi- 
dent of the United States to appoint a 
commission of three experts, and make the 
necessary appropriation for the purpose of @ 
thorough study of our public timber lands, 
so as to determine what portions ought to 
be preserved in the interest of the people, 
to prepare 2 plan.for their management, 
and report the same within a year of their 
appointment, the commission to have ace 
cess to all public documents bearing on the 
question.

If, on the other hand, the proofs of fraud 
are forthcoming, as it is believed they will 
be, under a competent d in- 
vestigation, then the importance of such am 
inquiry cannot be overestimated. 

Your committee believe that the time hag 
arrived when the merchants of this _ city, 
and, indeed, all honest citizens, must decide 
whether the city shall be thoroughly ~~ 
of the corruption that has been destro 
its vitality, or submit to the consequences 
that must follow inaction, one of the results 
of which will be the surrender of our com- 
mercial supremacy.

ciency of its administration is due to mis- 
management, extravagance, and corruption 
on a scale almost unparalleled in the his- 
tory of municipalities. 

It is in evidence that our half-cleaned 
streets are paved and repaved at extrava- 
Zant cost and in an inferior manner, as 
compared with similar work performed in 
all the large cities of Europe; that they are 
made the storage places of carts and ve- 
hicles of all descrjptions, and our sidewalks 
are incumbered with signs, awnings, and 
stands, in violation of law and order. Our 
public markets are badly constructed and 
some of them a disgrace to the city, and our 
building laws are violated, as will be testi- 
fied to by reputable builders. 

It appears from testimony before the 
Lexow committee that what Mr. Goff has 
called ‘‘ constructive extortion,’”’ or, in other 
words, forced contributions, from parties 
eeving contracts with the City Government, 
is well-nigh universal. 

The jury lists have been tampered with 
and the fountainhead of civil and criminal 
justice has been polluted. Incompetent, unfit, 
or dishonest persons have in many in- 
stances taken the place of intelligent, ag- 
gressive, and honest citizens on_ the jury 
rolis, to subserve the corrupt and criminal 
ends of lawbreakers. 

Public contracts are®awarded to a few 
favored contractors, while, as a rule, the 
departments are filled’ with employes ap- 
pointed at the dictation of political bosses, 
and of a class often ignorant of their du- 
ties and generally entirely unfit for their 
positions. Thousands of men are upon the 
pay rolls of the various departments who 
practically do no work. For the sweeping 
and cleaning of the four municipal build- 
ings in the City Hall Park there were on 
the pay roll 108 persons, whose annual sal- 
aries amounted to $51,500. Not one-half of 
those whose names appear on the pay roll 
@re honestly employed at this work. 

Inspectors are appointed who do not in- 
spect, or fail to report, violations of law. 
Pulis exist in all directions, through which 
the public are made to suffer in unjust as- 
gsessments, while it is well known that one 
of the Commissioners of a city department 
recently resigned owing to the frauds which 
he claimed existed in his department and 
which he was powerless to prevent. In fact, 
ring rule and an utter disregard for public 
decency and private rights prevail over ail 
and mark a condition of affairs both dis- 
reputable and bad to the core. 

All of these facts, any many more, show 
that an investigation is needed. 

The disclosures connected with the Tweed 
régime in this city many years ago result- 
ed in the punishment of a few leaders, but 
practically left the methods under which 
that system of fraud was conceived un- 
touched. This system, strengthened by re- 
moving the elements of weakness developed 
at that time, and confining itself largely to 
processes of blackmail, has slowly been per- 
fected to such an extent that Tammany has 
felt itself to be in an impregnable position, 
both as to its ability to retain its power 
over the community, and to enable itself, no 
matter what disclosures might be made at 
any time as affecting any department, to 
prevent actual proof of fraud, corruption, 
and stealing from being obtained. 

Your committee believe that this struct- 
ure, so carefully reared by the Tammany 
organization, is rotten from the foundation 
upward, and that public investigation, thor- 
oughly pursued, will level it to the ground, 
and crime and its authors will stand re- 
vealed. 

It is the belief of your committee that an 
examination by special Grand Juries ,will 
not alone answer the purpose. An investi- 
gation, to be effective, must be continuous, 
and in the hands of thoroughly-competent 
counsel, able assistants, and a skilled de- 
tective force, equipped with a fund sufficient 
to make the investigation thorough in all 
of its parts. 


Drastic Measures to Root Out Corrup- 
tion. : 


The removal of the heads of departments, 
to be replaced with better men, will not suf- 
fice. Corruption has been so long enthroned 
in the Municipal Government of this city 
that the most drastic measures will have to 
be used to eradicate the disease. Wholesale 


removals will not suffice, though necessary. 
Wholesale punishment must follow, until it 
has drawn into the meshes of the law, not 
only-corrupt official, but corrupt contractor 
as well.» Blackmail and bribery must stop, 
and every citizen must be made to feel that 
collusion with an official, to enable him to 
violate a law, is as odious in the public eye 
gas the violation itself. In all of this work 
the Legislature should do its part. Munici- 
pal corruption in great cities is a standing 
menace to the State. The Legislature owes 
it to the city to do its part, and it owes it 
to itself the more that it should do its part. 

The cry of outraged justice and of right- 
eous wrath is not confined to the merchants 
of this city, nor to the dwellings of the rich 
and well-to-do, but its deepest tones are 
heard among the workingmen of New- 
York, who have learned the fact that there 
is but little chance of justice for them in 
the lower order of the civil and criminal 
courts, where their cases are most apt to be 
tried; that the men appointed to preserve 
the peace, keep order and protect their 
homes have proved unfaithful to their trust, 
and they are now beginning to realize the 
truth of the fact that the burden of waste, 
corruption, and extravagance in the gen- 
eral management of all departments of this 
city has been placed upon their shoulders, 
and is being largely borne by them. 

The demand for public investigation is de- 
termined, and will not down until it is 
satisfied. It is said that the result at the 
polls in this city, at the late election, was 
a Republican victory. When the State is 
in peril every honest man lays aside his 

litical preferences, and with others unites 

eart and soul to meet the common enemy. 
Never before in the history of this city 
has a more thoroughly non-partisan victory 
here been won. 

The members of this Chamber, as mem- 
bers, know no politics, but when the fair 
mame of this great city was being at- 
tacked and dragged in the mire of corrup- 
tion, and when they were satisfied that its 
Municipal Government was in the hands of 
men so corrupt as to imperil the welfare, 
the safety, and the prosperity of’ the Com- 
monwealth, they sprang with others to the 
rescue, and, having “‘ put their hands to the 
plow,” they will not turn back.

Mr, Smith was frequently interrupted 
applause while reading the report.. The 
statement about the number of men em- 
ployed to clean the four buildings in City 
Hall Park created a sensation. 

In reference to the recommendation that 
the powers of the Lexow committee, if its 
term is extended, should be increased by 
giving to it the right now -exercised by 
courts of record Mr. Smith said that John 
W. Goff had told him that this was in- 
dispensable if he remained as counsel. As 
it was, during the recent investigation. it 
was impossible for the committee to punish 
for contempt. except by the tedious process 
ot the Grand Jury. If a thorough examina~- 
tion was to be had this additional power 


should be conferred on the committee by 
the Legislature. is 

‘You will notice,” said Mr. Smith, “ that 
the committee has confined itself to the 
subject referred to them in the resolution. 
We should have been glad to have touched 
upon some other matters germane to the 
subject of municipal reform, such as. civil 
service and ballot reform. We are unani- 
mously of the opinion that municipal reform 
will never be a thorough and permanent 
success until the government is lifted ab- 
solutely out of the domain of politics, and 
to this end civil service must be the rule 
and business methods the practice. 

Charles S. Fairchild said that he was in 
favor of the resolution. 

“I would like to add a suggestion. We 
have elected Mayor Strong on a non-parti- 
san ticket. He is to hold office for three 
years. All the citizens have confidence in 
him. Now, I think we might ask the Legis- 
lature to confer on the Mayor the power to 
appoint a committee of his own to make an 
investigation entirely distinct from that 
made by the Lexow committee. It seems to 
me that the City of New-York should be 
able to conduct its own investigation with- 
out having to depend on the zeal of the 
members of the Legislature. I suggest that 
the Committee on Municipal Reform take 
this question under consideration.” 

‘Everett P. Wheeler,’ said Mr. Smith, 
“has handed me a written opinion stating 
that the Mayor already has such a commis- 
sion in the Committee of Accounts, which 
was provided for by the Consolidation act of 
1884. It has all the powers of the Lexow 
committee. I believe this act was confirmed 
by the General Term.” 

“T have seen this power questioned re- 
cently,” said Mr. Fairchild. ‘‘ But if this 
Committee of Accounts has it, then it 
should be confirmed. The subject ought to 
be looked into before the Legislature ad- 
journs.”’ 

Mr. Smith handed Mr. Fairchild the letter 
of Mr. Wheeler, with the remark that he 
believed that Mr. Fairchild would be con- 
vinced by it. 

The report and recommendations of the 
Committee on Municipal! Reform were adopt- 
ed unanimousiy. The committee was thanked 
by a rising vote for its labors and 2,000 
copies of the report were ordered printed 
and distributed, 


Would Enforce Civil Service Rules. 


“In view of the recommendations included 
in the report,” said Henry Hentz, Chair- 
man‘of the Committee on Civil Service 
Reform, ‘“‘I think that this is a favorable 
moment to offer the following "’: 


Whereas, It is the opinion of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce that municipal admin- 
istration is purely a business, and not a po- 
litical problem, and, 

Whereas, The platform of the Committee 
of Seventy, on which Mayor Strong was 
elected, declares that ‘‘ the economical, hon- 
est, and businesslike management of mu- 
nicipal affairs has nothing to do with ques- 
tions of national or State politics,’’ and, 

Whereas, The Mayor by his first appoint- 
ments has shown his entire devotion to this 
principle; and, 

Whereas, It is the opinion of the Chamber 
of Commerce that this principle can only 
be firmly and permanently established: by 
the enforcement and extension of the exist- 
ing civil service rules to all subordinate of- 
fices, and by the adoption of ‘the system of 
labor registration, therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the Chamber of Commerce, 
That in its judgment the cause of good 
government in the City of New-York de- 
mands the immediate application of the 
principles of the civil service rules to all 
subordinate offices, and the adoption of the 
system of labor registration. 


A. C. Bernheim urged the adoption of 
these resolutions. He pointed out the 
tendency to create additional needless offi- 
ces to reward political heelers. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 


To Examine Voting Machines. 


Gustav H. Schwab said that voting ma- 
chines had been used with the best results 
in many other cities and towns. He be- 
lieved that such machines should be pro- 
vided for New-York and Kings Counties, 
and he offered the following resolutions, 
which were adopted: 

Whereas, The absolute secrecy of the ex- 
ercise of the electoral franchise and the 
prompt and certain announcement of the re- 
sult of elections appear to be more readily 
obtainable by a mechanical method of regis- 
tering votes than by the deposit of printed 
ballots. 

Whereas, The Constitution of this State 
recently adopted by the = permits the 
use of such mechanical devices to register 
the votes at all elections. 

Whereas, Various ballot machines intend- 
ed.to fulfill the purpose of registering votes 
have been invented and placed in use in this 
and other States. 

Resolved, That the Legislature be request- 
ed to appoint a commission of five citizens, 
two of whom shall be mechanical engineers 
of high standing, who shall examine all such 
voting machines or devices for registering 
votes other than the ballot system common- 
ly in use, and shall report to the Legislature 
what, if any, mechanical device for regis- 
tering votes, or voting machines, is ,in their 
opinion, best adapted for use at elections in 
the counties of New-York and Kings. 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution 
be sent to members of the Senate and As- 
sembly, to the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor, and other State officers. 

Charles Stewart Smith said he believed 
from his examination of the voting ma- 
chines that it was impossible to cheat with 
them. : 

The Chairman said that a meeting of the 
Committee on Finance would be called 
for Saturday, but he could not say what 
the result of that meeting would be, nor 
when the committee .could report. 

Hugh N. Camp moved, in view of this 
circumstance, that when the chamber ad- 
journ it do so subject to the call of the 
President when he shall have been notified 
by the Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee that it is ready to report. 

J. H. Rhoades brought up the subject of 
the transfer of real estate sales from the 
Exchange to 111 Broadway. From his in- 
vestigation he had come to the conclusion, 
he said, that the history of this transfer 
should be looked into. He declared that 111 
Broadway had been rented for the real 
estate sales by a man named Meyers, who 
had then gone into partnership with Rich- 
ard Croker, The Real Estate Board had 
sent a bill to the Legislature to fix real 
estate sales at the Exc ge. Mr. Rhoades 
asked that the Committee on Municipal Re- 
form make an investigation to see if the 
chambers should support the bill. This 
action was taken. 

Secretary Wilson read a communication 
from Lloyds, London, declaring that there 
is no connection or affiliation between that 
nga company and Lloyds of New- 

ork. 


The George William Curtis Memorial. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Jan. 3.—A commit- 
tee was organized in Charleston this even- 
ing to co-operate with the New-York com- 
mittee in erecting a suitable memorial to 
the late George William Curtis. Judge 
Charles H. Simonton of the United States 
Circuit Court was made Chairman, and 
Arthur L. Jones, Secretary. The General 
Committee consists of thirteen prominent 
men of this city. A special committee of 


five was appointed to solicit subscriptions to 
the memorial fund.

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MR, CARNEGIE ON THE OUTLOOK 


Business Would be Good This Year, He Says, 
but for Investors’ Fears of Cheap 
Money. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 3.—In response 
to the request of a local paper for his 
opinion as to the industrial and financial 
outlook for the United States, Andrew 
Carnegie sends the following: . 

“‘It seems to me that 1895 is going to be 
a better year for the iron and steel trade 
than its predecessor. .How it could be 
worse, it is difficult to conjecture. 

‘“‘But the sword of Damocles hangs over 
every phase of business in the United 
States. That sword is of silver. Unless the 
country plants itself firmly and forever, 
upon the platform of money of the highest 
Standard of value, no forecast is worth 
much, 

“We never can have permanent and 
genuine prosperity without first setting the 
standard of value. At present, capital, not 


only at home, but throughout the world, is 
alarmed, 

* No peace: investor abroad will place 
his capital here, and numbers are quietly 
withdrawing it. This was to have been ex- 
and is only nagural. 

When one act of Conogress, or the fail- 
ure to pass an act, may reduce the value of 
every dollar invested by one-half, it is in 
vain we seek prosperity. 

*“*My friend, Edward Atkinson, has just 
called, and I have read this to him. He 
concurs fully, and says: 

‘“** All the material conditions of this coun- 
try are conducive to a period of great 
prosperity, never greater; nothing stands in 
the way but the threat of the degradation 
of the standard of value.’ ”’ 


CURRENCY BILL DISCUSSED 


ANNUAL DINNER OF THE BOSTON 
MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The Carlisle Bill Considered in De- 
tail—State Banks and the Issue 
of Circulating Notes. 


BOSTON, Jan. 3.—The annuel dinner of 
the Boston Merchants’ Association was 
given this afternoon. About 200 men noted 
in the country’s banking and commercial 
circles were present. All remarks were 
addressed to the subject: “ The Currency 
and Banking System of the United States.” 

Jonathan A. Lane, President of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, said this is not a ques- 
tion of parties or of men; the financial 
question is one that should receive the un- 
biased, unprejudiced consideration of every 
patriotic citizen. He suggested as a solu- 
tion of the financial problem legislation 
that should relieve the Government from 
being banker for the nation; that should 
give a banking system flexible like that 
of Canada; that should give a strictly na- 
tional currency, equally as gecure as the 
present national bank notes, each note to 
be signed by the Controller at Washing- 
ton; that should make this currency con- 
vertible into gold or silver coin, and should 
make provision for the redemption of such 
currency, through national clearing houses 
or otherwise. This plan, of course, would 
leave no opening for State bank issue. 

A. P. Hepburn of New-York discussed the 
Carlisle bill, now before Congress, giving 
it his approval in many parts, but con- 
demning it in others. He insisted that the 
greenbacks should be retired, and that any 
currency to be safe and convenient must 
be National in character and uniform 
throughout all the States. If circulation 
is to continue based upon Government 
bonds, there is né reason why State banks 
should not be allowed to take it out pre- 


cisely the same as national banks; but if it 
is to be based upon the assets of the bank, 
every consideration of public safety requires 
that institutions issuing circulating notes 
should be under one central control, with 
uniform laws, uniform requirements, and 
uniform usage. In conclusion, Mr. Hep- 
burn said: 

“It is not alone distrust of our currency 
that is sending our securities back to us 
and rendering gold exports necessary. It 
is distrust of the fiduciary honor of the 
managers of our great corporations. The 
maladministration of our great corpora- 
tions, whose securities are, or were, largely 
owned abroad, is one principal cause of 
gold exports.” 

George E. Leighton of St. Louis favored 
the issue of currency by State Banks organ- 
ized _ under the branch system used by the 
old Ohio State Bank—a system under which 
not @ noteholder ever lost a cent on an 
Ohio, Indiana, or Missouri bank note. 

Congressman J. P. Dolliver of Iowa said 
his tate was never favorable to fiat 
money. He thought the tariff question of 
more importance than the currency ques- 
tion, and concluded with a tribute to the 
ability of William B. Allison. 

W. Dodsworth of New-York said the 
proposition to base bank notes on the assets 
of banks, against which there should be a 
first claim, met his approval; ample security 
would thus be given. All banks should be 
permitted to issue notes, subject to a central 
control, and with a system of redemption 
founded on the clearing house principle. 

Congressman Catchings of Mississippi dis- 
cussed the details of the Carlisle bill, giv- 
ing it his full indorsement. 


TWO DAYS IN OFFICE ENOUGH FOR HIM 


Deputy Coroner Kelly Resigns Be- 
cause There’s Too Much Work. 


Deputy Coroner James E. Kelly, who was 
appointed by Coroner O’Meagher, said yes- 
terday that he had resigned. After two 
days of service, he says, he has concluded 
that there is altogether too much work for 
him to do. 

“Why,” ‘he said, “the first day I had 
eight bodies to view. The clerk smiled as 
he gave me my list, and remarked that it 
was a>light day and that they were begin- 
ning the year well. It took me until late 
at night to do my work. Yesterday I had 


over a.dozen cases, and hadn’t time to get 
my aanen: To-day the list is piling up 

‘ain. 

‘ Literally speaking, a Coroner’s physician 
has only time to look at his cases and rush 
on. I wouldn’t continue in this position for 
$10,000 a year, even if I had a flying ma- 
chine, I will get out as soon as Coroner 
O’ Meagher Sppoints my successor.”’ 

Coroner O’Meagher smiled and said he 
would not appoint a successor until Dr.

Secretary Gresham Gives a History of 
the Troubles. 


FULL PARTICULARS FOR THE SENATE 


The Action Taken by This Govern- 
ment to Protect American Cit- 
izens and Its Success- 


ful Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The President ‘to- 
day sent to the Senate a full report of the 
Bluefields affair, comprising all the corre- 
spondence relating to the subject, which 
has passed in the last two years, making 
a formidable document of over 600 pages. 
It shows that the Administration has suc- 
ceeded in practically settling one of the 
most annoying international questions that 
has perplexed this Government for about 
fifty years, and to the settlement of which 
some of the ablest statesmen, including 
Clayton, Marcy, Cass, Seward, Fish, Evarts, 
Blaine, Frelinghuysen, and Bayard, devoted 
their best efforts. 

The controversy resulted from the efforts 
of the United States to open a shorter sea 
route to California at the time that the 


Pacific coast territory was acquired. Fol- 
lowing the treaty of 1840 with New-Gran- 
ada, (since Colombia,) which led to the 
ccnstruction of the Panama Railway, a 
treaty was concluded by the United States 
with Nicaragua in 1849 for a canal from 
Greytown by way of Lake Nicaragua. Great 
Britain, however, maintained a protectorate 
over the east coast of Nicaragua, claiming 
guardianship of the Mosquito Indians and 
their territory under a treaty with Spain, 
made in 1786, and to neutralize this Bu- 
ropeon menace to the Atlantic entrance of 
the canal, which was repugnant to the 
Monroe doctrine, the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
which has since proved one of the most 
irritating arrangements, was ratified in 
1850. From that date until now the United 
States and Great Britain have not ceased 
their contentions over the status of the 
Mosquito territory, but, as shown in the 
following report by Secretary Gresham, cov- 
ering the correspondence and submitted to- 
day, the Mosquitos have finally been com- 
pletely incorporated under Nicaraguan sov- 
ereignty, and Great Britain has absolutely 
surrendered all claims to the protection of 
the territory and recognized the “ par- 


amount sovereignty of the Government of 
Nicaragua.”’ 


Story of the Troubles. 


Secretary Gresham says in his report: 


In December, 1893, war broke out between 
Nicaragua and Honduras. In January a de- 
tachment of Honduranian troops seized 
Cape Gracian a Dios in Nicaragua, about 
sixty miles above the Mosquito strip. The 
Kearsarge was ordered to Bluefields to pro- 
tect the interest of American citizens, but 
was wrecked on the way on Roncador Reef. 
Early in February the Government of Nica- 
ragua sent a military force to the strip to 
repel the threatened invasion. On Feb. 11 
the Nicaraguans occupied the Bluff, and on 
the 12th they took possession of Bluefields 
and proclaimed.martial law in the reserva- 
tion. Against this action Clarence, the so- 
called Mosquito Chief, protested. 

War vessels of Great Britain, and later 
of the United States, were sent to Bluefields 
to protect the respective foreign interests 
in that locality. The Nicaraguan Com- 
tmhissioner to the reservation attempted, with 
the concurrence of the British naval and 
Consular representatives, to organize a 

rovisional administration for the strip, 
nh which Nicaraguans and foreigners were 
to take part, but the endeavor proved 
abortive. This Government withheld its 
sanction of the scheme as inimical to the 
sovereignty of Nicaragua, and American 
citizens at Bluefields refrained from par- 
ticipating in the proposed administration. 
British marines were temporarily landed to 
protect life and property in view of the 
threatened disturbance, but they were with- 
drawn when the necessity for their presence 
no longer existed, and therefore an Ameri- 
can vessel sufficed for all the needs of 
foreign protection. 

In July last the movement against the 
Nicaraguan authority was temporarily suc- 
cessful, the so-called Indian Government 
was fora time restored, the Bluff captured 
with a loss of life on the part of Nicaragua, 
and the Nicaraguan garrison of Bluefields 
expelled. A few citizens of the United 
States who are believed to have taken 

art in this insurrection left the country. 

wo Americans, Lampton and Wiltbank, 
accepted municipal office under the short- 
lived régime, and they and ten or twelve 
others, mostly English and Jamaicans, were 
arbitrarily arrested and banished. The ur- 
gent remonstrance of this Government, and 
its demand that the two Americans be 
allowed a hearing, and in any event an op- 
portunity to arrange their affairs before 
expulsion, resulted in permisison being 
given them to return to Bluefields under 
pledge of good behavior. 

With these exceptions, and perhaps that 
of one, Ausburn, whose return was for a 
short time refused, but afterward allowed, 
the Secretary is not advised that American 
citizens in Bluefields have been arrested, 
Sundry complaints growing out of interrup- 
tions of trade and the use of American ves- 
sels by the Nicaraguan authorities have 
had proper attention, and will doubtless 
yield to the usual method of treatment. 

During the period covered by the events 
in question, the Nicaraguan Government 
withdrew the exequatur of Mr. !3raida, the 
United States Consul at San Juan del Norte, 
on the ground of his alleged unfriendly 
acts, but it was subsequently restored. 


The Murder of Wilson. 


“An unfortunate incident for a_ time 
threatened to strain the good relations be- 
tween this Government and that of Nica- 
ragua. One Wilson, an American citizen, 
having been murdered at Rama, by Argu- 
ello, the temporary Governor of the town, 
a demand for the trial and punishment 
of the criminal and his accomplice was 
made. Arguello was arrested at Rama, 
but escaped with the evident connivance 
of the local authorities, and his rearrest 
and detention at Bluefields were followed by 
a second escape, under circumstances indi- 
cating gross negligence, to say the least, 
on the part of those responsible for his safe 
custody. He is said to have fled the coun- 
try, thus baffling the efforts of the proper 
authorities to do justice in the case, e 
Nicaraguan Government, however, testified 
its abhorrence of the atrocious crime by 
dismissing Torrea from the office of Gov- 
ernor of Rama, and by sending another 
commissioner to the reservation in place 
of Lacayo, who was in command of Blue- 
fields at the time of the second escape. 

“'The facts above stated and incidental 
references to the treatment of the ques- 
tion of the interoceanic canal by the Gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua appear in the corre- 
spondence. 

“Tt will be observed that from the begin- 
ning of the conflicts, which, at times, were 
serious, this Government has steadily recog- 
nized the pasemoun sovereignty of Nicara- 
gua over the entire reservation, yielding to 
no pretensions inconsistent with that sov- 
ereignty. At no time during the last forty 
or fifty years has the so-called native In- 
dian vernment in the strip been real. On 
the contrary, it has been an alien Municipal 
Government, administered according to 
alien methods. Although Americans and 
American interests have for some time 
dominated in the strip, this Government, 
while intervening in proper cases for their 
protection, has consistently disavowed any 
right of its own or of its citizens to govern 
the reservation or participate in its political 
affairs. Whatever right of self-government 
the Indians a under the Seer con- 
cluded between Great Britain and Nicara- 
gua was to be exercised by themselves, and 
not by aliens in their name. That treaty 
contemplated the eventual surrender by the 
Indians of their right to govern themselves 
and other inhabitants of the strip and their 
‘incorporation into the Republic of Nicara- 
gua on the same footing as other citizens 
of the republic.’ _

more than carry out Article 4 of thetreaty 
cf Managua, which provided that nothing 
should prevent, at any future time, the 
Mosquito Indians from carrying out that 
incorporation and becoming subject to the 
laws and regulations of the republic. 

“This decision of the Mosquito Dele- 
gates,’’ Minister Guzman continues, “ puts 
an end to the difficulties which existed in 
that portion of the Nicaraguan territory, 
and at the same time renders impossible in 
future any attempt to ignore the recogni- 
tion of the absolute sovereignty of Nicara- 
gua over the Mosquito Coast.” 


The Mosquito Convention, 


This is the text of the convention: 


Whereas, The change which took place on 
the 12th of February of the present year 
was due to the efforts of the Nicaraguan 
authorities to endeavor to free us from the 
slavery in which we were; 

Whereas, We have agreed wholly to sub- 
mit to the laws and authorities of Nic- 
aragua for the purpose of forming part of 
their political and administrative organiza- 
tion; 

Whereas, The lack of a respectable and le- 
gitimate Government is always the’ cause 
of calamity to a people, in which condition 
we have been for so long a time; 

Whereas, One of the reasons of the back- 
ward condition in which we live doubtless 
was the improper use of the revenues. of 
the Mosquito Territory, which were em- 
ployed for purposes which had nothing to 
do with good administrative order; 

Whereas, Although the Constitution of 
Nicaragua provides for all the necssities 
and aspirations of a free people. we nev- 
ertheless desire to retain special privileges 
in accord with our customs and our racial 
disposition, 

In virtue of all the foregoing, in the ex- 
ercise of a natural right, and of our own 
free will, we hereby declare and decree, 

Article I. The Constitution of Nicaragua 
and its laws shall be obeyed by the Mosquito 
people, who shall be under the protection 
of the fag of the republic. 

Art. II. All revenues that may be produced 
by the Mosquito shore district shall be in- 
vested for the benefit of that district, and 
we reserve our own financial autonomy; 
but the said revenues shall be collected 
and administered by the officers of the 
Treasury of the Supreme Government. 

Art. III. Natives shall be exempt from all 
military service in time .of peace. 

Art. IV. No tax shall be levied upon the 
persons of Mosquitos. 

Art. V. The right of suffrage shall be en- 
joyed by both males and females who are 
more than eighteen years old. 

Art. VI. The native communities shall be 
under the immediate control of the in- 
specting chief and of the Alcaldes and police 
officers in their respective localities. 

Art. VII. None but Mosquito Indians shall 
be elected to fill the said offices. 

Art. VIII. Alcaldes and police officers shall 
hold their positions so long as they shall 
enjoy the confidence of the people, but they 
may be removed by order of the Intendante 
or by popular motion. 

Art. IX. When the Alcaldes and police 
officers enter upon the duty of their offices 
the chief inspector shall administer the 
oath of office to them, for which purpose 
he shall make use of the following form: 
“Do you swear by God and the Bible, to 
exert yourself in behalf of the happiness of 
the people that have elected you, and to 
obey and execute the laws of Nicaragua?”’ 
The person to whom this question is ad- 
dressed shall reply: ‘‘ Yes, I swear.’’ 

Art. X. The people shall promulgate 


their local regulations in assemblies, over. 


which. the chief shall preside, and such 
regulations shall be submitted for approval 
to the supreme authority of the national 
Government of the coast. 

Art. XI. In token of gratitude to Gen. 
I. Santos Zelaya, the President of the 
republic, to whose efforts we owe the privil- 
ege of enjoying our liberty, the district 
which has hitherto been known as the Mos- 
quito reservation shall henceforth be called 
the Department of Zelaya. 


EMPLOYMENT GIVEN MANY MEN 


Great Activity Reported in the Vicin- 
ity of Birmingham, Ala. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 3.—Alice Fur- 
nace, employing 600 men, went in blast at 
this place to-day. The Birmingham Rolling 
Mill to-day added 800 men to its pay roll, 
making 1,000 in all. 

The Alabama coal output has increased to 
27,000 tons per day, the largest yet. 

WARRKN, Ohio, Jan. 3.—The_ finishing 
department of the Warren Rolling Mill, 
operated by the Union Iron and Steel Com- 
pany of Youngstown, which has been idle 
since June, 1893, resumed operations to-day. 
In a short time the entire plant will be in 
operation. 

TROY, N. Y., Jan. 3.—There is every indi- 
cation of a healthy resumption of the knit- 
ting business in Cohoes, the centre of that 
industry. A large addition is being made 
to the Atlantic Mill, and work will be car- 
ried on night and day next week at Eg- 
bert’s Mill. Other mills also show signs of 
activity.

Annual Report of the State Board’ of 


Commissioners. 


OLD RECOMMENDATIONS RENEWED 


Large Falling Off in Gross Earnings— 
Physical Condition of the Rail- 


roads Satisfactory—Improve- 
ments in Brakes. 


The annual report of the State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners—Samuel Beardsley, 
Michael Rickard, and Alfred C. Chapin— 
was submitted to the Legislature in Albany 
yesterday. It takes a rather gloomy view of 
the general railroad situation, but says of 
the railroads in New-York State: 

“The railroads of this State have suffered 
from loss of business, but not-in as great a 
degree as those of the West. The perils and 


violence that assailed many other railroads 
did not visit this State. It cannot, however, 
be doubted that any form of business disas- 
ter, public disorder, or popular sentiment 
which concerns one part of the country 
must concern all other parts. It is evident, 
therefore, that the present is not a time to 
urge special progress in directions involving 
large outlay. 

“Three questions before the board call for 
the expenditure of great amounts of money 
by the companies. Two of these—the adop- 
tion of automatic couplers upon all freight 
cars and of air brakes upon all such cars— 
are well under way. The third—the grade- 
crossing question—is not yet embodied in 
legislation. On all of these questions the 
general attitude of the companies toward 
the public and toward the board in recent 
years has been one of attention and co-op- 
eration rather than of hostility or even of 
reluctance. At the same time, it has been 
made clear to the members of the board 
that the combined burden which may be laid 
upon the companies in carrying out the sev- 
eral propositions is of such gravity as to en- 
title them at such a season as the present 
to extreme consideration. For these reasons 
such discussion and recommendations as 
are here submitted upon the grade-crossing 
question are intended to promote a final and 
just solution, but not to enforce an immedi- 
ate or burdensome method of solution.” 

The annual report of the board for the 
year ending June 30, 18938, included in its 
summary the operations of the entire Phila- 
delphia and Reading system. This corpora- 
tion has ceased operating any of the rail- 


roads of this State, and the report for the 
year ending June 30, 1894, contains only so 
much of what was included in last year’s 
report of the Philadelphia and Reading sys- 
tem as relates to the lines of this State 
that were part of that system. To make 
the comparison between the aggregates of 
the two years of any value, it has been nec- 
essary, therefore, to eliminate from the sum- 
mary of the year ending June 30, 1893, that 
portion of the Philadelphia and Reading re- 
port not included in this year’s figures. 
This comparison shows a loss in gross earn- 
ings from operation, based upon the cor- 
rected figures in 1893, of $10,399,511.83, or 
about 5 per cent. The operating expenses 
have, however, been decreased $6,035,340.45, 
leaving @ loss in net earnings from opera- 
tion of $4,364,171.38, showing that reduced 
earnings have been more than half provided 
for by economy in operation. 

Capital stock shows an increase this year 
of $21,746,854.20, and the percentage of divi- 
dends declared remains the same as in 1893, 
viz., 2.69. The increase in funded and float- 
ing debt has been $36,095,439.60; increase in 
cost of road and equipment, $32,012,323.18, 
and increase in length of road in this State, 
main line, 99.89 miles. The decrease in tons 
of freight carried one mile was 2,442,338,047, 
and the increase in number of passengers 
carried one mile was 712,623,522. The aver- 
age earnings per passenger per mile have de- 
creased (0.27, and the average earnings per 
ton of freight per mile have increased 0.015. 

In spite of the financial difficulties of the 
past year and the drafts upon the resoufces 
of the railroads, their physical condition 
has been well maintained. In many direc- 
tions it has been positively improved. ~All 
of the roads are under a constant inspection, 
which includes a careful examination of 
their equipment, roadbed, bridges, and ma- 
sonry structures. Defects or needed im- 
provements are noted, and the companies 
are immediately notified thereof, and have 
invariably complied with the recommenda- 
tions of the board. Railroad companies are 
improving the method of application of 
brakes for high-speed passenger trains. 

The board renews its recommendations of 
last year in regard to the advisability of 
equipping passenger cars on other than 
single-track railroads with platform gates, 
and tlocomotives with a muffler for the 
safety valve, and a device to protect the 
check valve in case of collision. 


Passenger Traffic Matters. 


The General Passenger Agents of the 
trunk line roads had under discussion yes- 
terday several questions relating to pas- 
senger business, the chief question being 
the proposed west-bound passenger agree- 
ment. No action was taken on any of the 
matters beyond referring them to the Com- 
missioners and to committees. It is the 
desire of the General Passenger Agents to 


put into operation a west-bound agreement 
similar to the east-bound agreement. The 
text of the proposed west-bound agreement 
was published in this paper yesterday, but 
the statement that it went into effect Jan. 
1 was an error. It was the east-bound 
ae that went into operation on that 
ate. 


Commissioners Want Passes. 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—John D. McMahon went 
before Justice Parker to-day and asked for 
an order of mandamus against Secretary of 
State Palmer to compel him to issue rail- 


road passes to the Railroad Commissioners 
and employes of the Commissioners. Justice 
Parker reserved decision. Secretary Palmer 
refused to issue passes under the law cre- 
ating the Railroad Commission,. on the 
ground that the new Constitution abrogated 
the clause relating to the issuance of passes. 


RAILROAD MEN AND MATTERS, 

—A circular containing many facts of in- 
terest relative to the Southern Railway 
Company and its securities has been issued 
by Spencer Trask & Co., the bankers, of 
10 Wall Street. This firm is placing some 
of the first consolidated mortgage bonds of 
the Southern Railway Company, and the 
circular explains that the bonds will, in due 
course, become a first lien upon the 4,500 
miles of road. The bonded rate per mile is 
about $22, The fixed-charge require- 
ments of the new company for the current 
fiscal year are only $4,100,000, which is 
about one-half of the aggregate require- 
ments of the roads now in the Southern 
system for the year previous. For the four 
months up to the first of last November 
the net revenue was $486,000 larger than 
last year. 

—Everett St. John, the recently elected 
Vice President of the Seaboard Air Line 
has formally taken charge of that road, an 
has issued a circular to the officers, agents, 
and employes, all of whom will be retained. 
The Vice President, accompanied by Presi- 
dent Hoffman and nearly all the heads of 
the departments, have started on a two 
weeks’ tour of inspection of the railroad 
properties. 

—E. V. Skinner, the General Eastern 
Agent of the Canadian Pacific Railroad in 
this city, is a Brooklyn Bridge Trustee. He 
has written to the Attorney General of the 
State, asking if the anti-pass constitutional 
amendment prohibits his using his railroad 
passes while engaged in railroad business. 
The point is also raised whether the bridge 
Trustees can ride free on the bridge cars.

TO SEARCH THE DELAVAN . RUINS 


The Work of Hunting for the Dead to be 
Begun To-day, Nearly a Week After 
the Disastrous Fire. 


ALBANY, Jan. 3.—Atillio Pasquini, the 
contractor who built the Twenty-third Regi-+ 
ment and. several other State armories, 
offered to excavate the ruins of the Déla= 
van.House and furnish teams and men if 
the search for any human bodies that might 
be buried therein at his own expense if the 
authorities would allow him. He declared 
that it was a disgrace to the city to let 
such a long time pass without doing come- 
paratigely anything to recover the bodies. 

Mayor Wilson and Street Commissioner 
Gans were favorably inclined toward Mr. 
Pasquini’s offer, because, as they said, there 
were no city funds available, but thought 
that it would first be a good thing to see 
what the owners of the property had to 
say. They found George L. Stedman and 


Albion Ransom,who represented the owners 
in consultation, and later were informed 
that Contractor Richard Wickham had 


been employed by them to clear up the 
rulns, 


No attempt has yet been made to search 
for any .bodies, but it is promised that the 
work will begin to-morrow, the fifth day 
after the fire. Mayor Wilson, Mr.. Ran- 
som, and Fire Chief Higgins believe that 
the bodies were incinerated, pointing as 4 
convincing fact to the condition of the office 
safe, which was on the main floor, and was 
completely destroyed, excepting $100 in gd6ld2

TO REVOLT AGAINST QUAY 


Popular Sentiment Aroused Against 


the Dictator. 


HISTORY LIKELY TO REPEAT ITSELF 


The Boss May Witness the Same Up- 
rising of the People Which 


Swamped Delamater. 


VENROSE IS ABSOLUTELY OWNED BY HIM 


His Impudent Attempt to Foist His 
Tool on the People of Philadelphia 


as Mayor Arousing Resentment, 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3.—There are some 
indications that the men who headed the 
revolt against Quay when he attempted to 
force his man Delamater into the Governor’s 
chair in 1890 will again arise against the 
boss. 


In the Pattison campaign there was such 
a feeling among business men of all kinds 
and decent men of all shades of political 
opinion that Quay was overthrown by a 
majority as surprising to the people who 
made the attack as it was to Quay and his 


crowd. In some respects the beginning of 


the present campaign for the Mayoralty of 
Philadelphia resembles the beginning of the 
campaign four years ago. Quay is just as 
dictatorial this time as he was then. Pen- 
rose, who is Quay’s candidate for Mayor, 
is more the political tool of Quay than 
Delamater was, if it is possible to draw 
distinctions between men who are utterly 
®ubservient to his orders. 

When Quay dictated the nomination of 
Delamater for Governor his record (Quay’s) 
had not been so widely advertised as it has 
now, and his name was not so odious in the 
minds of everybody who has any respect for 
decency and honesty in the affairs of gov- 
ernment. 

In the Gubernatorial campaign Quay was 
exercising his prerogative as the boss of 
Btate politics, and it was more natural for 
him to dictate a Governor than it is to 
dictate a Mayor of Philadelphia. He is 
nearly as much of a boss in the State now 
2s he was four years ago, in spite of the 
defeat which he had at that time; that is to 
say, after having completely cleaned out his 
forces the people apparently went to sleep. 
Quay did not, however. He sat up nights, 
and, with his henchmen all over the State, 
and particularly with Martin and Durham 


and men of that stripe in this city, he 


planned how he might regain his shattered 
strength. The nomination 
looked on as one more to re-establish him- 


self. 


Many of the men who signed a vigorous 
protest denouncing Quay during the Dela- 
mater campaign, calling attention to his 
corrupt record while an officeholder, and 
pointing out with a distinctness that every 
voter understood that the junior Senator 
from Pennsylvania rested quietly under the 
charge that he was an embezzler, lived in 
Philadelphia. They live here now. It looks 
to some of them as if Quay’s recent trip 
to Philadelphia, and his order that Boies 
Penrose shall be nominated for Mayor by 
the majority party, was a direct slap in the 
face at these men in return for the vigor- 
ous drubbing which they gave him four 
years ago. 

In 1890 Quay said he wanted Delamater 
nominated because he would like to own 
a Governor of Pennsylvania once, just to see 
how it would seem. This simple utterance 
caused a. protest of no small proportion, 
for it was anything but agreeable to a 
large element of the Republican Party to 
have it advertised that they were not an 
independent body of citizens, and had noth- 
ing to say in electing their own officials. 

Penrose Is Owned by Quay. 

This time Quay has given it out just as 
@istinctly that Penrose is to be nominated 
for Mayor. It was not necessary for him 
to say anything about owning the Mayor in 
this instance. Everybody knew, who knew 
Penrose and his political record, that Quay 
owned him. He owns him as much as if 
he were his hired man. He has owned 
him during a considerable period of the 
time he has been in the Legislature, if not 
during the whole of that period. Such acts 
as the Senator has performed hawe been 
in the interest of Quay. His position on 
public measures has been the position 
which Quay instructed all his followers and 
humble servants to take. Not one of them 
was any more obedient than the Senator 
whom Quay is now trying to force upon the 
people here as Mayor. 

Senator Penrose apparently is proud of 
the fact that Quay does own him. It saves 
him the trouble of thinking or considering 
what effect his action may have,on a given 
proposition. On the Ballot bill and on the 
Bullitt bill he knew exactly what to do 
without stopping to consider what effect a 
given line of action might have on his po- 
litical career. So long as he obeyed the 
orders of the boss that was all that was 
necessary. It is a matter of common no- 
toriety in Philadelphia that ‘Penrose admits 
the superior force of allowihg the boss to 
regulate one’s legislative career. He says 
it saves trouble and is a surer way of get- 
ting what one wants. 

The machine which Senator Quay con- 
trols in this city is a finely-organized one, 
and it includes not only men who hold posi- 
tions under the City Government, contract- 
ers who do the bulk of the city’s work, and 
State officials, who may be located here, 
but some Congressmen are on the list. 

There has recently been an illustration of 
this fact. The petition which Harry Hun- 
ter’s friends circulated in this city, asking 
for the release by President Cleveland of 
Kidd and Thompson, two ballot-box stuff- 
ers, has been spoken of in The New-York 

imes. The general rallying of officials, 

igh and low, to sign this petition has been 
mething remarkable. The machine has 
und out a considerable number of signa- 
ures. Not only the members of the ‘‘ com- 
bine’”’ personally interested themselves in 
securing the release of these men who 
aight be very useful to them at the ap- 
proaching election—it they were released— 
‘but Congressman Robert Adams did the 
best he could in Washington to help along 
4n this “ good work.’”’ The entire machine, 
with possibly here and there an exception, 
seemed very anxious that these men should 
be set at liberty in time to help at the elec- 
tion of Mr. Penrose, if the public sentiment 
against him is not so strong as to prevent 
his nomination.

Making a “Spontancous Demand.” 


Recently, when Penrose’s name was,to be 
placed before the public as the coming 
man for Mayor, a considerable quantity 
of advertising was wanted. It became ne- 
cessary on the part of the ‘* combine’’ to 
create a ‘‘spontaneous demand” for Mr. 
Penrose. The ‘‘ combine” is always ready 
to send out the proper number of hench- 
men to create a ‘“‘spontanzous demand ”’ 
for anything which the triumvirate orders; 
consequently when the petition in behalf of 
Boies Penrose, signed by many hundreds 
of men, some of whom, it is true, were in- 
fluential, appeared all of a sudden in the 
newspapers, it struck some who were toler- 
ably familiar with these manifestations of 
public sentiment as manipulated by the 
‘““combine’’ that it would be interesting to 
know just how much Mr. Quay’s man Dur- 
ham had to do with this manifestation, with 
this ‘“‘ spontaneous uprising.”’ 

It has been developed that it was Mr. 
Durham, the magistrate, who draws $3,000 
a year from the city, the friend of Quay, 
one of the triumvirate, head centre for 
politics in the Seventh Ward, who takes a 
kindly interest in many Seventh Ward sa- 
loons, and who had been the confidential 
agent of Mr. Quay in bringing Mr. Pen- 
rose’s name before the public at all as can- 
didate for Mayor, who signed the checks 
which paid for this exhibition of ‘* public 
sentiment.’”’ In other words, Police Magis- 
trate Durham was the pay agent for Mr. 
Quay. If the traction company, or any 
other corporation, saw fit to chip in, in help- 
ing pay the bills, as the stories hereabouts 
say they did, it was simply because it ap- 
peared wise to them “to get in on the 
ground floor ’’ on the ownership of a Mayor. 
If Mr. Quay wanted to let them take'‘a 
little stock in a Mayor which he was pro- 
posing to set up in Philadelphia, the trac- 
tion company has business sense enough to 
know that it is a good thing to buy stock 
at the very outset; and it has usually been 
the rule that stocks bought ‘‘ on the ground 
floor”’ have paid big dividends later on. 

There is fresh evidence coming to light 
every day that Mr. Penrose is the choice of 
the machine politicians. Mr. Penrose has had 
a good deal of free advertising in certain 
newspapers. Within a few days some litho- 
graphs of him have been struck off and are 
posted up in the show windows. Over the 
pictures are the words, ‘‘ For Mayor, Hon. 
Boies Penrose.’’ And with the increasing 
signs that Quay is going to insist on his 
nomination. there is a: corresponding over- 
hauling of his record. He is discussed, not 
only by the men, but by the women, and the 
women are much more aroused than the 
men. Four or five organizations of women, 
representing from 6,000 to 10,000 women of 
all stations in society, have seen fit to dis- 
cuss Mr. Penrose as a possible candidate 
for Mayor. These include members of the 
Civic Club, the New Century Club, the 
Working Women’s Guild, the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, and _ the 
Woman’s Christian Association. 


Mr. Penrose is discussed at afternoon teas, 
at theatre parties, on shopping expeditions, 
and wherever women come together. They 
are opposed to him. His record in the Leg- 
islature is discussed by the men just at this 
time, when the Legislature is meeting for 
its biennial session. 


It was his scheme, as he announced it 
himself, when the Ballot Reform bill was 
before the Legislature, to adopt a policy of 
keeping his record ‘‘ clean,’’ and at the same 
time doing all he could against the measure. 
He took an active and zealous interest, 
along with several other Republicans who 
have been doing Quay’s bidding for a num- 
ber of years, in hindering and obstructing 
the movement for a measure which would 
give a free ballot. His ground for not want- 
ing the Reform Ballot bill passed, which 
provided for a secrgt ballot, was that it 
would tend to reduce majorities of the Re- 
publican Party in the great cities of Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburg. It is in these cities 
that the greatest election frauds have been 
perpetrated. It is in these cities that ballot- 
box stuffing has prevailed to the greatest 
extent. It is in these cities that the returns 
have been altered to suit the political ideas 
of such men as “‘ Dave” Martin and the In- 
spectors and Judges, some of whom are now 
wearing stripes. 

Of course, a reform ballot bill would in- 
terfere with the Republican majorities in 
these cities, where Republicans were in 
control, and where they were the bene- 
ficiaries of whatever frauds might be per- 
petrated. That was why a reform ballot 
bill was wanted. It was the avowed inten- 
tion of the backers of the reform ballot 
law to pass a measure that would tend 
to prevent this fraud; but Mr. Penrose did 
not want to take any chances of allowing 
the machine majority to suffer at the ex- 
pense of decency and honesty.

A number 
of men in Philadelphia, humiliated that one 
of their representatives in the United States 
Senate should rest silent under such an 
exposure, contributed or guaranteed to 
contribute, a sum of money aggregating 
about $15,000 for the purpose of enabling 
Senator Quay to “vindicate” himself. 
When this money had been pledged, the 
Senater was informed that it was at his 
disposal, and men who knew nothing of 
Quay’s record, except as had been pub- 
lished in the newspapers, told him that for 
the honor of the State it was his duty to 
demand a thorough investigation of the 
charges, and to show to the world that he 
was innocent. To this tender of money Mr. 
Quay made no reply. 

The feeling against him, which had been 
aroused by such knowledge of his record 
as had come to light, was simply intensi- 
fied by this silence, when an opportunity 
for vindication was offered to him. When 
the prominent Philadelphia business men 
appealed to the people to defeat Mr. Dela- 
mater, because he was Quay’s candidate, 
they said:

Delamater 
stands on the party platform and on no 
other. The conclusion is irresistible that 
the election of Mr. Delamater will have as 
its main and most potent results the pub- 
lic approval of Mr, Quay, and his perma- 
nent intrenchment in the Republican Party 
of the State as its acknowledged leader and 
counselor, the representative of its prin- 
ciples, and the exponent of its policy. 

This was signed by about 150 of the most 
prominent business and professional men 
in the city. Many of them, in fact, most 
of them, are here to-day, and it is not 
known that anything has come to. light 
to change their sentiment concerning Mr. 
Quay. Some of them have discussed Mr. 
Penrose as Mr. Quay’s candidate, and have 
declared that what they said as to Quay’s 
man Delamater is equally true of Quay’s 
man Penrose. 

Some who hgve taken an active interest in 
opposing Mr, Penrose as members of the 
Municipal League of Philadelphia look to 
these men to declare themselves now. If 
they arouse themselves as they did four 
years ago, the opposition to the machine 
will assume proportions which may over- 
whelm it.

IN ARMENIA DENOUNCED 


M. S. Gabriel Addresses a Meeting in 
» the North Presbyterian Church. 


OUTRAGES 


A meeting of people interested in the Ar- 
menian question was held in the North 
Presbyterian Church, corner of Ninth Ave- 
nue and Thirty-first Street, last night. The 
Rev. S. B. Rossiter, pastor of the church, 
presided. F 

A large map was stretched on a frame 
back of the pulpit, and the geography of 
Armenia was explained and a brief history 
of the country was given by one of the Ar- 
menian physicians in this city. The Rev. 
Mr. Rossiter introduced the chief speaker 
of the evening, M. S. Gabriel, the editor of 


Haik, the only Armenian newspaper pub- 
lished in this city. 

Mr. Gabriel gave a graphic description of 
the outrages perpetrated under the rule of 
the Sublime Porte. He declared that the 
course of this Government in trying to 
make an independent investigation was 
right, but that it was not the part of this 
Government to interfere officially. Yet 
Americans, he said, should unite with all 
Christendom ‘in denouncing the outrages 
and demanding of the proper authorities, 
the signers of the Berlin treaty, that they 
should compel Turkey to desist. Mr. Gabriel 
thought Armenia should be made autoni- 
mous, 

Dr. Stryker offered a series of resolutions 
denouncing Turkey, and calling upon the 
United States and foreign Governments to 
do everything possible to put an end to the 
atrocities. These were unanimously adopt- 
ed by a rising vote.

American-Bred Horses Have 


Been Trained to High 


Up to the time of the last National Horse Show 
there were few horsemen who supposed that the 
trotting horse of America could be successfully 
trained to the trick of extravagant stepping, the 
gait characteristic of the breed being rather long 
and low than high in the air. 

When the fact came out during the horse show 
that John A. Logan’s highstepper The Devil’s 
Deputy was by Petrolia, a son of Red Wilkes, 
the trotting enthusiasts marveled that a horse 
of such breeding should carry off the blue ribbon 
at the highstepping game in competition with 
hackneys, and the news that all of Charles F. 
Bates’s many prize winners at the 
were of the American breed of harness horses 
will create something of a stir in the trotting- 
horse’ world. 

That tke home-bred trotting horse can hold his 
own with the hackneys or the imported French 
coacher at any game in harness is now pretty 
well assured. John T, Sloane is driving a very 
fine pair of these trotting-bred park horses, which 
he recently purchased. They are, Easter and 
Marceline, both standard and registered mares, 
that were raised by the Kinsman brothers of 
Kinsman, Ohio, and got by the trotting stallion 
Marcie Medium, a son of Happy Medium, the 
sire of Nancy Hanks, 2:04. They have trotted 
to pole in 2:52, and with their tails docked and 
manes pulled, they make a wonderfully brilliant 
pair of high steppers for park driving. 

Cc. F, Bates has just returned from a trip to 
Ohio, where most of his trotting-bred cobs are 
purchased. He went West last week to negotiate 


for John A. Logan's Oriole Farm at Youngstown, 
Ohio, but failed to come to terms, and arranged 
for another place near Hubbard, Ohio, where he 
will fit up an extensive training stable. 

One of the features of the big barn will be a 
show ring, 135x50 feet in size, where the green 
horses picked up through the country can be 
mouthed and schooled to all-round harness work, 
so that when they are brought into the city 
stable they will be seasoned and shaped up for 
immediate use. .- 

Mr. Bates brought in with him a number of 
very high class animals on his return from Ohio. 
The star of the lot is the standard trotting mare 
Ione, by Pero, son of Backman’s Idol, out of

Mariah, by Guide, the son of Swigert and tracing 


back in the maternal line to Old Lize, the grand- 
dam of Diamond, 2:28. Ione was raised by A. 
E. Kimberly, West Liberty, Iowa. Mr, Bates 
says she trotted a mile in 2:17 over the Mead- 
ville (Penn.) track last season, moving the last 
half in 1:04%, and that she can step as high 
as any hackney in America with both knees and 
hocks. 

This mare is intended as a mate to Coitsville, 
the brilliant high stepper that Mr. Bates exhib- 
ited at the National Horse Show in November. 
Coitsville is a registered trotter, and he was 
pronounced by Harry Livesey, the English judge 
of hackneys, to be the equal of any harness 
horse at the Garden show. He is by Oberlin, 
the son of Harold, that sired J. D. Rockefeller’s 
noted trotter, Dodgeville, 2:144%, and his dam 
is Niles, by Ledger, the grandsire of Ryland T., 
2:07%; second dam, Sir James, the dam of Mo- 
hawk Gift, 2:21%, by Campbell's Hiatoga. 

Another notable addition to Mr. Bates’s collec- 
tion of high steppers is Billy the Prophet, a 
trotter with a record of about 2:37, that will be 
used as a mate for Cadet, the superb all-around 
harness horse that was shown at the Garden 
last November as a tandem leader, as a high 
stepper in single and double harness, as a 
brougham horse, both single and double, and as 
one of the leaders of Mr. Bates’s showy four-in- 
hand coach team, winning a piece of the money 
in nearly every class. 

Cadet was formerly known as Harry Wilkes, 
and is by the trotting staliion Allie Wilkes, 
2:15, owned by W. C. France of this city, out of 
Red Bird, by Joe Hazzard. Both Cadet and 
Billy the Prophet are marked with a strip in 
the face and four white feet, and with Com- 
mander and Cardinal, two other trotting-bred 
Horse Show winners, marked in the same way, 
they will give Mr. Bates one of the spiciest four- 
in-hands in this country, and a four, too, that 
can whirl their owner’s big yellow and black 
coach over the road at a 38:00 gait or faster 
with both wheelers and leaders on a square trot. 

Mr. Bates is an ardent bellever in the Ameri- 
can trotting horse of the better type for park 
and road work. He says they are the most en- 
during breed of harness horses to be found, and 
that when properly trimmed up and trained for 
the high-stepping business the best of them can 
act as high as amy hackney in the world. 

Out of 100 or more park horses now on show at 
the city stables of the New-York Coach Horse 
and Cob Company a large majority are of the 
trotting breed, and So. or more of them are 
the get of Francis Allie ilikes, 2:15, the son of 
Red Wilkes and Alex, by Allie West, 2:25, the 
son of Almont.

In his annual report Commissioner White 
of the Brooklyn Department of City Works 
shows that during the year there has been 
an aggregate gain of 25,000,000 gallons of 
water daily, and that the quality has been 
given the most careful attention. As to the 
metered system, he says the charge has 
been reduced from 1% cents a hundred gal- 
lons to 1 cent to all consumers, and $270,000 
has been collected by the city for the use 
of metered water. 

The efficiency of the Water Bureau, he 
says, has been increased, while the salary 
list has been reduced from $236,493 to $157,- 
810. The Water Register collected $1,618,- 
675.18, and the Register of Arrears $175,- 
813.91, an increase of $110,387.96 in the for- 
mer’s and $50,698.80 in the latter’s ac- 
counts. 

During the year 22.90 miles of sewers 
were built. The city has now 457.17 miles 


of sewers. There were laid 2.57 miles of 
asphalt pavement, 8 miles of Belgian 
block pavement, 1.92 miles of granite pave- 
ment, and 6.78 miles of cobblestones. There 
are now 32 miles of Belgian block, 87 miles 
of granite, 272 miles of cobblestone, and 15 
miles of asphalt. There were 35.34 miles of 
stone pavements repaired during the year, 
while in 1893 only 9.85 miles were repaired. 

Mr. White sayS that no appropriation is 
made for the removal of snow from the 
streets. 

There are now 2,257 electric lights in the 
city, and 10,214 gas lamps, the total cost 
for street lighting being $530,000. 

Mr. White believes the department is too 
unwieldy for one man to undertake its 
charge, and he recommends three heads of 
departments, as follows: A Commissioner of 
Water Supply, under whose care would fall 
the Bureau of Water Supply, the Buregu of 
Water Distribution, and the Bureau 
Water Rates; a Commissioner of Streets, to 
whose care would be committed street 
cleaning and removal of incumbrances, 
ashes, garbage, &c., the Wallabout Market, 
and the care of the docks, and the Commis- 
sioner of City Works, who would continue 
to look after sewer construction, sewer 
maintenance, all local improvements, re- 
pavements, construction and repairs, and 
all other matters now intrusted to this de- 
partment.

parted for her home in Chicago. Sullivan 
was escorted to the Opera House last night, 
but his condition was such that his man- 
ager, John P. Ward, remonstrated with him, 
whereupon John L. beat Ward so badly that 
he had to be put to bed. , 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Rahway, N. J., Jan. 3.—Fire to-day de- 
stroyed the dwelling of Harry W. Gibbons, 
on Seminary Street. It originated in the 
chimney flue, and was smoldering some 
time before discovered.

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WITHDRAW LEGAL TENDERS. 


Congress met again yesterday after its 
holiday making, and the House fell at 
once to a continuation of the debate on 
Mr. Springer’s Banking bill. What will 
be done with it is entirely a matter of 
conjecture. There is no sign that it will 
meet with any more approval than be- 
fore the recess. Mr. Springer, with the 
buoyancy of disposition characteristic 
of the man, avows his belief that the 
House will act within a week, and he 
proposes to have a Democratic caucus 
to determine in what way it will act. 
He says naively that a caucus decision 
will give many members an excuse for 
voting for the bill even if they do not 
like it; but he does not say how he will 
get his caucus decision. Even if he were 
right, and the bill could be pushed 
through the House, there is not the 
slightest evidence that it could pass the 
Senate. If it could pass both houses and 
become a law it would not help the situ- 
ation a particle. On the contrary, it 
would do great mischief. 

The bill is fatally wrong because it does 
not provide for any adequate disposition 
of the legal-tender notes. To have the 
Treasury exposed to the full force of the 
drain that is inevitable from these notes, 
to aggravate that drain by further unsét- 
tling the public mind as to the currency 
through the creation of an entirely new 
sort of bank notes, and the addition of a 


Still more novel sort of State bank notes, 


is merely to invite disaster. This has 
been proved over and again so often and 
so plainly that it would seem in vain to 
repeat it were it not that it is only by 
constant iteration that the minds of Con- 
gressmen can be affected at all. It may 
require financial disturbance and dis- 
tress to open the eyes of Congress to the 
consequences of such action. Certainly 
those consequences will follow if nothing 
is done to prevent them. Absolutely the 
only thing that can remove so much of 
the trouble of the Treasury and of the 
business world as comes from the un- 
stable condition of the currency is the 
final retirement of a certain definite and 
substantial portion of the legal-tender 
notes. It is to that end that all effort 
must now be directed. If Mr. Carlisle 
has any influence with Congress—and we 
believe that he has—he can save himself 
and the Administration a great deal of 
risk, of trouble, and some discredit by 
using his influence to secure this purpose. 
How it is done is not a matter of very 
great consequence, that it is done 
clearly and openly and in a way to im- 
press public opinion. That and that 
alone will render the immediate future

SCHMITTBERGER’S @ASE. 

The Code of Criminal Procedure of the 
State of New-York, in the three hundred 
and ninety-fifth section thereof, sets forth 
that “a confession of a defendant * * * 
can be given in evidence against him 
* * * unless made upon a stipulation 
of the District Attorney that he shall not 
be prosecuted therefor.” Section 79 of 
the Penal Code declares that “‘a person 
offending against any provision of any of 
the foregoing sections of this code relat- 
ing to bribery is a competent witness 
against another person so offending, and 
may be compelled to attend and testify 
upon any trial, hearing, proceeding, or 
investigation, in the same manner as 
any other person. But the testimony so 
given shall not be used in any prosecu- 
tion or proceeding, civil or criminal, 
against the person so testifying. A per- 
son so testifying to the giving of a bribe 
which has been accepted, shall not there- 
after be liable to indictment, prosecu- 
tion, or punishment for that bribery, and 
may plead or prove the giving of testi- 
mony secondarily in bar of such an in- 
dictment or prosecution.” 

Everybody has been assuming that the 
confession of Schmittberger to the Lexow 
committee secured him immunity in re- 
spect of all of the offenses of which he 
gave true evidence. The statutory 
foundation for this belief lies in the pro- 
vision we have just cited. There does not 
appear, however, to be any doubt that 
the counsel of Schmittberger assented to 
his giving testimony that incriminated 
himself before the Lexow committee. 
The presumption of fact is that they 
would not so have assented unless they 
had been -satisfied that his testimony 
would have the effect of relieving him 
from any criminal responsibility for the 
acts concerning which he might truly 
testify. The only person authorized to 
promise him immunity being the District 
Attorney, it was generally assumed, when 
Schmittberger appeared as a witness, 
that the District Attorney had ‘“‘stipu- 
lated,” not only that his evidence should 
not be used against him, but. that he 
should not be subjected to prosecution in 
respect to the acts or practices of which 
he had testified. Consequently, the an- 
nouncement that Schmittberger’s trial for 
the offenses for which he is indicted and 
was indicted when his

surprise. 

It is quite true that the “stipulation” 
contemplated by the Code of Criminal 
Procedure extends simply to the testi- 
mony of the defendant, and does not 
guarantee him immunity except from the 
consequences of his own confession. But 
it is also true that no competent counsel 
would advise a client who had been in- 
dicted to give testimony upon the subject 
matter of his indictment unless they had 
been assured beforehand that he would 
not be prosecuted at all for his connec- 
tion with the acts to which he testified, 
unless, indeed, he was promised immu- 
nity in respect to the whole subject mat- 
ter of his testimony. Now, Schmitt- 
berger’s testimony related entirely iu the 
practices for participation in which he 
himself was indicted. The question is 
whether his counsel were deceived or out- 
witted by the promises of immunity held 
out to him, or whether they advised him 
to testify upon considerations which came 
short of a promise of immunity. 

Now, it is to be noted that there was 
no very efficient penalty provided for the 
refusal of a witness to testify before the 
Lexow committee. The committee had 
no means of enforcing its subpoenas, and 
its lack of power in this respect is very 
properly made the subject of a speciui 
presentation by the special Committee cn 
Municipal Reform of the Chamber of 
Commerce. The committee did, indeed, 
secure the indictment of Sheehan for his 
refusal to show it his bankbooks. But 
Sheehan is still at large, and apparently 
not troubled in his mind. The committee 
could report to the Senate that a witness 
had committed contempt of it, and the 
Senate could then take.such order as 
seemed suitable in the premises. But the 
history of like cases was not very encour- 
aging. Schmittberger could have refused 
to answer, upon the ground that his an- 
swers might tend to criminate him in 
respect to a matter for which he was al- 
ready under indictment, and he would 
doubtless have gone unpunished. . The 
real power that the Lexow committee 
had in compelling the evidence of unwill- 
ing witnesses was that they should not 
be prosecuted for the evidence they gave, 
nor upon the matter with respect to 
which they gave evidence. 

The circumstances all, indicate that 
Schmittberger and Schmittberger’s coun- 
sel received what they regarded 
satisfactory assurance of immunity for 
Schmittberger before Schmittberger gave 
evidence. What, then, are we to con- 
clude from the fact that, in spite of such 
an implied _or expressed assurance, 
Schmittberger is to be prosecuted? Is it 
the abstract zeal for righteousness of tre 
District Attorney? Or is it the fact that 
the most odious and formidable of police- 
men to the Commissioners and other offi- 
cials with whom the District Attorney is 
politically in alliance is the ‘ informer,” 
or the “ squealer,’”’ as they would prefer 
to call him, and that they demand the 
prosecution of Schmittberger to deter 


as a 


other policemen, not from the crime of 
blackmailing, but from the crime of con- 
fession? 


REPUBLICAN SENATORS STAND BY 
THE SUGAR TRUST, 

The exclusion of American live cattle 
and dressed beef by the Belgian Govern- 
ment leaves no important Continental 
port open to these American products. 
We have heretofore followed in these col- 
umns the development of this retaliatory 
policy, which was originally adopted by 
Germany, and has since been taken up 
by Denmark, France, Belgium, and other 
countries. The cause of this exhibition 
of commercial hostility was the imposi- 
tion by the United States of a discrim- 
inating duty of 1-10 of a cent a pound on 
raw sugar imported from countries that 
pay an export bounty on sugar. 

Last year we imported from Germany 
about $16,000,000 worth of raw _ beet 
sugar. This year the German crop has 
been increased by about 25 per cent., and 
there is also an increase in the other 
Continental countries, some of which pay 
export bounties. With an exceptionally 
large surplus to be sold abroad, Germany 
was confronted by our new discriminat- 
ing tax, a handicap to which she was 
unwilling to submit. In addition, during 
the first two months of the new tariff, 
by an erroneous construction of the law 
there were imposed at our ports certain 
restrictions with respect to German sugar 
which were equivalent to absolute prohi- 
bition. The formal protest of the Ger- 
man Government made no impression 
upon Congress, and Germany began the 
work of retaliation. In this the German 
Government had the warm support of 
the German agriculturists, and the pow- 
erful agrarian influence in other Conti- 
nental countries has led other Conti- 
nental Governments to follow the Ger- 
man example, possibly under pressure 
from Berlin. As the matter now stands, 
our large and growing trade with these 
countries in cattle, fresh beef, canned 
beef, and other meat products is in dan- 
ger of extinction, and our still more im- 
portant trade in these products with the 
United Kingdom is threatened. 

We call attention once more to the at- 
titude of the Republicans in the Senate, 
for it is their refusal even to consider 
the pending bill for the repeal of this 
discriminating duty that has induced a 
continuance and extension of this retal- 
jatory policy and that now promises to 
inflict great and possibly irreparable in- 
jury upon the export trade of the United 
States, 

Everybody knows that the Democratic 
Party is ready and anxious to repeal the 
duty. It is admitted that it was imposed 
unwisely and without due regard for the 
effect it might have. We understand 
that it was the purpose of the Demo- 
cratic majority in the Senate to with- 
draw it in the tariff conference, but our 
readers understand why, during the ses- 
sions of the conference committee, no 
changes were made in the Senate’s Tar-

diency of 
most earnestly recommended that the 
duty should be removed; the Democrats 
of the House have repeatedly voted 
against the imposition of such a duty; 
when the question was taken up in the 
Senate, a few weeks ago, only three 
Democratic Senators were found voting 
on the wrong side. It is within bounds 
to say that at least three-quarters of the 
Democratic Senators stand with the 
Democratic majority in the House and 
with the Democratic President for 
prompt repeal. 

But the opposition of the solid Repub- 
lican vote in the Senate, assisted openly 
by three Democrats and secretly by four 
or five more who dodged the vote a few 
weeks ago, prevents action on the bill 
and may fairly be held responsible for 
all the development of the Continental 
retaliatory policy which has taken place 
since the pending bill was reported from 
the Senate Committee on Finance in Au- 
gust last. 

The attitude of the Republicans of the 
Senate toward this very important ques- 
tion is extraordinary and shameful. The 
attitude of many of the leading Repub- 
lican journals toward the same subject is 
inconsistent, discreditable, and unpatri- 
otic. Before the vote of Dec. 12 these 
journals not only urged that the differen- 
tial of 1-8 of a cent and the discriminat- 
ing duty of 1-10 of a cent should be cut 
off, but also predicted that when the 
question should be taken up the Demo- 
crats would be found voting in the neg- 
ative and the Republicans in the affirma- 
tive. Immediately after the record of 
that vote had disclosed the Republicans 
voting solidly in the negative, while all 
the affirmative votes were cast by Demo- 
crats, these journals turned sharply 
around and commended the action of the 
Republicans upon the ground that it was 
inexpedient to reopen the tariff question! 

Now, to those who recall the proceed- 
ings in the Senate during the last days 
of the first session, and who remember 
the admissions and explanations freely 
made then by The New-York Tribune 
and other prominent Republican journals, 
there is no mystery about the refusal of 
the Republican Senators to permit action 
on this question. It was repeatedly admit- 
ted in those days that an alliance of the 
Republicans, under the direction of Mr. 
Aldrich, with the Gorman group of Dem- 
ocrats had been formed. It is plain 
enough that this alliance still exists, and 
that its purpose is to prevent any reduc- 
tion of the Sugar Trust’s tariff subsidy. 
The pending bill repeals the protective 
differential of 1-8 of a cent as well as 
the discriminating duty of 1-10 of a cent. 
The repeal of the 1-10 is opposed by the 
Sugar Trust and by the Aldrich-Gorman 
alliance in the interest of the Trust, sim- 
ply because it is feared that the 1-8 
would be repealed at the same time.

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TY CRASS SA AS ME DOTNET ER 
A CASE IN POINT. 

Those who think that the entire police 
force of New-York, 
can, because of the rottenness of some 
parts of it, be discredited with impunity, 
do not know what has, despite that rot- 
tenness, been done by the police. 

A case has recently come to our knowl- 
edge that illustrates this statement, and 
also shows what the effect is of indis- 
criminate and sweeping condemnation of 
the department, 
tendent Byrnes, in the spirit shown by 
Dr. Parkhurst—with the best motives, un- 
questionably, in his own mind. Only a 
few days since, a tradesman in the neigh- 
borhood of the Post Office came, in the 
course of his business, in possession of 
a check on a large bank. During the 
day he appeared at the bank to cash it, 
and the detective employed by the bank 
perceived that he was accompanied by a 
known “ crook,’’ while three more of the 
same kind awaited him on the sidewalk. 
Under instructions the check was not 
cashed and identification was required. 
The detective soon learned that the mer- 
chant was in a semi-dazed condition, that 
the “‘ crooks” claimed that they had won 
money from him, and that it was to pay 
them that he had sought to cash the 
check.

They would not dare to do so now, if 
they did not think that there was some 
chance that Mr. Byrnes is to be “ turned 
down,” and that the sleepless vigilance 
which all familiar with the subject know 
has prevaile@ in the financial centre of 
the city had been relaxed.

THE BLUEFIELDS MARE’S NEST. 

The clumsy efforts of Senators who are 
more partisan than patriotic to find some 
occasion against the Government in its 
dealing with other countries seem des- 
tined to ridiculous failure. The call for 
reports or correspondence relating to 
“affairs at Bluefields”’ and for informa- 
tion as to the arrest of American citizens 
or interference with their rights by the 
Government ot Nicaragua had this pur- 
pose and no other. It has been disposed 
of with the utmost dignity and suavity 
by the Secretary of State in his letter to 
the President transmitting the 
spondence. 

From this it very clearly appears that 
while two or three American citizens got 
themselves into trouble at Bluefields, our 
Government interposed in their behalf 
with promptness and extricated them 
with dispatch, though it is a little doubt- 
ful whether they deserved it. The mis- 
take committed by Nicaragua in with- 
drawing the exequatur of Consul Braida 
was speedily corrected. In the case of 
the murder of the American citizen Wil- 
son, at Rama, the Government acted 
with all possible promptness and discre- 
tion, and the Nicaraguan authorities ap- 
pear to have done all in their power to 
redress the wrong. 

The fact is that the State Department 
has shown admirable promptness, skill, 


corre- 


and discretion in dealing with every in- 
cident of the Bluefields imbroglio that 
in any way concerned our Government, 
and Nicaragua has shown a special anx- 
iety to comply with our demands and 
undo any wrong committed by its agents 
in time of excitement. The Administra- 
tion has adhered firmly and wisely to 
the policy of recognizing the sovereignty 
of Nicaragua over the Mosquito terri- 
tory, and Great Britain has done the 
same thing and given no countenance to 
the petty intrigues in behalf of the “* na- 
tive Government,’”’ which has had noth- 


ing “‘native’’ about it but the nominal 


chief for years. The attempt to create a 
mountain out ofthe Bluefields molehill 
has been as vain as the effort to compro- 
mise the Government at Honolulu. The 
Senate gets all the information it asks 
for, but it invariably proves to be of no 
use to enemies of the Administration.

The decision of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals in the case of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company against the 
Bell Telephone Company, rendered on 
Wednesday, which has been called a vic- 
tory for the Bell Company, is not one 
that necessarily affects public interests. 
The suit was brought on account of the 
Western TJnion’s desire to obtain a larger 
share of the telephone spoils than it had 
secured under the Bell Company’s inter- 
pretation of the memorable contract of 
1879. Within the last few years the Bell 
Company has become the owner of stock 
in local exchange companies to the par 
value of $30,000,000 or more, and the 
Western Union asked for one-fifth of 
these shares and of the dividends paid on 
them, together-with one-fifth of certain 
other receipts. The litigation has become 
quite complicated, but while the end has 
not been reached, the defeat of the West- 
ern Union seems distinctly foreshadowed. 
The term of the compromise contract will 
expire in 1896. It was under this con- 
tract that the Bell Company gained con- 
trol of several of the important applica- 
tions for patents that were-afterward de- 
layed for more than a dozen years in the 
Patent Office. 


The latest action of the Newfoundland 
Legislature is not calculated to improve 
the reputation of the colony abroad at # 
time when it is most desirable that the 
confidence of foreign capitalists shéuld 
be invited. At the election in November, 
vacancies which had been made in more 
than a dozen districts by the removal of 
members on charges of bribery were 
filled by members who were affiliated 
with those whom the courts had deprived 
of office. This unexpected result gave 
the discredited Whiteway party a major- 
ity once more, and this party majority 
has now passed a Dill to remove the dis- 
abilities of all the old disqualified mem- 
bers, one of whom is Sir William White- 
way himself, 
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act. This man Whiteway was one of the 
provisional Trustees of the Commercial 
Bank, the collapse of which revealed the 
fact that the assets had been eaten up 
by enormous overdrafts. It is not ex- 
pected that the bill to remove the disabil- 
ities of Wihteway and his followers will 
be approved by the Crown. If it should 
be, the work of the courts would virt- 


ually be undone. 
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The Sheriff's office has been a Tammany 
Stronghold most of the time since John 
Kelly was first elected to it in 1857. There 
has been no Republican incumbent since 
that time, and the only anti-Tammany 
Democrats to hold the office were Peter 
Bowe and A. V. Davidson, who were elect- 
ed in 1879 and 1882 respectively.

There is a bureau at Washington which 
has undertaken to correct geographical 
names. There are some in this State, as 
well as elsewhere, that need amendment. 
The gallant knight of the days of Queen 
Elizabeth who died on the scaffold under 
her successor, the man who was declared 
to be “the breath of the nostrils of the 
English Bishops,’’ wrote his name Walter 
Ralegh. Why should the capital of North 
Carolina insert the letter ‘‘i’’? Sir Thomas 
Arundell of Wardour had a daughter, Anne 
Arundell, who married a Lord Baltimore. 
A county in Maryland is called after her. 
Why should it be spelled with one ‘1,” 
when the family in England to this day 
write Arundell? There is an earldom of 
Arundel held by another family, but that 
Earl and his family had nothing to do 
with Maryland. When James, Duke of 
York, under the grant from his brother, 
sent New-Netherland into the history of 
the past he created several new counties. 
He made a City and County of New-York 
from his English title, Albany from his 
Scotch title, Ulster County after his Irish 
title; he made also a Duke’s County, which 
was afterward ceded to Massachusetts, and 
still bears the name. He made a Duchess 
County, in honor of his wife, Mary of Me- 
denna, Duchess of York. People persist, 
however, in spelling Duchess with a “t,’’ 
as though it had some relation to the 
Dutch. Yet, in fact, there was no early 
Dutch settlement there, and it was mainly 
peopled by German Palatines. 
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The mother of Thomas C. Cornell, who 
died at Yonkers last Sunday, was a sister 
of the famous Lucretia Mott, one of the 
original members of the Anti-Slavery So- 
ciety of Philadelphia, founded in 1833. She 
married James Mott, the son of the Su- 
perintendent of the school in Dutchess 
County, N. Y., where she was being edu- 
cated. To such an extreme did Lucretia 
Mott and her husband carry their views 
that they refused to use any of the prod- 
ucts of slave labor, and Mr. Mott, who was 
engaged in a remunerative cotton business, 
relinquished it on that account. At one 
time Mrs. Mott made a journey into the 
South as far as Virginia, preaching against 
slavery in each meeting she attended. Next 
to this subject, that which most interested 
her was the granting of suffrage and equal 
rights to women. As an evidence of her 
advanced opinions, she would write in 
albums, when asked for her autograph, 
this sentiment: ‘In the true marriage re- 
lation the independence of the husband and 
wife is equal, their “dependence mutual, 
and their obligations reciprocal.’’ She died 
Nov. 11, 1880, aged eighty-seven years. 


*Les Huguenots” at the Opera. 


Meyerbeer’s ‘“‘ Les Huguenots”’ was given 
at the Metropolitan Opera House last night 
for the second time this season. It was an 
extra performance, and the cast was the 
same as that of Wednesday evening of last 
week. The house, however, was not so 
large by any means, though the audience 
was not as small as that which heard 
“ Otello” on Wednesday evening. Possi- 
bly the raising of the prices had some- 
thing to do with the moderate size of the 
audience. Those who were present seemed 
to believe that they were getting their 
money’s worth, for they applauded the 


principal numbers’ enthusiastically and 
called out the noted singers after each act. 
Of course, the imposing display of artists 
took,place at the end of the.second act, 
when Mmes. Melba, Nordica, and Scalchi, 
and Messrs. Jean and Edouard de Reszke, 
Maurel, and Plancon appeared stretched 
in line across the stage, bowing in response 
to the plaudits. 

The performance had the same notable 
merits and defects as that of last week. 
The merits were confined to the principals 
and the defects to the chorus and ballet. 
The men of the chorus did some of their 
most untuneful singing, and the ballet 
danced out of time. Mme. Melba’s singing 
of the music of Marguerite de Valois was 
more certain than at the first performance, 
and consequently gained in brilliancy. Mme. 
Nordica repeated her excellent work as 


Valentine, and earned a goodly share of} 


the honors of the evening. Mme. Scalchi 
sang Urbano in her familiar style. M. Jean 
de Reszke was again a gallant and grace- 
ful Raoul, and M. Edouard de Reszke sang 
Marcel in suberb style.

Maud Powell’s Quartet. 


The third and last concert of the first 
season of the Maud Powell String Quartet 
took place at Chamber Music Hall last night 
in the presence of an audience of fair size 
and warm friendliness. The programme 
consisted of Haydn’s D major quartet, the 
Bach unaccompanied sonata in E major for 
violin, and Brahms’s clarinet quintet, B 
minor, opus 115. In the last number, which 
was introduced here at Sherry’s two years 
ago by the Kneisel Quartet, Miss Powell and 


her associates had the assistance of Carl 
Reinecke. The concert, as a whole, was 
extremely agreeable. To be sure, there 
were some shortcomings, and it becomes 
necessary to mention them. The imitation 
passage in the finale of the Haydn quartet 
rather bothered the four players, and it was 
somewhat confused. The viola player was 
not always in tune in some parts of the 
quartet. On the whole, however, the number 
was well given. The adagio was particular- 
ly well played. 

The work of this quartet has improved so 
much since the first concert that there is ev- 
ery reason now to hope that the organization 
will continue its labors next season. Miss 
Powell has proved herself to be a scholarly 
and energetic leader, with an intelligent 
comprehension of chamber music playing. 
If anything had been needed to demonstrate 
the fullness of her artistic equipment as a 
soloist, it would have been supplied by her 

erformance of the Bach sonata last night. 
Bhe played it with superb vigor, breadth, 
and authority. Her mastery of the technics 
of her instrument was never displayed to 
better advantage, and her intellectual grasp 
was notable.

ALBANY, Jan. 3.—Gov. Morton has de 
termined to’ reorganize the entire general 
headquarters staff of the National Guard 
of the State. The first change was gn- 
nounced this afternoon in the appointment 
of Capt. Goodman James Greene as Assist- 
ant Inspector General, with the rank of 
Colonel. This is purely a civil service ap- 
pointment, as Col. Greene was a clerk in 
the office of Inspector General Thomas Hi: 
McGrath, who went out of office with Gov. 
Flower. 

Col. Gfeene is not only one of the most 
popular, but one of the most efficient 
officers in the guard, a fact which was 
pretty well attested by the filing with 
the application of personal letters from 
every Officer of the Third Brigade, of which 
he was formely Chief of Staff. 

But the biggest change of all will occur 
in the Ordnance Corps of the National 
Guard. Many persons in and out of the 
guard will hear with regret that Col. Joseph 
G. Story, Assistant Chief of Ordnance, of 
whom complimentary things have been said 
by regular army officers who have been de- 
tailed for duty at the State Camp, must go. 
Col. Story has been in the guard for over 
thirty years, and as Post Quartermaster 
at the State Camp has established a repu- 
tation that is known from one end of the 
country to the other. 

The story that is given out here is to the 
effect that Gov. Morton has been informed 
that marked favoritism has been shown in 
awarding the contract for feeding the 
troops during the six or seven weeks’ stay 
at the State Camp. It is alleged that 
better and more germerous rations can be 
issued at 50 per cent. of the rate paid by 
the State in the past. Complaint is alsa 
made that the equipments issued during 
the past four or five years have not been 
up to the standard. Of course, every one 
conversant with military affairs is aware 
that the Assistant Chief of Ordnance is 
in no way responsible for the awarding of 
contracts or the selection of equipment, 
but in view of these complaints, and con- 
sidering the source whence they come, it 
has been decided to make a radical change 
in the personnel of the department. 

Because of the splendid record he mad@ 
during thé Buffalo strike in 1892, Gov. More 
ton has selected Gen. Thomas H. McGrath 
to succeed Col. Joseph G. Story as Assist- 
ant Chief of Ordnance. This will be taken 
in the nature of a surprise by the National 
Guardsmen of the State.

MEXICO, Jan. De Leon denied 
the report made yesterday that he was to 
return home.

Death of Alexander Bida. 


PARIS, Jan. 3.—Alexander Bida, 
artist, died here yesterday. 


It is in the edition in ten volumes of Al- 
fred de Musset’s works, illustrated by Alex- 
ander Bida, that one may find the most 
graceful expressions in pictures of the fash- 


ionable and artistic circles of Paris during 
the first years of the second empire in 
France. 
The artist was born at Tolousgq in 1813. 
e studie@ drawing under Delacroix, visited 
e Orient, and exhibited at the Salon of 
847 a series of drawings and pastels, which 
were purchased by the State. Among them 
were “ Le Barbier Arménien,”’ “ Le Marché 
a’ Esclaves,’’ and “Le Retour de la 
Mecque,”’ which have been highly praised. 
He exhibited, in 1865, ‘‘Le Champ de 
Booz a Bethléem,” in 1867, ‘Le Mur de 
Salomon’’; in 1868, “La Décollation de 
Saint Jease-Baptiste’’; in 1887, ‘‘ Le Harem 
d Assuérus,” and many other works that 
are famous. He painted portraits of the 
Puc de Morny, the Conseiller Darrican, and 
other eminent personages of the empire. 
Boék lovers prize the edition of Musset’s 
works, the‘‘ Evangiles,” published by Cur- 
» mer; the “ Histoire de Jeanne d’Arec,”’ by 
Michelet, and the “ Histoire de Ruth,” 
which Bida illustrated, among the most 
peautiful books ofthe century. The artist 
received many medals of merit, and was ap- 
pointed an officer of the Legion of Honor in

Chamber, after discussing this request, re- 
solved by a majority of one to let the 
Prosecutor see the documents, but not to 
give them into his hands. 


Saunderson Committed for Trial. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—Reginald Saunderson 
was to-day fully committed for trial for 
the murder of a young woman named Au- 
gusta Dawes, whose throat was cut in 
Holland Park Road on the night of Nov. 


1894. Saunderson, who is barely twenty- 
one years of age, is a nephew of Col. Saun- 
derson, the well-known member of Parlia- 
ment for North Armagh, and is related to 
several titled families. 


Osear Wilde’s “Ideal Husband.” 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—Oscar Wilde’s new 
play, ‘‘ The Ideal Husband,’’ was produced 
at the Haymarket Theatre this evening. 
It was splendidly staged and well acted, 
and obviously pleased the house. The plot 
is slight, but the dialogue is clever and 
full of epigrams. As a dramatic work

Pleuro-Pneumonia in Cattle. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 3.—All the live cattle 
that arrived at Belgian ports from Montreal 
within the last six weeks were slaughtered, 
with the exception of 100 head, which were 
quarantined for further examination. Sus- 


picious symptoms were not found among 
them, but it is alleged that cattle arrived 
at Antwerp from the United States show- 
ing symptoms of pleuro-pneumonia, 


Fatal Duel of Italian Officers. 


GENOA, Jan. 3.—The Italian Army Offi- 
cers Tofani and Vergori fought a fuel to 
the death near the-French frontier on 
Tuesday morning. Sabres were the weap- 


ons. The meeting lasted nearly an hour, 
and was ended by Tofani’s severing Ver- 
gori’s carotid artery. Vergori died on the 
ground, and Tofani is dying of loss of blood. 


Stambuloff Under Suspicion. 


VIENNA, Jan. 3.—A dispatch from Sofia 
to the Neue Freie Presse says that a Judge 
attached to the Council of War ordered the 
arrest of ex-Premier Stambuloff last week 


on the charge of complicity in the murder 
of Finance Minister Beltcheff, in 1891. The 
order was recalled in deference to the ur- 
ee representations of several foreign Min- 
isters. 


Italian Success in Africa. 


ROME, Jan, 3.—Gen. Baratieri, command- 
er of the Italian forces in East Africa, has 
returned to Kassala, after making a demon- 
stration for several days against the Mah- 


dists. He had with him a force of 5,000 
men. He telegraphs that he awaits with 
full confidence any event and does not wish 
reinforcements, 


A Bride for the Mikado’s Heir. 
VIENNA, Jan. 3.—The Neue Freie Presse 


says: 

“The Japanese envoys in Europe have 
been instructed to watch the chances among 
European Princesses to get a bride for the 
Mikado’s heir. Failing to find a Princess, 
they should seek a nobleman’s daughter or 
an American heiress.”’ 


Conciliating the Armenians. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 3,—Permission 
has been given by the authorities for the 
holding of an Armenian ball in this city this 


year in aid of the Armenian schools. This 
ball was formerly an annual affair, but in 
recent years. it has been prohibited. 


Former Railway Officials Arrested. 


PARIS, Jan, 3.—Several ex-officials of the 
South France Railway Company, including 


M. Felix Martin, formerly a Director of 
the company, have been arrested in con- 
nection with alleged financial scandals af- 
fecting the company’s affairs, 


Liverpool Dock Improvements. 


LIVERPOOL, Jan, 3.—The Liverpool Dock 
Board has resolved to expend the sum of 
£36,800 in improvements, which will enable 


Atlantic line stamers to debark their pas- 
sengers at a landing stage, instead of bring- 
ing them ashore by means of tenders, 


Count Kalnoky Will Retire. 


BUDA-PESTH, Jan. 3.—The Magyar Hir- 
lap says that Count Kalnoky, Austro-Hun- 


garian Minister of Foreign Affairs, is about 
to retire. Benjamin von Kallay, Minister 
of Finance for the Whole Monarchy, is 
named as his probable successor. 


Judge Brausewetter Transferred. 


BERLIN, Jan. 3.—Judge Brausewetter, 
the President,of the Berlin Criminal Court, 


who made himself notorious by his sever- 
ity with representatives of the press on sev- 
eral recent occasions, has been transferred 
to Gnesen.

A GOOD MAN FOR SUPERINTENDENT 
elie 
Dr. Parkhurst Says a Sterling Graduate of 
West Point Would Be the Ideal 


Commander of Police. 


The Rev, Dr. Charles H, Parkhurst made 
another statement to reporters yesterday. 

“In the first place,” he said, *‘I wish to 
have it distinctly understood that the only 
way in which we can effect a suitable re- 
organization of the Police Department is 
through the Legislature. It has the power 
to legislate the department right out of ex- 
istence and supplant it with a respectable 
organization, ’ 

“Five good men should be selected to re- 
organize the force. I would not have any 
of them taken from within this Police De- 
partment or that of any other city. They 
should be simply courageous, honest, and 
able men, conversant in a general way with 
police business, but having had no experi- 
ence in it. 

“Citizens of integrity and brains, they 
will certainly be able to pass upon the moral 


and mental qualifications of applicants, and 
that is all they will have to do. I certainly 
should not suggest any one from the pres- 
ent department for that position, for why 
go to the most corrupt pdlice force in the 
world, except that of Constantinople, adn 
seek reform? 

‘‘ There should be but one permanent Com- 
missioner. He should not be a policeman, 
either—simply a man of integrity and ad- 
ministrative ability. The ideal way would 
be to have his office and that of the Su- 
perintendent identical; but that is not quite 
practicable, 

“Then, for the Superintendent, I should 
like to see a good, sterling graduate of West 
Point. He would be just the man. He 
could command discipline, and make the 
force of his character felt throughout the 
ranks, and that is everything that is re- 
quired in that position, excepting, of course, 
marked executive ability. 

‘“*In making up the rank and file, I should 
give preference to the honest members of 
the present force, because a man who has 
gone through ali its rottenness and has 
come out unsmirched is certainly a marvel. 
A force made up in such a way would be 
the ideal one, and we must have the ideal.’’ 


EDUCATION OF THE CHILD 


Addresses by Miss Grace H. Dedge and 
Others on the Needs of the Schools. 


“The People’s Schools” were the subject 
of discussion last evening at a meeting 
held in the Amity Building, 312 West Fifty- 
fourth Street, by the Nineteenth Assembly 
District branch of the City Vigilance 
League. Ex-Judge Charles A. Peabody pre- 
sided and introduced the speakers. 

Miss Grace H. Dodge, formerly a School 
Commissioner, read an interesting paper on 
“The New-York Schoo) System,’”’ in which 
she traced the history of the system from 
the founding of the first common school by 
the Dutch in New-Amsterdam, in 1633, to 
the present time, and showed many of the 
defects of the system under which the pub- 
lic schools of this city are now governed. 
The laws and by-laws under which the 
Board of Education now governs the schools, 
she said, are cumbersome, and the great 
division of authority often causes delays 


and confusion, 

New-York cannot, she said, be proud of 
the money provided for the maintenance of 
the public schools. It is $1,000,000 less than 
is spent in Chicago. Two millions of dol- 
lars in addition to the amount appropriated 
is needed annually for new buildings and 
repairs to old buildings. While there are 
21,000 vacant seats in the schools of the 
districts where the population is decreasing, 
schools in other parts of the city are great- 
ly overcrowded, 

Mrs. Amy L, Scudamore read a paper on 
“Health in the Public Schools.” Perhaps 
the most serious of all the menaces to 
health in the public schools, she said, is the 
fact that the accommodations are insuffi- 
cient, there being a deficiency of 133,103 
seats. This has led to overcrowding and 
deprivation. A good light must be insisted 
upon, and for this reason schools should be 
built on the corners of blocks. Ventilation 
and sanitation must be improved, especially 
above the Harlem, where, on account of the 
rising value of real estate, it would be true 
economy to remedy immédiately any de- 
fects. Suitable and sufficient desks should 
be furnished, and proper playgrounds and 
gymnasia provided, Manual training for the 
eye and hand should be given to encourage 
the children’s powers of observation. 

On the question of medical supervision, 
the experience of other cities was quoted. 
New-York, Mrs. Scudamore said, had done 
practically nothing in this direction. In 
Paris a physician examines each child in- 
dividually once a month as to eyes, ears, 
and teeth, and a written certificate is sent 
to the parents if any defects are discovered. 

“Teachers and Teaching”’ was the title 
of an address by the Revs Lyman Abbott. 
He said that education is ‘the development 
of the whole being. The first duty of a 
teacher is to teach a child to hear, to see, 
to feel, and to taste. The children should 
be taught to see, to think, and to do. They 
must be taught to think for themselves, 
and that is the reason that public schools 
should begin with the kindergarten, because 
it is nature’s method of teaching. 

It is also necessary, he said, that children 
should be taught to act morally. Religion 
should be taught in the public schools, not 
the religion of any sect or denomination. 
But the children should be taught to do 
right, to act justly, and walk humbly be- 
fore God. To eliminate all moral and re- 
ligious teaching from the public school 
would be wrong. ' 

Miss Angelina Brooks of the Teachers’ 
College read a paper on ‘‘ The Kindergarten 
Method,”’ which she said was the foundation 
of the system of the néw education. 

The schools are not yet building broadly 
enough, she said, to cover the foundation 
laid in the kindergarten, but they are mov- 
ing in the right direction. 


SIR JOHN THOMPSON BURIED 


Impressive Services in St. Mary’s 


Cathedral in Halifax. 


HALIFAX, N. §8., Jan. 3.—St. Mary’s Ca- 
thedral was crowded with the official and 
Church dignitaries of the Dominion to-day 
when the funeral services of Sir John 
Thompson were held, Lord Aberdeen, Col. 
Montgomery Moore, and Lieut, Govs. Daly 
and Chapleau occupied seats in the chancel. 
Lady Thompson occupied a position near 
the catafalque specially provided for her. 
Archbishop O’Brien preached an impressive 
sermon, reviewing at length the dead Pre- 
mier’s career as lawyer, politician, Judge, 
and statesman. 

The high requiem mass of the Catholic 


Church was celebrated by Bishop Cameron 
of Antigonish, a life-long friend of the 
dead man, Then the funeral procession 
started to Holy Cross Cemetery. The pall 
bearers, members of the Canadian Cabi- 
net, were led by Sir Frank Smith. The 
two sons of Sir John Thompson were the 
chief mourners, and after them walked the 
immediate relatives. Then came Lord Ab- 
erdeen alone, followed by his staff and the 
Governors of Nova Scotia, Ontario, Brit- 
ish Columbia, and Prince Edward Island. 
Immediately preceding the funeral car 
marched the clergy of the Catholic Church, 
including all the Archbishops, Bishops, and 
priests who assisted at the mass. 

At the grave Archbishop O’Brien con- 
ducted the funeral service, and as the coffin 
was lowered into the vault a firing party 
from the Sixty-sixth Battalion fired the usu- 
al three volleys over the pave. the band 
playing a bar of a funeral hymn between 
each volley.

IT GIVES POLITICIANS A SENSATION 


The New-York Senator Heartily Wel- 
comed — What He Talked 
About—A Compliment 


from a Lady, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—There was a sen- 
sation to-night in political circles when it 
was reported that Senator Hill was dining 
at the White House. So great was the 
curiosity to know whether the statement 


was true that some people went to the 
Executive Mansion and inquired of the door- 
keeper, while others contented themselves 
with watching the President’s guests as 
they passed along the main corridor, in 
plain view of persons on the entrance steps. 

Those who remained on watch until 10:45 
o’clock had the gatisfaction of seeing Mr. 
Hill and Secretary Lamont pacing, arm in 
arm, up and down the corridor, both with 
flowers in the lapels of their coats, and the 
senior Senator from New-York talking in 
the most animated fashion. Later the un- 
wonted spectacle was presented of Senator 
Hill and Hoke Smith emerging from the 
White House with their arms locked. Sen- 
ator Hill did not have a carriage, but 
walked from the Normandie to the White 
House and back, 

It was on March 8, 1893, that Mr. Hill 
made his first and only visit to the White 
House since Mr. Cleveland became Presi- 
dent, until to-night. His presence at the 
mansion to-night was due to an invitation 
from the President to attend the dinner 
given to the Cabinet. Such an invitation is 
considered in Washington to be equivalent 
to a command, and, although Mr. Hill saw 
fit, a year ago, to decline such an invita- 
tion, he evidently concluded this year, when 
the invitation was received, that it would 
be courteous to.accept, and accept he did. 

He was cordially received by the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland, and, when the 
time came for the guests to repair to the 
State dining room, ne was assigned to escort 
Mrs. Hurst, the widow of the Senator from 
California. His right-hand neighbor at the 
table: was Mrs, W. K. Carlisle, the wife of 
Secretary Carlisle’s eldest son. 

After dinner there was general conversa- 
tion, and Mr. Hill had an opportunity to dis- 
cuss politics and less absorbing topics with 
W. L. Wilson, Secretary Carlisle, Speaker 
Crisp, and Secretary Lamont. Being fresh 
from Albany, he entertained the President 
with a description of the ‘ frills’’ now be- 
ing indulged in at the Executive Mansion 
there. The only reference to the late po- 
litical upheaval in New-York State was in- 
directly made by the wife of a Cabinet offi- 
cer, who tapped Mr. Hill on the shoulder 


and said that he was ‘her kind of a 
Democrat.”’ ‘ 

Senator Hill was in an amiable frame of 
mind as he walked away from the White 
House, after bidding the President and Mrs, 
Cleveland good night, but he would not 
talk for publication concerning the way he 
had spent his evening, beyond saying that 
he had enjoyed himself. When asked 
Whether his visits to the White House 
would be more frequent now than formerly 
he merely laughed. He added that he had 
not been in the East Room since President 
Grant’s last term. 

The dinner at which Mr. Hill was a guest 
was the first of the State dinners given by 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland to the 
members of the Cabinet. 

The decorations of all the apartments 
were on a most elaborate scale. The bay 
window in the East Room was banked to 
the ceiling with palms, and the mantels 
were hidden by roses and carnations. In 
the corners of the room were groups of 
plants, among which the scarlet poinsettia 
gleamed vividly. On the top of the round 
sofa in the centre of the room was a 
sweeping palm, and over the doorways were 
potted plants, amid which sparkled electric- 
al jets beneath shades of red, white, and 
blue. The chandeliers were wreathed with 
smilax, and curtains of the vine were drawn 
across the mirrors. 

In the Green Room there was a pro- 
fusion of palms and white flowers. ‘Tall 
rubber trees stood like sentinels around 
the Red Room, and in the Blue Room the 
windows were massed with a wealth of 
plants and poinsettia blooms. The Red Cor- 
ridor was aglow with light, and from the 
chandeliers smilax fell in grateful festoons. 

In the State dining room the table was 
arranged in the form of the letter T. In 
the centre of the table there was a plat, 
three feet in length, of maiden hair fern 
and orchids, and at each end of the table 
there were smaller mounds of the same 
flowers. The tall branching silver can- 
delabras were capped with shades of a 
delicate pink. At each place occupied by a 
lady there was a cluster of orchids and 
ferns, and a single orchid was at each gen- 
tleman’s place. Palms and rubber plants, 
with myriads of scarlet poinsetta blooms, 
filled the windows and stood against the 
sides of the apartment, and the mantels 
were massed with white camellias und deep 
red carnations, and from this mass of blos- 
soms hung a feathery fringe of asparagus 
vines, . 

The Marine Band, stationed in the vesti- 
bule, promptly at 7:30 o'clock struck up 
‘* Hail to the Chief,’’ and the President, with 
Mrs. Gresham, walked from the WBast 
Room down the crimson-carpeted corridor, 
followed by the other guests. These were 
Secretary of the Treasury and Mrs. Car- 
lisle, Secretary of War and Mrs. Lamont, 
Attorney General and Mrs. Olney, Post- 
master General and Mrs. Bissell, Secretary 
of the Navy and Miss Herbert, the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture and Miss Morton, the Speaker of the 
House and Mrs. Crisp, William L. Wilson, 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Tracey, Gen. and 
Mrs. Schofield, Dr. and Mrs. Joseph D. 
Bryant of New-York, Mrs. Perrine, Senator 
and Mrs. McPherson, Senator Ransom, Sen- 
ator Hill, Mr. and Mrs. Alexander E, Orr 
of Brooklyn, Mr. and Mrs. George B. Rob- 
erts of Philadelphia, Mr. and Mrs. Don M. 
Dickinson, Mrs. Hearst, Mrs. Janin, Senator 
and Mrs. Manderson, Senator and Mrs. 
Bate, Mrs. John G. Milburn of Buffalo, Mrs. 
William K. Carlisle and L. Clarke-Davis of 
Philadelphia. Mrs. Cleveland, with the Sec- 
retary of State, came last. 

Mrs. Cleveland wore a robe of pale pink 
silk, brocaded with fiowers in their natural 
colors. Around the train was a band of 
cut-steel embroidery, and the low corsage 
was trimmed with rare lace. Her orna- 
ments were diamonds. 

Mrs. Carlisle was in petunia-colored bro- 
caded satin and lace; Mrs. Lamont, a gown 
of rose-pink satin, embroidered in silver; 
Mrs. Olney, black silk, with turquoise vel- 
vet; Miss Herbert, green satin; Miss Mor- 
ton, pearl-gray moire and white lace, and 
Mrs. Gresham, pink and silk mousseline de 
soie draperies.

BOSTON, Jan. 3,.—The Rev. Josiah M. 
Gunning of Brooklyn, N. Y., by a decision 
of the full bench of the Supreme Court to- 
day, will have to pay $1,609 to Henry W. 
Putnam, the receiver of the American Pro- 
tective League. 

Mr. Gunning was a Director in the order, 
and at one time resided in this city, and 
had charge of a parish in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
On Jan. 1, 1892, he made a contract for 
eighteen months’ service at $1,500 a year 
with the Committee on Supplies. He was 
to superintend and promote the growth and 
well-being of the order in New-York and 
New-Jersey. He received the $1,500 sued for 
under this contract. The quarterly pay- 
ments of his salary were made once or 
more before they were due, and they were 
paid out of the reserve fund, which was 
not to be used for such purposes. 

The case was tried last Spring in the Su- 
perior Court, where the plaintiff got a 
verdict for $1,609. ‘Ine opinion delivered by 
the full bench to-day concludes as follows: 
“We are of opinion that this testimony, in 
connection with the other evidence in the 
case, was proper for the consideration of 
the jury on the question whether the de- 
fendant did not, while a Director of the 
company, connive with the other managing 
officers to obtain money of the corporation 
without consideration and against right.”’ 


KILLED BY AN EXPRESS TRAIN 


P. Sweeney Struck While Walking on 
a Railroad Near Woonsocket, R. I. 


WOONSOCKET, R. I., Jan. 3.—A north- 
bound express train on the Worcester Di- 
vision of the Consolidated Railroad struck a 
man walking on the track at the bridge at 
Albion this afternoon. He was thrown 
against,a fence and received such injuries 
that he did not recover consciousness. He 
died in this city, to which he was brought 
by the train which struck him. 

Letters in his possession indicate that he 
was Patrick Sweeney of 230 East Twenty- 
ninth Street, New-York, and that he has a 
sister, Mrs. Annie Culloway at 588 Central 


Avenue, Pawtucket, R. I. He was ap- 
parently about thirty years old. . 


Patrick Sweeney has been living with 
his brother John for some months in a 


room at 230 East Twenty-ninth Street. The 
first news that John Sweeney had of his 
brother’s death was when a reporter for The 
New-York Times called at the house with 
the above telegram last night. 

He said his brother was a machinist, and 
Was supposed yesterday to be on his way 
from Providence, R. 1, where his family 
lives. 


Two Men Killed at Mott Haven. 


Two men, either tramps or poor working- 
men, were killed by a north-bound train on 
the New-York Central and Hudson River 

tailroad at One Hundred and Fortieth 
Street shortly after noon yesterday. It is 


supposed that they stepped from the south- 
bound track to get out of the way of 
another train, 

There is a sharp curve above the Mott 
Haven Station at One Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth Street, and the engineer could not 
see the men until his train was almost 
upon them, 

The men were ground to pieces. They 
were violating the law in being upon the 
track. One of the men was about forty 
years old and of medium height, with dark 
hair. The other was about thirty-five 
years old, anc abou. 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, and had dark hair.

DEATH OF DR. H. GOLDTHWAITE 


HE DIES SUDDENLY AT THE FIFTH 
AVENUE HOTEL. 


Stricken with Apoplexy Early Yes- 
terday Morning—Resident Physi- 
cian of the Hotel Since 1878. 


Dr. Henry Goldthwaite died very suddenly 
of apoplexy, early yesterday morning, in the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. He had been resident 
physician there for nearly seventeen years. 

Dr. Goldthwaite had not been well for 
some weeks, but there was no reason for 
apprehension when his son left him soon 
after midnight Thursday. A bellboy was 
hurriedly summoned to the doctor’s room 
about 2:30 o’clock yesterday morning. He 
found that the doctor was barely able to get 
back to his bed after touching the bell 
button, and was falling into unconscious- 
ness. 

A mesgenger was sent to the Hoffman 
House for Dr. Daniel Pease and for Dr. 
L. P. Walker, who was an old friend of 
Dr. Goldthwaite’s. But the patient did not 
recover consciousness before he died, at 3:15 
o’clock in the morning. Word was sent at 
once to his son and to Mrs. Goldthwaite, 
who was spending the holidays with rela- 
tives in Utica. Mrs. Goldthwaite arrived 
here last night, and made arrangements for 


taking the body to Mobile, Ala., for burial. 
Funeral services will be held in the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel this morning. 

Dr. Goldthwaite was born on April 15, 
1842, in Mobile. He was the son of Henry 
Goldthwaite, Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Alabama, and was a nephew of John A. 
Campbell, late Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Dr. Goldthwaite was 
graduated from Princeton College in 1860, 
and soon afterward he joined the Confed- 
erate Army. He was promoted rapidly to 
the rank of Major. After the war he be- 
came the Mobile representative of Brown 
Brothers of this city. But mercantile life 
was not congenial to him, and he came to 
‘this city to study medicine, graduating from 
the Bellevue Medical College in 1876. Later 
he became an instructor in the same col- 
lege. He was appointed in 1878 as resident 
physician of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, a posi- 
tion that he retained until he died. He had 
a very wide acquaintance among prominent 
public men from all over the country, and 
at one time or another had included most 
of them among his patients. 

Dr. Goldthwaite was twice married. His 
first wife, who died many years ago, was 
Miss Tarleton of Mobile. He had two chil- 
dren by her—George Tarleton Goldthwaite, 
who is a lawyer in the firm of Tracy, Board- 
man & Platt, and a daughter, who is mar- 
ried to Dr. John Rose of Hartford. His 
second marriage was to Mrs. Cornelia Mun- 
son of Utica. 


Mrs. Mary Lorrance Lathrop. 


Mrs. Mary L. Lathrop, President of the 
Michigan Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, died at Jackson, Mich., yesterday, 
aged fifty-five years. She had been ill for 
about a year. 

Mary Lorrance Lathrop was born near 
Jackson, April 25, 1838. Her childhood was 
spent amid the hardships of pioneer life. 
jn 1865 she was married, at Detroit, to 
Carnott C. Lathrop, Assistant Surgeon in 
the Ninth Michigan Cavalry, and two years 
later they removed to Jackson, where she 
has since lived. At the age of fourteen 
Mrs. Lathrop was a contributor to various 
newspapers, under the nom de plume of 
* Lena.” Her best known poems are “ The 
Dead March” and ‘‘ What Means This 
Stone? ”’ : 

She early became prominent in church 
work and shortly after affiliating with the 
Methodist Church in Jackson she was 
granted permission to preach, since which 
time she had become prominent as a lect- 
urer in the interests of her own sex. She 
had been State President of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union for many 
years, 


Mrs. Sarah Bryant Reeve. 


Mrs. Sarah Bryant Reeve, widow of Tracy 
Reeve, and niece of William Cullen Bryant, 
died at her home in Princeton, Ill, yester- 
day morning, aged seventy-two years. The 
funeral will pe held to-morrow. Mrs. 


Reeve has been a resident of Illinois since 
1834, having gone there from Cummington, 
Mass., a few months after her marriage. 
They settled at La Moille, where Mr. Reeve 
invested his all ($200) in land, and bor- 
rowed more at 50 per cent. interest. Every 
venture proved successful, and he died a 
millionaire. Mrs. Reeve took a prominent 
part in local literary matters, and for years 
had been a leading member of the Friends- 
in-Counsel of the Ladies’ Literary Society. 
She was an active participant in the recent 
William Cullen Bryant birthday centennial 
celebrations.

REPRESENTATIVE QUIGG WANTS TO KNOW

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Representative 
Quigg of New-York introduced in the House 
to-day the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Postmaster General 
be and he is hereby directed to inform the 
House of Representatives what changes, if 
any, have been made recently in the sala- 
ries and personnel of the clerks of 
the Post Office at New-York City, and 
what the reasons are that have governed 
the department in authorizing or directing 
such changes; and whether any clerks have 
been dismissed who are veterans of the late 
war; and the Postmaster General is di- 
rected to transmit to the House all papers 
and reports concerning the condition of the 
postal service at New-York City which 
have been made to the department as the 
result of a recent investigation of that 
office. 

“ All of the forty clerks discharged from 
the New-York office,” said Mr. Quigg, 
“were, with one exception, Republicans— 
men who had been in the service for a num- 
ber of years. The managenenrt of the New- 
York office has been conducted for fifteen 
years with a strict regard to the principles 
of civil service reform. This was as true of 
the former Democratic Administration as 
of any of the Republican Administrations. 
What I would like to know is, if the office 
is still being managed in the same intelli- 
gent and businesslike manner.” 

Mr. Quigg was unsuccessful in getting his 
resolution before the House to-day, Mr.

; Mrs. Keery and Mr. Dimon’s legal heirs 
for the control of the fortune. 

Justice Ingraham, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday decided in favor of the heira 

Stephen C. Dimon died on Jan. 12, 1893. 
He left personal property of the value of 


about $25,000, which was composed mainly 
of securities on deposit in safe deposit 
vaults. He also left a one-seventh interest 
in the “old ship yard” property, bounded 
by Lewis and Third Streets and the East 
River. The value of this property is esti- 
mated at about $350,000. 

Mr. Dimon was an eccentric character, 
and was about sixty years old when he 
died. For many years he resided with Mrs. 
Keery and her mother, Mrs. Gray, at 7 
West Forty-seventh Street, which is said 
to have been purchased with part of his 
money. He is said to have paid about $125 
a month for being the ‘“‘star’’ boarder in 
the house and being cared for by Mrs. 
Keery and her mother, 

Mrs. Keery made the acquaintance of Mr. 
Dimon about eighteen years ago. Her 
claim to his property was based upon @ 
will, which she declared he executed in her 
favor on Sept. 30, 1884. The consideration 
was his friendship for her, and also that 
she should give him care and comfort for 
the remainder of his days. She declared 
that she read the will in the presence of 
Mr. Dimon, but that she was unable to find 
it after his death. 

Mrs. Keery’s suit was brought against Mr. 
Dimon’s brothers and sisters, who disputed 
her claim to tHeir brother’s property, and 


asserted that they, as his heirs, were enti- 
tled to it. Upon the trial of the case, the 
brothers and sisters produced in evidence a 
mutilated will, which Mr. Dimon executed 
in 1891, containing substantially the same 
provisions as in the alleged lost will, which 
Mrs, Kerry said was executed in her fa- 
vor. There were many erasures and ob- 
literations made by Mr. Dimon, and it ap- 
peared as if his signature had been blotted 
out, with the intent of revoking the paper. 
Ex-Police Justice B. T. Morgan and Roy 
M. Smith were said to be the two witnesses 
to the will of 1884. Mr. Smith was not 
produced on trial, as it was said that he 
had disappeared. Mr. Morgan testified to 
having seen the will as late as 1892, but he 
was not positive, All attempts to trace the 
will of 1884 proved fruitless. — 

In a decision against Mrs. Keery, 
Ingraham says: . 
eT do not think the court is justified in 
diverting large sums of money trom those 
legally entitled to it by allowing a lost will 
to be proved, except upon the clearest and 
most satisfactory evidence of the existence 
of a will at the time of the testator’s death, 
and the testimony in this case falls short ot 
what I consider necessary to establish such 
a will.’’ . 

This decision does not end her litigation, 
according to Mrs. Keery and her attorneys. 
She says that on his deathbed Mr. Dimon 
gave her the keys to safe deposit vaults. 
The contents of the vaults, valued at 
$25,000, were to be her property, she de- 
clares, but, under an order of the court, 
they were turned over to the administrator, 
She now means to sue for their recovery. 


ACTION AGAINST BUILDER CROFT. 


Justice 


Charged with Grand Larceny—Broker 
J. S.- Bache the Complainant. 


Some interesting facts promise to develop 
in connection with the arrest of William F. 
€roft, a prominent Harlem builder, for 
grand larceny. 

Mr. Croft is well known as a man about 
town, with a tendency to bet large amounts 
at»election time, and fond of dabbling in 
stocks. He was one of the foremost figures 
in the ring of betting men that make the 
Hoffman House café their headquarters 
during election. He has been known to put 
up $5,000 at a time in wagers. 

The complainant against Mr. Croft is J. 
S.- Bache of J, 8. Bache & Co., stock bro- 


kers, at 47 Exchange Place. Mr. Bache 
charges that Mr. Croft used funds of the 
estate left by Frances A. Croft, the build- 
er’s wife, to speculate in stocks. 

Mr. Croft stigmatizes his arrest as an at- 
tempt on Mr. Bache’s part to prevent the 

ushing of a suit brought against the bro- 
age firm by the builder. 


Mr. Bache’s story, as told to the District | 


Attorney, is that the firm opened branch 
offices in Saratoga last Summer, through 
which Mr. Croft did his business. He gave 
five checks, Mr. Bache alleges, aggregating 
$4,200, all of which he lost. The checks 
were signed “‘ William F. Croft, Executor,” 
and were drawn on the Mount Morris Bank. 
When asked about the “ executor’’ by the 
Saratoga manager, Mr. Croft, it is alleged, 
replied: 

“ That’s all right. I am executor for no- 
body. I told you I had had some trouble. I 
have my account in that way, so as to pro- 
tect it against my creditors. Don’t say any- 
thing about it.’’ 

Afterward the builder, it is said, demand- 
‘ed the return of his money, alleging that it 
belonged to his wife’s estate. The demand 
was refused, whereupon suit was begun to 
compel repayment on the ground that the 
money was part of a trust fund. Thereupon 
the brokers brought the matter before the 
yuthorities. 


BELASCO-FAIRBANK SUIT. 


further Bill of Particulars Asked 


from the Playwright. 


David Belasco’s famous fifty-thousand, 
dollar suit against N. K. Fairbank, th 
Chicago millionaire, will probably be tried 
some time during the next century, 

The suit has been dragging through the 
courts now for about three years, and is 
apparently no nearer trial to-day than it 
was when the original complaint was 
served. It has never yet reached the

Work, and Recommend Many ~ 
Improvements. 


The twenty-second annual report of. the 


New-York County Visiting Committee of | 
the,-State Charities’ Aid Association for 


Bellevue Hospital and other public tnstl- 
tutions has. just been made public. Sole 

The whole number of persons in the De- 
partment of Charities and Correction Sept. 
30, 1894, was 17,910, of ‘whom .14,990 were 
inmates. The whole number of lunatics 
Oct. 1, 1894, was 6,395, an increase of 311 
Since- Oct. 1, 1893. The capacity of the 
aSylums is stated to be 4,826, an increase 
of 491 in the year. Speaking of thé in- 
crease of patients, the report says: . 
“In the two years since Oct. 1, 1892, the 
imcrease of patients has been 628, of ac- 
cOmmodation 513. This is certainly less 
fruit than was hoped for from the ex- 
penditure of $500,000, authorized more than 
two years ago, for additional buildings for 
the insane: It should, however, be remem- 
bered that the improvement is greater than 
the extension of a¢commodation, many of 
the old buildings having been abandoned as 
unfit for occupation.” 

The committee complains that the asy- 


lums do riot receive the supplies to which 
they are entitled. Referring to the attacks 
of.certain newspapers on the management 
of the asylums arid the subsequent inves- 
tigation, the committee says: 

“ While it has Seemed to your committee 
that the animus of the attacks was unfair 
and the newspaper reports of the evidence 
sensational rather than candid, the defects 
of the system’ under which the asylums 
are administered have been so clearly 
shown by the investigation as to confirm 
the conviction that they ~.should no longer 
form part of an overgrown city department, 
competing with prisons, almshouses, and 
hospitals for a share in the appropriations, 
but should be erected into a State insane 
hospital, and thus brought into line with 
the progressive policy of the present time.’ 

In regard to the deficiencies referfed to 
in reports of the several institutions, the 
statement is made that, while the per 
Capita amounts allowed for supplies and 
salaries was somewhat larger last year 
than they were six years_ before, the 
amounts allowed for new buildings and re- 
pairs were much too small for the needs 
of the department, considering. the fact 
that. the poor condition of many of the 
buildings causes a constant drain on the 
appropriations. For repairs. last year, re- 
quest was made for $6.40 per capita, and 
only $3.04 allowed. For buildings, the amount 
per capita wanted was $5.78, and the 
amount allowed, $2.06. Both of these 
amounts allowed were considerably below 
those of 1893, although the average census 
of the department in: 1893 was 15,677,

tutions the committee gatnered the follow. 
ing as the immediate needs:

In the report of the workhouse on 
Blackwell’s Island appear figures showing 
the effect of the prolonged business de- 
pression. On this increase the visitors say: 

“During the year ending Oct. 1, 1894, 
there were 5,924 (or 35 per cent.) more com- 
mitments than in the gs pee year. Of the 
whole number, 2,781 (2,228 men, 553 women) 
were self-commitments. The increase in the 
number of self-committed men is partly 
due to a resolution passed by the Board of 
Commissioners at the close of 1893, namely, 
that all able-bodied unpaid helpers in the 
different institutions must commit them- 
selves if they wished to remain. This 
measure, though it may have borne hardly 
on some individuals, will probably prove 
beneficial on the whole, as tending to re- 
duce the large number of hangers-on about 
the department. 

“Tt was stated that comparatively few 
of the regular ‘rounders’ appeared on the 
Island last Winter; they probably found it 
easier than usual to make a living from the 
goft-hearted public. The men’s side of the 
‘workhouse was crowded with men of.a 
much better class than common, so that 
even the punishment cells were used as 
sleeping places, and in March 100 men were 
sleeping in ten tents on the grounds. Yet 
no addition was made to the force of the 
employes; there were but 12 keepers for over 

200 men, and only 36 paid men all told.

SEWELL’'S CHANCES FOR SENATOR 


Governors Inaugurated in Maine and 
New-Hampshire — Russell Gets 
Empty Honors in Massa- 
chusetts, 


BOSTON, Jan. 3.—Frederic T. Greenhalge 
Was inaugurated in Representatives’ Cham- 
ber of the State House to-day, and immedi- 
ately delivered his inaugural address. In 
it the Governor recommended further 
changes in the election laws, and especially 


in the provisions regulating the manner of 
conducting primary meetings. 

Upon the question of liquor legislation the 
Gevernor was emphatic in his suggestion 
that the existing system of license with 
lecal option should be allowed to stand 
unchanged. ‘ Energetic action,” he said, 
“under existing laws may produce quite as 
satisfactory gains as feverish efforts to se- 
cure new legislation.” That the sentiment 
in favor of temperance has been growing 
in the Commonwealth was, he contended, 
clearly proved by the results of the voting 
in the several cities and towns. Of the 323 
towns, 250 voted no license and 70 voted 
yes. Three were tied. Of the 30 cities, 19 
voted yes and 11 voted no. Seventeen 
towns changed no to yes, 20 towns changed 
yes to no, 286 towns unchanged; 4 cities 
changed no to yes, viz.: Pittsfield, Lynn, 
Salem, and Waltham; 2 cities changed yes 
to no, viz.: Haverhill and Medford. 

Mtch atténtion was given to the subject 
of cattle inspection, and further legislation 
to carry on the work was urged. 

The Governor reviewed the efforts made 
to secure rapid transit for Boston. He gave 
a comprehensive summary of the condition 
of the savings and co-operative banks of 
the State: During the year ending Oct. 31, 
1894, 1,044,649 deposits, amounting to $74,- 
946,570.01, were made in the 185 savings 
banks; $15,770,963.89 in dividends were 
placed to the credit of depositors; there 
were 968,577 withdrawals, amounting to 
$74,124,697.33, leaving the aggregate amount 
to the credit of depositors $416,778,017.53, 
represented by 1,247,090 accounts, an aver- 
age of $334.20 to each account. The total 
assets of the banks amount to $442,391,- 
264.81. : 

As compared with the previous year, these 
figures show a decrease of 56,761 in number 
of deposits made, a decrease of $780,901.02 
in amount of deposits made, an increase of 
15,524 in number of withdrawals, a decrease 
of $10,278,377.96 in amount of withdrawals, 
an increase of $115,398.08 in dividends, an 
increase of $16,782,447.72 in the aggregate of 
deposits, an increase of $17,811,930.43 in 
total assets, and an increase of $4.85 in the 
average to each account. 

The co-operative banks had an aggregate 
dues capital of $15,644,542.69. This repre- 
fents the actual savings of the members 
paid by them into the banks, the profits to 
which they are entitled being kept in a sep- 
arate account, called “ profits capital.’ 

Three specific recommendations for radi- 
cal legislation were made by the Governor. 
** I hold,” he said, ‘‘ to the views expressed 
in the message of last year as to the ex- 
tension of municipal suffrage to women, 

‘“*T think, too, that the time is ripe for 
@ thorough and decisive consideration of the 
great question of inaugurating biennial elec- 
tions in this Commonwealth. 

“‘It will be well to consider whether more 
stringent legislation is not needed to check 
the brutality of the prize fight and the 
sparring bout.’’ 

The Legislature to-day assigned Jan. 15, 
2:30 P. M., for the election of United States 
Senator. 

At a caucus of the Democrats, this after- 
noon, John E. Russell was nominated for 
Senator. 


GOV. NELSON IS A CANDIDATE, 


The Strongest Opponent That Has Yet 
Appeared Against Senator Washburn. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 3.—Gov. Nelson is 
@n open candidate for Senator against 
Washburn. Chafing under the attacks of 
Washburn’s managers and The Minneapolis 
Tribune, the Governor informed ex-Lieut. 
Gov. Yale of Winona at the close of a long 
talk last night that he had about decided to 
come out as a candidate. 

Yale is a Washburn man, and received 
the announcement with regret, dnd on his 
importunity the Governor agreed to with- 
hold his decision until morning. This morn- 
ing came an additional broadside from The 
Minneapolis Tribune, upon seeing which 
the Governor made up his mind to act. A 
little before noon Senator Washburn, hear- 
ing of the rumors, repaired to the’ Capitol 
and called on the Governor. He asked him 
what there was :n the reports, and Nelson 
informed him frankly that he had decided 
to be a candidate. Mr. Washburn ex- 
eeeawes surprise in view of the pledges to 

im, and the Governor asked if he thought 
he kad the only right to be a candidate. 
Senator Washburn informed him that the 
only claim he had, as between them, was 
as far as the Governor’s pledges to him 
_— good. Gov. Nelson turned his back on 
ulm. 

Congressman McCleary arrived during the 
day and formally announced his candidacy. 
This makes up a field of four—Comstock, 
McCleary, Nelson, and Washburn. The 
real fight is between Nelson and Washburn, 
with the chances slightly in favor of the 
latter. 

John L. Gibbs withdrew as a candidate 
for Speaker this afternoon, which insures 
the election of Samuel L. Vansant. 


GOV. CLEAVES INAUGURATED. 


Renominated by the 
Maine Republicans. 


AUGUSTA, Me., Jan. 3.—Gov. Cleaves 
fwas inaugurated before the Legislature to- 
day. The committee appointed to canvass 
the Gubernatorial vote reported the whole 
mumber of votes cast as 107,818, of which 
Cleaves had 69,352, Johnson 30,477, Hersey 


2,733, Bateman 5,343; scattering, 18. The 
Senate amended the returns, adding 107 
votes to the total number of votes for 
Cleaves. 

In joint caucus Secretary of State Fes- 
senden, Attorney General Powers, and State 
Assessor Burleigh were re-elected. F. M. 
Simpson of Carmel was elected State Treas- 
urer. The Republican nominees for the 
Executive Council were also elected.

THE CHURCHES AND THE PEOPLE 


Topic Discussed Before the Twilight Club— 
Mrs. Ballington Booth. Tells of Sal- 
vation Army Work. 


The Twilight Club held its thirteenth an- 
nual dinner and meeting at the St. Denis 
Hotel last night. There were 200 women and 
men present, who, after the dinner, list- 
ened to the short talks upon ‘“‘ What Are the 
Churches Doing for the People?” 

Col. J. B, Wilkinson, Jr., was the Chair- 
man for the evening. He introduced the 
topic for discussion, and was followed by 
Charles F. Wingate, Col, C. W. Fuller, Dr. 
M. L. Holbrook,-and 8s. C. T. Dodd. 

Mrs, J. C. Croly (Jennie June) said: 

“We can hardly take the subject from 
the point of view as to what. has the 
Church done for the people within the 
Church. The people outside the Church re- 
ceive no benefits, unless the Church goes 
to them. The Church is what it is, not 
what it was. It is what those who ,make 
it. wish it to be. The Church lost its hu- 
manity when it was made the voice of dog- 
ma. We cannot expect too much of the 
churches, but let us be thankful that they 
are growing more human and more broad.” 

Mrs. Ballington Booth, who was heartily 
received, said: 

“I simply voice the feeling and sentiment 


of the Salvation Army in my remarks, The 
Salvation Army is outside of the pale of 
“the churches,’ but still is a part of the 
Church. 

“I do not wish to speak of what the 
churches do or leave undone, but I do say 
that the Church of the present day has be- 
come a fold for the white re and when 
the black sheep tries to enter he is turned 
back into the wilderness. 

‘‘If the Church is to do Christ’s work, it 
must forget itself and go out after the 
black sheep. We have learned to love the 
black sheep, who have remained in. the 
wilderness, unsought by ‘ the churches.’ 

‘““We believe that the real vital life of 
every man or woman is when he or she for- 
gets himself or herself and goes forth seek- 
ing to do good. We do not believe it to oe 
our duty to give bread for the body with- 
out the inspiration for the soul, and, while 
we work for the souls, we also share our 
bread. - 

‘Every Sunday night Cooper Union is 
crowded with a class of people that 
will find in no church in this city. Je 
have made 1,200 converts in one church on 
the Bowery in the last fifteen months. We 
do not pauperize our converts; they work 
for the cause with us, and find themselves 
able to do the work. Our work is: increas- 
ing at a more rapid rate than ever before, 
and we mean to continue it at even a 
greater rate.’’ 

Mrs. Booth related instances of the work 
that the Salvation Army was doing for the 
people in changing their lives, renewing 
their manhood, and showing them that there 
is something to live for and work for with 


a joyous heart. 
he said, ‘‘in bein 


**We believe,” one 
with the people in the brotherhood and 
sisterhood of law and humanity. You can- 
not reach the world’s heart without reach- 
ing its level. The churches do not go to 
the root of the matter. However much you 
may question our methods, no one dares 
to question the work of our staff officers 
and their self-imposed abnegation. We 
make our Church as we go, we take ad- 
vantage of the situation, and carry our 
Church with us; we do not expect the people 
to come to us to be saved; we go to them. 

“We have a desperate, fanatical faith, 
for which I say, thank God! We do the 
work that the churches as constituted do 
not, and cannot do. The Bowery tough, 
the Cherry Street tough, and the other 
toughs in various parts of the city are dis- 
tinct in their individualities. From their 
past vice we strive to release them, and 
succeed to a greater degree than you would 
suppose to be possible. The only way to 
reach these people is by the loving touch 
of sympathy. 

“The Church needs to go to the aching 
hearts and carry the love of Christ to 
them. I do not say the Church cannot 
do this, but I do say that the Salvation 
Army can and does. I believe that the 
Church would lose nothing by coming into 
closer contact with the poor and vile. I 
want to see the heathen of America saved 
and am in favor of home, rather than for- 
eign, missions.’’

LESS THAN AN HOUR OF LIFE WAS 
‘LEFT THE CRIMINAL. 


The Coffin and Shroud Were All Ready 
—Legal Arguments Will Delay 
the Hanging for a Year. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Jan. 3.—Lawyer John 
Semple walked into Sheriff Barrett’s office 
at the county jail at 8:45 o’clock this morn- 
ing and served him with an official order 
from the United States Supreme Court, 
staying the execution of Lambert, pending 
the argument of counsel for Lambert’s re- 
lease on constitutional grounds. 

The order was granted by Associate Jus- 
tice George Shiras, Jr., of Washington, and 
was secured yesterday. Judge Dallas of 
the United States Circuit Court made it 
operative by his indorsement. 

The writ is made returnable on March 4 
next, but the case will not be argued until 
the October term of the United States Su- 
preme Court, and possibly not then. 

Sheriff Barrett, upon being served with 
the. order, sent for his counsel, J. Willard 
Morgan. The latter declared the order le- 
gal and proper, and under his advice the 
Sheriff declared the execution postponed. 

The news of the further reprieve of Lam- 
bert soon spread, and was the cause of 
more or less excitement. The preparations 
for the execution were full and complete. 
Even the coffin and shroud were on hand, 
and less than an hour of life was left to 
the condemned man. 

Lambert (colored) was to have been hanged 
here to-day, having been convicted of the 
murder of William C. Kairer, an aged and 
well-to-do baker, in this city, early on the 
morning of Dec. 4, 1893. Lambert was 
robbing Kairer’s house. He was convicted 
mainly on the testimony of Josiah Stevens, 
also colored, who lived in the same house 
with Lambert. Lambert charged Stevens 
with being an accomplice and declared that 
he [Stevens] had done the shooting. Stev- 
ens was also arrested and both were in- 
dicted, but Stevens was acquitted. 

Mr. Semple made strenuous efforts to 
save his client, his most prominent move 
being a recent application to the Supreme 
Court for the negro. release on the ground 
that he was legally dead, because the respite 

ranted by the Governor, which expired to- 
ay, allowed the original date for the exe- 


cution to pass. This unique constitutional 
question was, however, overruled.

Policemen and a Mob of Citizens Pursued a 
Snow Cart Driver, and It All Ended 
in a Wrong Arrest. .

FEW DERELICTS IN THE NORTH ATLANTIC

The Hydrographer Predicts Stormy 
Weather During January. 


In the Hydrographic Office statement pub- 
lished yesterday it is noted that reports 
received during December indicate that the 
North Atlantic is unusually free from dere- 
licts at the present time, and none seems 
to obstruct the transatlantic steamship 
routes. Five derelicts noted on the De- 
cember chart as having been set on fire 
were probably destroyed, as none of them 
has been since reported. 

A derelict ship off Ushant was towed in 
to St. Nazaire. The bark Barcelona was 
towed into Tampico, and the bark Talis- 
man was towed into Vineyard Haven. 

Mariners are cautioned to avoid the fol- 
lowing coastwise wrecks: A sunken schoon- 


er thirteen to sixteen miles southeast by 
east from Barnegat, with a mast showing, 
and a sunken wreck, with an iron spar 
standing, forty miles southwest from Five 
Fathom Bank Lightship. 

In his forecast for January the Hydro- 
grapher predicts stormy weather north of 
the fortieth parallel and along the Ameri- 
can coast north of Hatteras; strong wester- 
ly and northwesterly gales along the trans- 
atlantic steamship routes, the effect of 
which is frequently felt as far south as lat- 
itude 35° north; occasional gales in 
the vicinity of the Azores; northers may 
be expected in the Gulf of Mexico; fog at 
intervals on the Grand Banks, but~ not in 
extended areas. Ice may appear near Cape 
Race toward the latter part of the month. 


REVOKING OF A FRANCHISE CONSIDERED 


Aldermen Discuss the Grant to the 
North and East River Road. 


The Board of Aldermen of 1894 met yes- 
terday. The chamber was draped with 
black, because of the death of Alderman 
Flynn, 


The question having been raised whether 
the present Board of Aldermen had the 
legal right to grant franchises and do 
other important things, now that it is 
1895, the Corporation Counsel rendered an 
opinion that the board was still in power 
and would remain so until and including 
the first Monday in January. 

Chairman Morgan of the Railroad Com- 
mittee reported in favor of authorizing the 
Controller to make application to*the Su- 
preme Court for a judgment declaring for- 
feited the right of the North and East 
River Railroad Company to use the road 
it now does. The claim is that it has for- 
feited its franchise by failing to pay the 
city the percentage of its receipts as it 
agreed. 

The Railroad Committee suggests 
the franchise, unless legally declared for- 
feited, should be sold again. The road, 
which ruins through Fulton Street, is said 
to have been insolvent for some time. 

The motion was laid over for five days. 
The board will meet next Monday.

HE’S AFTER THE LONG ISLAND CO. 


Mr. Townsend Says the Personal Property 
of That Corporation, Assessed at 
$250,000, is Worth $3,000,000. 


LONG ISLAND CITY, Jan. 3.—At the 
meeting to-day of the Queens County 
Board of Supervisors, for the purpose of 
signing the tax warrants of the assessors 
of the various towns and Long Island City, 
ex-Supervisor Edward N. Townsend of 
Oyster Bay made a protest against the 
warrant of the Jamaica Assessors. 

In an affidavit, he declared that the Long 
Island Railway Company possessed person- 
al property valued at upward of $3,000,000, 
which was liable to assessment for taxa- 
tion at its full value; that the principal 
office of the company, being at Morris Park, 
town of Jamaica, this property was liable 


to a personal tax in that town, and that 
when he called the attention of the Ja- 
maica Assessors to the law they seemed 
surprised and said that if the facts were 
as stated the company should be assessed 
for $2,000,000 worth of personal property, 
and that they would place the property on 
the assessment roll for $1,000,000 worth of 
personal property, and notify the company 
to that effect. 

Mr. Townsend says that after the tax 
roll had been completed he found that 
the Long Island Railroad Company’s prop- 
erty had been assessed at but $250,000, in- 
creasing the tax rate of every individual 
in the county nearly 5 per cent.; of the indi- 
vidual taxpayers of the town of Jamaica 
nearly 12 per cent., and of the school dis- 
trict of Morris Park nearly double what it 
would be if the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pany was assessed according to law. 

It is expected that the Supervisors will 
take action in the matter.

REPUBLICANS FRAMING AN EXCISE BILL 


Said to Provide for One Commissioner 
and a Higher License Fee. 


Under Republican direction, it is said, a 
new excise law is being framed, which will 
provide for one Commissioner. 

The framers of the bill, it is understood, 
hope to secure the passage of a provision 
whereby the public may have an oppor- 
tunity to decide, by ballot, at.a general 
election, as to Sunday opening, the result 
to be incorporated in the new law. 

It is supposed that the license fee in the 
new bill will be much higher than it is at 
present, since the framers claim that the 
bill, if passed, will diminish the number 
of saloons. 

Morris Tekulsky, President of the Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, said yesterday: 

“If.the framers of the bill think that it 
will pass the Legislature with a high li- 


cense fee inserted in the blank space, they 
will find themselves sadly mistaken. It will 
not go. The people will have something to 
say about that. The poor man, against 
whom high license will militate, should have 
even a better chance than the rich. As to 
voting on Sunday opening, I have often 
urged publicly that the question be put to 
popular vote, with the view of ascertaining, 


once for all, whether a majority wishes to j 


have saloons open for a few hours Sunday 
or not. As for myself, I would rather they 
would remain closed ‘from Saturday night 
until Monday morning.’’ .

UNSAFE PUBLIC SCHOOLS

Many Found to be Dangerous to 
Health and Life. 


GAS NECESSARY IN SOME CLASSROOMS 


Thousands of Children in 
from Fire--Unsafe Exits—Foul 
Odors Sewers— 
Lack of Desks.

Notwithstanding ‘the report of C. B. J. 
Snyder, Superintendent of School Buildings, 
@ summary of which was published ex- 
clusively yesterday in The New-York Times, 
setting forth the work accomplished by the 
Board of Education since last Spring in 
remedying the evils complained of by ex- 


Commissioner Charles C.. Wehrum, it ap- 


pears, on investigation, that there are still 
many things to be done to some of the New- 
York public schools before they will be safe 
and healthful places for children to study 
and play in. 

An investigation yesterday by reporters 
for The New-York Times showed a danger- 
ous condition of affairs to exist in a number 
of the schools. 

A primary school was found at Ninety- 
ninth Street and Second Avenue where the 
children were studying by gaslight in thir- 
teen of the sixteen rooms. 

This place is a constant source of immi- 
nent peril to the lives of over 1,000 helpless 
little children, many of whose tender lives 
would be sacrificed if a fire should ever ob-. 
tain headway in the old tinder-box, which 
is dignified with the name of a New-York 
primary school. 

At Grammar School No. 55, in Twentieth 
Street, between Sixth and Seventh Ave- 
nues, anold pipe leading to the sewer was dis- 
covered by the reporters under the floor of the 
basement. “Every time it rains hard the sew- 
age backs up into the basement of the 
school through the sewer, filling the building 
with foul and unhealthful smells. This 
trouble, which could be remedied for $25, 
has existed for four years. 

The: old rat-trap and fire-trap at Essex 
Market was found to be still in use as a 
primary school, although the City Con- 
troller ordered the Trustees months ago to 
find a better place for the children. 

In an old three-story tenement in Sheriff 
Street little children were found studying 
without desks, bending their bodies into 
horseshoe shape while they wrote with their 
slates on their knees. Desks were found to 
be lacking in several schools. 

In view of the facts discovered by re- 
porters for The New-York Times, Superin- 
tendent Snyder may find it convenient to 
amend his report before presenting it next 
Wednesday to the Board of Educatidn. 

Charles H. Knox, President of the Board 
of Education, said, when his attention was 
called. to a number of the schools herein 
specified: “I know nothing about any of 
the evils which dre mentioned. Of course, 
[ am not a sanitary expert. The board 
puts the responsibility for the condition of 
the school buildings on Superintendent Sny- 
der. 

“The Board of Education is hampered by 
lack of funds.” 

One of the worst school houses in New- 
York is Primary School No. 9, at Second 
Avenue and Ninety-ninth Street. It would 
be hard to imagine a building more unsuit- 
able for public school purposes, or more 
dangerous. 

The place was originally an old brick 

factory, with wooden floors, beams, and 
. stairways. The building is owned, it is 
stated, by Jacob Ruppert, the brewer. It 
has been rented by the Board of Education 
for seven years, at $3,800 a year, and a new 
lease has been entered into, by virtue of 
which the board will use the place for @ 
public school for at least two years longer. 
Nearly $27,000 has already been paid in 
rent for the use of the building, and by 
the time the board is through it will have 
paid to Brewer Ruppert about half the cost 
ef a large new school. 

Ex-Commisisoner Wehrum made his ex- 
amination of this primary schzol on May 
10, 1893, and he made the following report 
on its condition to the Board of Education: 

Register, 1,102; attendance, 1,Q12; classes, 
19. School crowded and 75 refused. Hired 
building at $3,800. No ceilings or plaster- 
ings; burn gas in most all of the class- 
rooms; no yard room. Exits inadequate. 
Closets in cellars smell bad; makes air 
offensive throughout the school. 

New school building being erected on One 
Hundred and Second Street, to which these 
children are to be transferred. This will 


be a blessing for the children and teachers. 
Seven rooms have no desks. 


The blessing hoped for by Mr. Wehrum 
has not come to the little children. The 
new school has been opened in East One 
Hundred and Second Street, but it was not 
built of sufficient size, and so the old fac- 
tory is still in use. 

A reporter for The New-York Times visit- 
ed the school yesterday. The building was 
crowded with children from top to bottom. 
There are over a thousand children penned 
up there every day. The reporter was first 
conducted down into the basement. There 
the air was damp and foul and it was im- 
possible to move around without the use of 
gaslight. There is no yard to the school, 
and the little children have their playroom 
in the cellar, where the air is extremely 
offensive, owing largely to the closets. 

The ceilings throughout the school are 
made of paper. When the Board of Educa- 
tion rented the factory building the beams 
showed on every story. Ceilings were im- 
provised by tacking wrapping paper to the 
wooden beams, 

Everywhere throughout the building there 
was a bad smell, due, it was said by the re- 
porter’s guide, to the closets in the cellar, 
and to lack of light and ventilation. The 
school is on the corner, and there are win- 
dows front and back and on one side. 

There are nineteen classrooms in. the 
building, and in thirteen of them yesterday 
the children were studying their books by 
gaslight. There were only six rooms- where 
there was enough daylight to read by. 

There-are two exits to the building. A 
wooden stairway runs along the partition 
wall from top to bottom. It is narrow, and 
the steps are so worn in many places as to 
render the stairway slippery and unsafe. 
The other exit is an iron stairway—built for 
@ fire escape—which is on the outside of the 


gujlding, on Ninety-ninth Street. This stair- 
way is open to the elements. There were 
ice and snow on the iron steps yesterday, 
making the stairway a very unsafe mode 
af exit for the children. The guide told 
the reporter that the children often slipped 
on the fire escape during the Winter. ‘‘ The 
dark inside wooden stairs,” it was said, 
“are usually used in Winter by direction 
of the teachers.”’ 

The elevated railroad runs in front of the 
school, and there is a station at Ninety- 
ninth Street. The elevated structure cuts 
off almost all the light in front, and the 
fire escape cuts off much of the light at the 
side. The only well-lighted classrooms are 
those which have their windows in the 


rear. 
Shanties, stables, and refuse heaps gocupy 
the ground immediately in the rear of the 
school, and they send up their own smells 
to mingle with the bad odors with which the 
cellars flood the building. 

In his report to the Board of Education 
Superintendent Snyder makes no excuse for 
the condition of Primary School No. 9. He 
says the new school in One Hundred and 
Second Street was found not large enough, 
and as the Board of Education, according 
to his statement, had no more money to 
spare, it was found neces to continue 
in the occupancy of Brewer Ruppert’s old 
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fire trap. If a fire ever started in it the 


paper ceilings would act as conductors for 
the flames, and would spread the fire 
through the building in a very short space 
of time. The inner stairway, being of wood, 
would afford no means of exit, and the 
slippery iron fire escape would be the only 
recourse left for exit. As it is on the side 
of the building it would be peculiarly ac- 
cessible to smoke and flame. 

A box of disinfectants is required in the 
basement of Grammar School No. 55, at 
140 West Twentieth Street, in order to 
overcome the stench from the sewage which 
is discharged at times into the school by 
the sewer pipe in the street through a 
“dead "’ connection. 

This serious state of affairs has existed 
at this school for four years. Mr. Wehrum 
was not informed of the -situation, and 
made no mention of the sewage in his 
charges to the Board of Health. 

Superintendent Snyder, although he has 
known for some time of the existence of 
the ‘‘dead’’ connection, likewise makes no 
mention of it in his report, nor have any 
steps been taken to remedy the evil. 

The Superintendent, in his report, dwells 
on the fact that $1,044 has been spent in 
the school for new furniture and $1,950 for 
** repairs.”’ 

The dangerous ‘‘ dead’’ connection could 
have been stopped for $5. It was stated 
yesterday at the school that the only “ re- 
pairs ’’ made consisted of two windows in a 
dark passage on the third: floor, and the 
enlargement of two small windows. » The 
only new.‘ furniture’’ received there con- 
sists of a few new desks.. A fresh coat 
= paint has been given to the janitor’s 
oor. e 

Some time ago the Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees of the ward complained of the 
sewage in writing to the Board of Health. 
When the reporter visited the ‘school yes- 
terday it was ‘learned’ ‘that’ nothing had 
been done to remedy the sewage: evil. 

The reporter was shown a hole three feet 
deep yesterday under the floor of the 
janitor’s quarters. 

‘* After a heavy rain,” it was said, ‘‘ the 
most offensive water and sewage wells up 
through the hole. It has sometimes covered 
the floor to a depth of four inches. On 
these occasions there are terrible odors 
all through the building. The ‘‘ dead” con- 
nection was left under the building four 
years ago, when a contractor moved the 
closets. There has been frequent com- 
plain without avail.’’ 

This school is surrounded by high build- 
ings and many of the classrooms are dark, 
and are-lighted by gas in the daytime. 

Sewer gas pours up into the children’s 
playground through five pipes from which 
the “‘ ball-traps ’’’ are missing. 

Ex-Commissioner Wehrum complained 
about the condition of the primary annex 
to the new Chrystie Street school, in the 
old Essex Market Building. He said a new 
building was required. At the time of his 
investigation the building was partly cc- 
cupied as a market, and the odors from 
poultry frequently filled the building. Mr. 
Snyder said the Board of Eductation did 
not feel justified in spending much money 
on the building, because the board was .a 
sub-tenant. It had, however, secured the 
ejectment of the marketman, so that there 
was no more complaint in the school about 
odors. Mr. Snyder said it was the intention 
of the board soon to occupy the entire 
building for school purposes. 

The reporter found the school in wretched 
quarters. It occupies ten rooms on the 
first floor, and five on the second. The rest 
of the building is occupied as headquarters 
for’ the Veterans of the Volunteer Fire De- 
partment, a Grand Army post, and several 
other similar organizations, Merchants still 
occupy the basement. 

The passages are narrow and dark. The 
rooms on the first floor are too small and 
are very poorly lighted. In converting this 
floor into classrooms no attempt was made 
to wall up the old market doors. They were 
simply locked. The result is that cold air is 
blown into the rooms continually. All the 
rooms are heated with stoves, but the 
draughts from the doors are strong enough 
to overcome the heat from an ordinary 
round stove. In consequence, both teachers 
and pupils suffer. 

A number of rooms on the first floor were 
until recently without desks for the pupils. 
This was remedied last week, when old 
desks from other schools were put in. The 
desks in one room are very rickety. 

Several classrooms on the second floor 
are dark even on bright days. Room 13 is 
particularly bad. It is long and narrow, and 
has only one window. Pupils at the end 
furthest from the window cannot see to 
read without gas. 

The Health Board long ago condemned 
the Essex Market Building as utterly unfit 
for school purposes. The board ordered the 
marketmen to leave the building, and 
made a report to the Controller, who called 
the School Trustees’ to account. He told 
the Trustees that they must vacate the 
building, and they promised to do so. They 
then erected a building at Hester and 
Chrystie Streets, but when completed it was 
found to be inadequate. 
impossible to Vacate the entire Essex Mar- 
ket Building. The Health Board’s Inspectors 
complain that the plumbing in the Essex 
Market branch is defective and the closets 
are bad. 

In his report to the Board of Education 
on Grammar School No. 39, at 235 East 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, Super- 
tendent Snyder talks of new buildings, new 
wings, &c., which are to relieve the crowd- 
ed condition, but he makes no allusion to 
the unsanitary condition of the closets, 
which could be remedied for $250, but have 
been allowed to exist for years. Mr. Weh- 
rum condemned some of the plumbing last 
April as old and unsanitary, and called 
attention to the foul odors throughout the 
building. 

A visit to the school yesterday showed 
that nothing had been done toward improv- 
ing the condition of the building. The build- 
ing has been nearly half a century in use 
as a school. The closets need the imme- 
diate attention of the Board of Health. 
Many of the classrooms are dark. Such 
small precautions as doors on the outhouses 
have been overlooked, and as a consequence 
pipes have frozen and the sanitation of 
the school has been affected. 

Grammar School No. 34, at 108 Broome 
Street, has an annex in Sheriff Street that 
is a disgrace to the Board of Education. 
It is a three-story brick tenement, and was 
leased six years ago from James Wallace 
for ten years at an annual rental of $1,200. 
The main building was condemned by ex- 
Commissioner Wehrum, but Mr. Snyder 
says that repairs have been made, and 
the building put in fair condition. This 
statement is corroborated by the teachers, 
but the annex is unfit for any purpose, 
and ought to be abanrdoned. 

The annex is used for the primary depart- 
ment, and is connected by a covered pas- 
sage with the Broome Street building, A 
door leading to Sheriff Street is kept locked, 
ge that tramps may not annoy the teachers. 
The cellar of this building is incumbered 
with refuse and rubbish, and the floor is 
muddy. The place is very Gamp, and can- 
not but have a bad effect upon the building, 

The first-floor has been converted into 
one classroom. It is heated by two stoves, 
which often fill the room with coal gas. 
There are at present sixty children'in this 
room, but there wouid probably be 120 if the 
Board of Education should become extraya- 
gant and provide the room with another 
blackboard. There is only one blackboard 
in the room now, and the sixty pupils are 
huddled in front of it, They have no desks 
and are compelled to hold their slates in 
their laps when writing, 

The room has a low ceiling, is dark, and 
is exposed to draughts. Most of the pupils 
are afflicted with colds. It was so dark in 
the room yesterday morning that the pu- 
pils were unable to see the blackboard, and 
the teacher had to suspend her work. 

A similar condition of affairs was found 
in every room in this buijiding. The upper 
floors are each divided into two rooms, 
which accommodate from thirty to forty 
children. A large stable in the rear is a 
frequent source of annoyance to everybody 
in the annex. At times it is necessary to 
close all the windows, and then the air 
in the classrooms becomes very bad. 

The teachers in the upper rooms said 
that they, too, were ‘compelled to cease 
work for a time yesterday morning because 
it was so dark that the children could not 
see to read figures on the blackboard. There 
is no gas in any part. of this annex. 

Mr. Snyder says there is no money to 
build a new annex, so that the old one 
may be abandoned. As the lease has four 
years yet to run, it is not probable that 
tke thrifty Board of Education wants to 
vacate it before that time.

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| MORGAN ANSWERS TURPIE 


Continuation of Debate on the Nicara- 
gua Canal Bill. 


THE SENATE URGED TO ACT QUICKLY 


Purposes of the Pending Measure Set 
Forth in Simple Terms—Sharp 
Rejoinder to the In- 


diana Man. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—It was expected 
that Mr. Morgan, who has charge in the 
Senate of the Nicaragua Canal bill, would 
reply -to the criticisms of the bill and the 
canal project in general recently made by 
Mr. Turpie, and no surprise was manifested 


to-day when the. Alabama Senator began a 
speech upon the bill, which he was unable 
to finish before adjournment. Mr. Morgan, 
who usually speaks extemporaneously, had 
gone to the trouble of having his speech 
typewritten. His knowledge of the subject 
was ‘so deep that it was an easy task for 
him to point out the errors in Mr. Turpie’s 
speech. Mr. Morgan was thoroughly post- 
ed concerning the plans of those who are 
opposed to the construction of the canal 
through the aid of the United States Gov- 
ernment, and he dwelt to-day upon the 
great darger to the project which would 
grow out of delay. 

Mr. Turpie’s points lost ai} their force in 
the face of Mr. Morgan’s arguments in be- 
half of speedy action. Many Senators list- 
ened to Mr. Morgan between the hours of 2 
and 5 o’clock, and gave every sign of being 
convinced of the strength of his position. 
-He will conclude his speech to-morrow, and 
thereafter will devote his efforts to bring 
the measure to a vote, It is believed that 
the vote will not be much longer delayed. 

In the course of his address, Mr. Morgan 
said: ‘I am for this canal, and*I deplore 
the loss of every day that postpones its 
construction. I am for it, as Gen. Grant 


said he was for it, as ‘an American canal, 
under American control.’ ”’ 

Summarizing the provisions of the pending 
bill, he said its purpgses were: 

‘‘First—To amend the act of Feb. 20, 
1890, to incorporate the Maritime Canal 
Company of Nicaragua so as to limit the 
stock and bonds which that company is 
authorized to issue to $100,000,000 of each. 

‘“*Second—To provide that the United 
States may become the owner of $70,000,000 
of the stock of that company. 

‘*Third—To provide for fifteen Directors 
of the company, ten of whom shal! be ap- 
pointed by the President and confirmed by 
the Senate. 

‘*Fourth—To provide for the guarantee by 
the United States of $70,000,000 of the bonds 
of this company when it is thus reorganized, 
with the consent of the present stockholders, 
the bonds to bear a rate of interest at 3 per 
cent. per annum and to be payable aiter ten 
years, and within thirty years, at the option 
of the United States. 

‘“Fifth—To provide for the extinguish- 
ment of all its debts and obligations of 
every sort, under the examination and to 
the satisfaction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, before any bonds can be issued by 
the company or indorsed by the United 
States. 

‘*Sixth—To provide a board of three In- 
spectors, to be selected by the President of 
the United States, to examine into and re- 
port upon all the surveys, work, expend- 
itures, and contracts for work each quarter 
of the year, as the work progresses, and to 
certify that the work:has been faithfully 
performed, its measurement, value, and 
cost, before any bonds can be issued, and 
to provide for regulations by the Secretary 
of the Treasury for the control of such mat- 
ters, and also to provide for the selection by 
the President of a board of three engineers 
—one from the army, one from the navy, 
and one from civil life—to act under his or- 
ders and at his discretion, to make any ex- 
amination of the country, the canal, the 
surveys, or the progresS and character of 
the work that he may desire to have made, 
either preliminary to the beginning of the 
work on the canal or at any time during its 
progress. 

‘“*Seventh—To provide that the President 
should have power to suspend the issue of 
indorsed bonds by the company at any time 
prior to the Ist day of July, 1897. 

‘“*Eighth—To -pay the present Maritime 
Canal Company for its concessions and 
for the surveys in stock of the company 
and for the work that has been done, and 
for the plant and materials it has furnished 
in indorsed bonds of the company. 

‘‘Ninth—This amendment cannot take ef- 
fect until all these conditions and provisions 
have been complied with, and until the pro- 
visions of the bill have been accepted by 
thé present company. organization.” 


Referring to a remark of Senator Tur- 


pie’s. Mr. Morgan said: 

“Tf this project is ‘a gorgeous bubble,’ 
as the Senator describes it, ic is fortunate 
that a greater philosopher and cosmogonist 
than Columbus, or Humboldt, or Maury, 
has appeared in the Senate to prick it at 
the close of the nineteenth century. 

“Tf it is a ‘snide,’ a word the Senator 
uttered almost under his breath, what must 
the country owe to the keen-scented de- 
tective who has laid bare the ‘trick’ that 
has aeceived so, many men for so long a 
time? *. 

‘“What American .who knows these men, 
the Directors of the company, can afford 
to say that they entered into a ‘snide’ ar- 
rangement to trick somebody or some Govy- 
ernment when, on the 12th of April, 1887, 
they obtained a great and valuable con- 
cession from Nicaragua to build this canal, 
paying for it $100,000 in gold to Nicaragua 
and coming under obligations that required 
the expenditure, in surveys and otherwise, 
of $200,000 before the concession could be- 
come operative? ”’ 


TWO MORE SLOCUM ROBBERS TO CATCH 


The Police Are Sure They Will Have 
the Men in Custody Soon. 


The police expect they will know to-day 
all about the robbery of aged David Slocum 
and his wife in their farmhouse, near Edin- 
burgh, Erie County, Penn., on the night of 
Dec. 15, when $10,600 was taken. They also 
expect to have such a complete chain of 
evidence that it will be only a day or two 
before all the five men who committed the 
robbery are arrested. 

There are in custody now three against 
whom there is plenty of evidence. They are 
John O’Connell, who was arrested at the 
home of his-sister, in Tremont; Frank An- 
derson, a farmer neighbor of the Slocums, 


who, it is believed, planned the crime, and 
Jeremiah Casey, who was caught at Pater-~ 
son, N. J. 

O'Connell is fighting against being extra- 
dited, and yesterday the detectives request- 
ed Assistant District Attorney Hennessy to 
appear before Justice Andrews, in the Su- 
preme Court, to ewer the people in op- 
posing the writ of habeas corpus granted ta 
O'Connell. 

Mr. Hennessy said he believed the writ 
would be dismissed and that O’Connell 
would be surrendered to. the Erie County 
authorities, 


Charged with Secreting Jewelry, 


Gerson Gootenberg,: jeweler, at 448 Grand 
Street, was held in the Essex Market Po- 
lice Court yesterday in $1,000 bail for trial 
on a charge of secreting property obtained 
on credit. ap 

Louis B, H. Davis & Co., diamond brok- 
ers of 68 Nassau Street, alleged that be- 
tween Aug. 2 and Dec. 22 of last year, Goo- 


tenberg obtained jewelry and diamonds 
worth $2,617.30 on credit, and secreted them. 
Gootenberg has been dealing with the firm 
for four years, and had always paid prompt- 
ly, until Dec. 22 last, He never had a 
stock worth less than $5,000 or $6,000. It 
is alleged that on Dec. 26, Gootenberg sub- 
stituted cheap jewelry, valued .at about 
$500, and refused to account to Davis & Co.

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NO EXCUSE FOR UNCLEAN STREETS 


A Sub-Committee of the Seventy Finds 
that Their Deplorable Condition Is 
Not Due to Faulty Laws. 


The Sub-Committee on Street Cleaning ap- 
pointed by the Seventy’s Executive Com- 
mittee has made the following report: 


We are of the opinion that the deplorable 
failure to keep the streets of New-York 
City in a clean and healthful condition is 
due, not to faulty laws, but primarily to the 
failure to faithfully and efficiently execute 
those which should govern the Street- 
Cleaning Department, and, secondarily, to a 
neglect in the performance of its sanitary 
functions by the Police Department, and 
also to a lack of reasonable co-operation 
on the part of the citizens. 

We believe that the Street-Cleaning bill 
proposed by the Citizens’ Committee, and 
which is now the law, contains all nec- 
essary legislation upon this subject. 

We believe that the New-York Consoli- 
dated act and the Sanitary Code give to the 
departments charged with the enforcement 
of their rules and regulations all the power 
that is necessary in co-operation with the 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning to secure 
for this metropolis clean streets. a 

We believe that one of the great obsta- 
cles to be overcome in the attainment of 
this end-ts:the contributive negligence of 
the people; for example, the unnecessary 
littering of the streets with paper and the 
failure to dispose by fire or otherwise pre- 
vent the dispersal: of litter and household 
waste, which now in one way or another 
finds its way:to our thoroughfares; the 
practice of licensed venders of fruit and 
vegetables throwing refuse into the streets; 
the neglect to provide at every hack or 
wagon stand'a proper covered receptacle 
for dirt that is there accumulated. 

We believe that the police force should be 
instructed in the city ordinances relating to 
the streets and their unnecessary litter- 
ing, and be made to enforce them. 

Your committee has not felt disposed to 
enter into the minute details of the future 
work of the Department of Street Cleaning, 
feeling that it would be unwise to embarrass 
the new Commissioner with too many sug- 
gestions, and that it would be better to 
leave him free to exercise his own discre- 
tion in all such matters, as for instance, 
the collection and disposal of the different 
kinds of city refuse. 

We are decidedly of the opinion, however, 
that the Department of Street Cleaning 
should assume the duty of street sprinkling, 
and that all pavements should be properly 
sprinkled before cleaning, that carts for col- 
lection of street refuse should follow sweep- 
ers immediately. 

Tue comparatively brief exposure of the 
citizen to clouds of street dust, from which 
he may take refuge in his house or his 
place of business, tends to foster the belief 
that serious danger of the acquirement of 
infectious disease from this source does not 
exist, especially as great volumes of fresh 
air are continually sweeping across the 
town. But it should not be forgotten that 
the air which we breathe in our houses and 
our places of business is supplied from the 
streets, and that whatever deleterious par- 
ticles in the form of infectious dust gain 
access to our dwellings stay there for pro- 
tracted periods, and are not removed by the 
winds from the sea and the country, as is 
the case out of doors. In the living room 
and places of assembly, in the sickroom 
and the nursery, our citizens are exposed 
to harmful material brought in one way 
and another from the streets, which an ef- 
ficient street-cleaning administration would 
promptly and thoroughly remove. 

It is our opinion that the amendments to 
the street-cleaning act, which was prepared 
by the Citizens’ Committee, (Laws of 1892,) 
and which amendments are known as Chap- 
ter 368, (Laws of 1894,) should be repealed. 

It is not the purpose of your committee to 
review in detail the many evidences that 
are before them of neglect to carry out the 
purpose of existing laws. 

It is the opinion of your committee that 
the Department of Street Cleaning should 
be placed under the direction of an officer 
who shall be unhampered by any political 
considerations in the selection of his sub- 
ordinates, who should be chosen with refer- 
ence aione to their fitness for work.

The 
committee will examine as to the questions 
of speed and safety, and will also look into 
the regulations of the company and see if 
they cannot be improved. It is my object 
to have ordinances passed to protect the 
people and regulate the companies.”’ 

Mayor Schieren will be unable to attend 
the meeting of the State Railroad Com- 
mission. He leaves for Chicago on Sat- 
urday.

THEIR METHODS ARE NOT LAWFUL 


The Grand Jury Sharply Criticises Street 
Railway Companies for Causing 
Snow Blockades. 


The Grand Jury yesterday handed up a 
presentment calling the attention of the 
court to the “improper and unlawful meth- 
ods used by the street railway companies 
of this city in removing snow from their 
tracks.” 

The presentment says: 


It is the custom of the street railway 
companies almost without exception to pile 
alongside of their tracks the snow which 
it is necessary for them to remove in order 
that their cars may pass along the tracks. 
These accumulations of snow are piled up 
near the sidewalk, creating embankments 
of considerable height, which obstruct ac- 
cess to business houses and residences, and 
render it impossible for pedestrians, and, in 
many cases, for vehicles to cross at these 
points. 

It is manifest that this manner of deal- 
ing with the snow upon the tracks of rail- 
road companies is a great hardship upon all 
those residing or doing business upon the 
streets through which the companies in 
question operate their lines. Its result is 
to blockade the streets and increase the 
many inconveniences which are necessarily 
attendant upon a snowstorm in this city. 

We respectfully submit that this obstruct- 
ing and blockading of the public highways 
is both improper and unlawful, and that 
the Departments of Street Cleaning and 
Police should be instructed to take meas- 
ures to prevent the continuance of the 
nuisance. ; 

It is also the practice of the street rail- 
road companies to place salt and saltpetre 
along the entire course of their roads, re- 
gardless of the express provision of the Con- 


solidation act, Section 1,938, which declares ° 


it to be a misdemeanor to place saltpetre 
or any other substance for the purpose of 
dissolving snow or ice upon any street or 
highway, ‘‘except upon the curbs, cross- 
ings, or switches of railroad tracks.” It is 
well known that the pungent vapors arising 
from mingled snow and salt are peculiarly 
conducive to pulmonary troubles. 

The important problem of cleaning the 
streets of the city is greatly complicated 
and rendered far more difficult by the self- 
ish, willful, and deliberate disregard of the 
interests of the public, and the provisions 
of law enacted in that regard, manifested 
by the street railway companies of this 
city, and it.is for the purpose of calling 
the attention of the court and of the pub- 
lic to this conduct on the part of these 
companies that this presentment is sub- 
mitted. 

The presentment was ordered filed, and 
copies were sent to the Police and Street- 
Cleaning Departments.

MORE HANDSHAKING AND TALKS

I have never said to any one 
that I proposed to resign. When the Power 


of Removal bill becomes a law the Mayor 
will need no resignations to make changes.” 

The fact is, that the Mayor and the Tam- 
many Officials who are still in office . get 
along very nicely. Courtesy is the rule on 
both sides. 

Speaking of the officials with whom he 
had talked, Mayor Strong said: 

‘They are as courteous and as reasonable 
a body of men as I have ever met. None 
of them has done the slightest thing to 
embarrass meé, but, on the contrary, all 
have done everything in their power to aid 
me.

Every 
morning, the complainants declare, the din 
about tne place is so great that sleep for 
them 1s almest impossible until after 5 
oO’ clock. 

Mr. Sherry received notice of the com- 
plaint, and sent his lawyer to represent 
him before the board. He admits that 
what his neighbors allege is partly true, 
but says he is powerless, as he cannot 
move away from his present location to 
remedy the trouble. He tried to learn 


from the Board of Health the names of the 
COMERS IRER, but could get no informa- 
tion. 

“IT have been puzzling my brain for 
years to find a remedy,” said Mr. cr ge | 
yesterday. ‘“‘I wish somebody would tel 
me what to do. The only remedy I see is 
in a city ordinance. 

“The trouble is that people will insist 
on keeping their carriages waiting for them 
the whole night, instead of contenting 
themselves with riding home in a cab. 
Almost every night, you know, there is a 
ball or. gathering in my place. Often I 
have nothing more to do with it than just 
to furnish the hall. The guests come in 
their. private carriages, and tell their drivers 
to wait. The carriages are there, perhaps, 
all night. 

“The drivers go to sleep. When Mrs. 
Smith calls for her carriage at 4 A. M.,, it 
cannot be found. The driver doesn’t hear, 
for he is asteep. Footmen run about 
shouting for it perhaps a long time before 
it is found. They have to shout loud. The 
other drivers repeat these shouts. That is 
what makes thé trouble, and it is a trouble. 

*“*Now, I have shown my patrons that if 

they would send their carriages home and 
take a cab inthe morning, the cabs could 
be kept in line, and no confusion would 
ensue. They would come up in their order, 
and each guest would take the cab that 
came. 
“The city could regulate that by ordi- 
nance. But they will not listen. They fear 
they might get a drunken or incapable 
driver. They want their own men and 
horses.”’ 


Schieren Favors a Commission. 


Mayor Schieren of Brooklyn is opposed 
to the consolidation bill introduced in the 
Senate on Wednesday by Senator Lexow, 
because he considers it hasty. 

“ Although the majority in favor of con- 
solidation at the late election was small,” 
he said, yesterday, “‘I believe that the re- 
sult was decisive. 

“JT am in favor of consolidation, but I ad- 
vocate the creation of a commission to con- 
sider the question of a charter, which shall 
be submitted to the people. I favor a ccm- 
mission of nine, three to be uppointed for 
Brooklyn, three for New-York, and three 
for the outlying districts affected, the May- 
ors of New-York and Brooklyn to be mem- 
bers ex officio, That commissicn should 
be empowered to employ lega: talent, and to 

repare a charter. Then the people should 

ave an oppurtunity to pass upon the 
charter.” 


The Oesper Case Postponed. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Jan. 3.—The trial of 
Drug Clerk Oesper, who is charged with 
violating the drug section of the Ohio pure 
food and drug law, was to have begun be-

“THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Early Weakness in Stocks Fol- 
lowed by a Sharp Recovery. 


THE SHORT INTEREST BUSY COVERING 


Unfavorable Traffic Returns Induce 


Liquidation—-The Market Being 
Oversold, the Decline Was 
Readily Checked—Weak- 
ness in Jersey Central. 


Weakness marked the early trading in the 
stock market yesterday. The unfavorable 
returns of earnings by Rock Island and 
St. Paul, together with some very depress- 
ing utterances by a prominent official of the 
latter road, were responsible for the temper 


of the traders. London contributed to the 


weakness by free selling of its specialties. 


A rumor that a reduction in ‘the rate of 
the Illinois Central dividend was contem- 
plated was sent from London, where the 
stock is very heavily held. 

In the afternoon the market turned up- 
ward, the change being due to its oversold 
condition. Bear traders were active in cov- 
ering their short contracts, with the result 
that at the close of business not only had 
the early losses been recovered, but the 
majority of active stocks had scored net 
gains. The volume of trading was larger 
than on Wednesday, although the activity 
was far from being up to the average of 
even a moderately fair day’s business. 

At the opening the weak spots were Jer- 
sey Central and Chicago Gas. The first 
named sold down to 85%, from 88%, but in 
the afternoon recovered to 87, its net loss 
being 1% points. Uncertainty about the 
coming dividend was the excuse for the de- 
pression. Chicago Gas declined to 71%, 
but closed at its top price, 73%. Reports 
as to its dividend prospects caused the 
fluctuations. St. Paul fell to 54%, but 
closed at 56, a net gain of 4, notwithstand- 
ing its poor earnings. The short interest 
in Burlington caused the stock to rally from 
6914 to 70%, its closing price, a net gain of 
a point. Northwestern recovered a point 
in the afternoon and closed unchanged at 
95%. Rock Island also scored a gain of \. 

Manipulation in Sugar was apparent, this 
time on the upward tack. It closed 1% 
points up, at 884, having sold at 8644 during 
the morning. The Cordage stocks were 
strong, although not active. The company 
has been successful in borrowing money to 
ay the interest on its bonds, and its board 
ros been strengthened by the addition to 
it of Mr. William Barbour. Consolidated 
Gas was weak and it closed 3 points down. 
Other Industrials were without feature.

The plan of readjustment, dated Oct. 1, 1894, 
has not been assented to by a sufficient number 
of income bondholders and stockholders to make 
the same effective.

PROVISIONS. 


HOG PRODUCTS opened slightly easier 
through the pressure from the hog supplies, 
with their easier prices, but through the 
day gained in tone and closed slightly bet- 
ter than on Wednesday night. Thus at 
the West pork sold off 2¥%@5c, recov- 
ering and closing at 12c advance for the 
day, while lard, which went off 24%@5 points, 
is at the close 2 points up, and ribs are 
at 5 points better figures. There was an 
improvement in the export demand at the 
West, but the tone was in part due to the 
statement of the world’s supplies of lard, 
which show an increase of only 39,000 tcs 
for the month. Statements of the average 
weight of hogs arriving show that there is 
a material lighter weight as compared with 
the supplies of last year. This was noticed 
especially in the supplies through Decem- 
ber. The Chicago stocks are 31,750 tes lard, 
105,000 bbls new pork, 75,000 bbls old pork, 
27,750,000 lb short ribs. The estimated week's 
pasking is 225,000 head, and it corresponds 
with the packing at this time last year. 
Chicago exports to-day 31,000° hogs. 

LARD—Western steam was momentarily 
easier. The close is quite firm and well up 
to the prices which prevailed on the latest 
market of Wednesday.

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CLOAKMAKERS BEGIN TO SHOVEL SNOW 


Many Pathetic Stories Told by the 
Applicants for Employment. 


Striking cloakmakers began yesterday to 
enroll as street cleaners, under the con- 
ditions of the offer of the Society for Im- 
proving the Condition of the Poor to ap- 
propriate $10,000 to pay them for their 
work. 

The men began to arrive early at Windsor 
Hall, 412 Grand Street, where Joseph Baron- 
dess, manager of the Cloakmakers’ Union, 


issued to them tickets entitling them to 
employment. Mr. Barondess. made every 
applicant tell something of his history and 
his present condition, and many pathetic 
stories of destitution were related. 

The preference is being given to married 
men. As soon as the strikers received their 
ecards they went to 26 Delancey Street, 
where James B. Reynolds, head worker of 
the University Settlement Soctety, instruct- 
ed them. They returned later in the after- 
noon, and several foremen and assistant 
foremen of the Street-Cleaning Department 
assigned them to districts where the snow 
is being cleared. 

The men are to work only six hours a 
day, and for this they will receive $1. 

No evictions of strikers were reported 
yesterday, but several heads of familes 
reported that they had certainly a shelter 
for only a few days more. The relief 
bureau disposed of large quantities of 
bread and bologna.
